(Preface) 


My  first  incentive  in  conpiling  a  Hiatt  Genealogy  v/as  the  desire  to 
trace  my  o'/m  Hiatt  lineage  back  to  the  immigrant  ancestor,  and  fur¬ 
ther,  if  possible.  Later,  after  I  had  amassed  a  genealogy  of  sever¬ 
al  thousand  names,  I  realized  that  v/ith  the  passing  of  each  day  the 
old  record  books,  slov/ly  but  surely,  vrere  turning  yellow  and  crumb¬ 
ling  with  age,  thus  becoming  lost  forever  Also,  with  the  passing 
of  each  generation  many  valiuible  family  traditions,  historical  anec¬ 
dotes,  and  other  bits  of  family  lore  vrere  lost.  Very  few  of  the 
younger  generation  pause  long  enough  to  even  listen  bo,  much  less  to 
make  a  v/ritten  record  of,  these  things  which  are  so  precious  to  those 
of  us  who  realize  the  importance  of  our  great  heritage  and  the  role 
it  plays  in  shaping  the  present  generation  and  generations  to  come. 
Hence,  the  main  purpose  in  compiling  this  volume  came  to  be  the  pre¬ 
servation  of  what  remained  at  this  late  date  of  genealogy  and  his¬ 
tory  pertinent  to  the  Hiatt  family  and  the  Hiatt  family  alone.  Sec¬ 
ondly,  every  effore  has  been  made  to  make  copies  of  this  book  avail¬ 
able  to  as  many  of  tlie  family  as  possible.  (The  price  asked  is  actu¬ 
ally  far  belovj-  cost.) 

This  Hiatt-Hiett  Genealogy  really  had  its  beginning  about  one  hundred 
years  ago,  or  perhaps  even  earlier.  Elijah  Coffin,  James  M,  Hiatt, 

Jesse  M.  Hiatt,  Oliver  Smith  Hiatt,  Ilary  (Coffin)  Johnson,  and  Effie 
(Hiatt)  van  Tuyl  are  among  tnose  knovm  to  have  actively  engaged  in 
Hiatt  research  the  latter  half  of  last  century^  The  Quaker  records 
at  Guilford  College,  Horth  Carolina,  vrere  searched  as  early  as  1660 
for  Hiatt  data.  By  '’round  1900  Jesse  M.  Hiatt  had  comoiled  for  pub¬ 
lication  a  Hiatt  Genealogy  of  approximately  three  thousand  names,  but 
passed  away  before  having  it  printed. 

I  began  my  Hiatt  research  seventeen  years  ago,  having,  to  start  vfith, 
only  the  names  of  my  paternal  grandmother,  Hillicent  Ann  (Hiatt)  John¬ 
son,  and  her  parents,  Elias  and  Hannah  (Hunt)  Hiatt,  all  of  Grant  Co., 
Indiana.  The  name  Hiatt  has  alvmys  intrigued  me,  more  so  than  any 
other;  and  while  I  collected  data  on  other  of  my  ancestral  lines,  I 
collected  much  more  Hiatt  material,  for  I  gathered  it  all,  wiierever  I 
went  and  vmerever  I  found  it.  Practically  all  of  my  time  the  past 
seventeen  years  has  been  spent  in  genealogical  research  —  the  majori¬ 
ty  on  the  Hiatt  family  alone.  I  had  hoped  to  trace  my  own  Hiatt  lineage 
back  to  the  immigrant  ancestor,  and  eventually  did  so,  but  not  before 
I  had  amassed  a  m-anuscript  of  several  thousand  names.  I  benefitted 
considerably  from  the  great  amount  of  research  done  by  those  mentioned 
above,  for  they  had  been  generous  in  sharing  their  Bible  records,  family 
traditions,  and  results  of  their  ovm  research  with  each  other  and  with 
other  Hiatt  seekers  A  son  of  the  later  Jesse  M.  Hiatt  loaned  me  the 
manuscript  of  his  father’s  Hiatt  Genealogy  in  1943,  and  it  vms  incorpor¬ 
ated  into  my  ovm  records,  adding  nearly  a  thousand  new  names.  During 
the  earlier  years  of  my  research  I  vms  aided  and  enco'araged  by  others 
interested  in  Hiatt  genealogy,  including  the  late  Dorotliy  (Camp)  Eock- 
mier,  Willard  C.  Heiss,  Bertha  S.  Hmtt,  John  Talbert  Hiatt,  Ola  Hiatt, 
William  C.  Hiatt,  John  B.  Hinshaw,  Clara  V.  (Hinshaw)  Kelly,  Ida  G. 
Lyons,  Mary  Lois  Smith,  Galen  Hiett  Swimley,  and  Effie  (Hiatt)  van 
Tuyl. 

Most  of  those  engaged  in  Hiatt  research  were  interested  mainly  in  their 
own  Hiatt  lineage,  and  had  made  no  effort  to  collect  data  on  other 
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branches  of  the  family^  Consequently,  few  knew  their  relationship,  if 
any,  to  others  of  the  name »  "iThile  it  entailed  a  tremendous  amount  of 
time,  work  and  money  on  my  part,  I  collected  date  on  all  branches  of 
the  family®  And  as  the  research  progressed,  it  was  found  that  the  var¬ 
ious  data  fit  together  like  a  giant  jig-saw  puzzle® 

From  the  beginning,  libraries  were  searched  for  Hiatt  data®  In  my  quest 
for  genealogical  date  I  visited  some  of  the  largest  libraries  in  the 
United  States,  including  those  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana;  Chicago,  Ill¬ 
inois;  Detroit,  Michigan;  Cincinnati,  Ohio;  Louisville,  Kentucky/-;  To¬ 
peka,  Kansas;  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania;  New  York,  Nevf  York;  i/7ash- 
ington,  D.  C,;  Baltimore,  Maryland;  Richmond,  Virginia;  Raleigh,  North 
Carolina;  Jacksonville,  Florida;  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah;  Los  Angeles, 
California . 

It  soon  became  evident  that  nothing  had  ever  been  published  on  the  Hiatt 
family,  except  a  few  scattered  biographical  sketches  in  county  histories 
Therefore  it  became  necessary  to  search  the  original  church,  county, 
state  and  federal  records  for  Hiatt  material.  Between  1935  and  1947  I 
searched  the  courthouses  of  the  following  counties  for  Hiatt  v/ills, 
deeds,  and  marriage  bonds,  as  virell  as  tax  lists  and  other  court  records; 
Delaware,  Grant,  Henry,  Madison,  Randolph  and  Wayne  Cos.,  Indiana; 
Clinton  and  Highland  Cos.,  Ohio;  Guilford  and  Surry  Cos®,  North  Caro¬ 
lina;  Carroll,  Frederick  and  Grayson  Cos®,  Virginia;  Berkeley  Co®, 

West  Virginia;  Bucks  CoSt,  Pennsylvania;  etc®,  etc.  Many  courthouses 
were  revisited  several  times®  This  research  added  much  invaluable 
data  to  my  files,  helping  to  verify  or  nullify  the  material  I  already 
had,  and  enabled  me  to  connect  the  various  branches  of  the  family®  As 
mentioned  before,  the  Quaker  records  were  searched  by  Hiatt  seekers  as 
early  as  1860.  Before  Hinshaw*s  Quaker  records  were  published,  I  search 
ed  some  of  the  original  Quaker  records  in  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  North 
Carolina,  Ohio  and  Indiana.  Since  then,  Hinshaw  published  the  Quaker 
records  of  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  Ohio,  and  part  of  Pennsylvania 
and  New  Jersey,  and  nearly  every  Hiatt  item  contained  therein  has  been 
utilized  in  the  preparation  of  this  genealogy  —  and  this  was  consid¬ 
erable,  for  by  1800  the  Hiatts  were  one  of  the  largest  Quaker  families 
in  America® 

Census  records  on  file  in  the  Bureau  of  Census,  Washington,  D.  C®,  have 
proven  invaluable  in  the  compilation  of  this  work,  and  I  had  occasion 
to  make  five  trips  to  the  nation* s  capitol®  The  1790  (first)  Federal 
Census  records,  and  those  for  1800,  1810,  1820,  1830,  1840,  1850,  and 
occasionally  1860,  have  been  searched  for  material  to  use  in  this  vol- 
une  as  documentary  evidence®  Various  census  records  from  1790  to  1850 
or  1860  that  I  have  searched  include  Forsyth,  Guilford,  Stokes  and 
Surry  Cos.,  North  Carolina;  Berkeley  (nos  W.  Va®),  Carroll,  Grayson, 
Frederick,  Hampshire  (now  W®  Va.,)  and  Jefferson  (now  ’W®  Va®)  Cos®, 
Virginia;  Brown,  Clinton  and  Highland  Cos®,  Indiana;  the  entire  State 
of  Iowa  for  1850;  and  parts  of  Missouri,  Kansas,  Kentucky,  etc® 

By  1947  I  had  compiled  a  Hiatt  Genealogy  of  some  five  or  six  thousand 
names,  had  traced  my  own  Hiatt  lineage  back  to  the  immigrant  John  Hiett, 
and  had  temporarily  laid  the  manuscript  aside  to  enter  other  fields  of 
endeavor®  About  this  time  I  had  come  in  contact  with  The  Jesse  Hiatt 
Family  Association  of  Utah.  They  were  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  (Mormons),  and  were  interested  in  Hiatt 
genealogy.  Their  ancestor,  Jesse  Hiatt,  had  been  born  cl794  in  Surry 
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Coog  North  Carolina,  supposedly  a  son  of  a  V/illiam  Hiatt  —  beyond  this 
they  had  been  unable  to  trace.  I  soon  found  documentary  evidence  to 
show  that  Jesse  Hiatt  was  indeed  a  son  of  a  William  Hiatt,  and  that  the 
latter  was  a  birthright  Quaker,  being  a  son  of  my  own  ancestors,  Will¬ 
iam  and  Susannah  (Hodgson)  Hiatt,  early  settlers  in  Surry  Co.,  North 
Carolina.  William  Hiatt,  Jr.,  was  disowned  in  1792  by  the  Quakers  for 
his  marriage,  but  later  rejoined  the  Quaker  church  in  North  Carolina, 
and  two  of  his  children,  Charles  and  Jesse,  also  became  members.  Jesse 
Hiatt  was  disowned  by  the  Quakers  for  his  marriage  to  Julia  Taylor  in 
1818;  she  was  disowned  in  1845.  A  few  descendants  of  Jesse  and 'Julia 
(Taylor)  Hiatt  lingered  with  the  Quakers  for  a  generation  or  so,  but 
none  are  now  members,, the  majority  having  united  with  The  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

I  had  considerable  correspondence  with  The  Jesse  Hiatt  Family  Association, 
beginning  in  1946,  and  two  or  three  visits.  Among  other  things,  we  dis¬ 
cussed  the  possibility  of  publi-*^hing  a  Hiatt  Genealogy  —  it  had  been  my 
dream  for  many  years  to  publish  all  or  part  of  my  genealogical  material. 
They  were  agreeable,  lent  their  full  support,  and  gathered  together  a 
splendid  record  of  the  descendants  of  their  Jesse  Hiatt,  adding  nearly  a 
thousand  more  names  to  the  Hiatt  manuscript.  The  project  was  then  publi¬ 
cized  in  November  of  1949,  and  within  tv;-elve  months  Hiatts  and  Hiatt  des¬ 
cendants  had  sent  in  two  or  three  thousand  additional  names.  The  final 
result  was  a  comprehensive  genealogy  and  history  of  the  Hiatt  -  Hiett 
family,  covering  a  period  of  250  years,  and  containing  over  twenty  thousand 
names  in  al  1  —  including  upwards  of  ten  thousand  direct  descendants  of 
John  Hiett  the  immigrant.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  descendants  are 
now  living  in  practically  all  of  the  forty-eight  spates,  plus  several 
Uo  So  possessions  and  foreign  countries.  It  is  estimated  that  today  al¬ 
most  all  who  spell  their  name  Hiett  and  half  of  all  those  who  seell  their 
name  Hiatt  descend  from  John  Hiett,  the  immigrant  of  1699. 

It  took  me  several  months,  I  might  add,  to  assemble  and  correlate  all 
the  new  data  which  had  been  sent  in.  In  fact,  the  volume  doubled  in 
size  from  v/hat  had  been  predicted  in  the  beginning.  Then  it  took  over 
one  thousand  hours  of  my  evenings  and  week  ends  the  past  year  for  me 
to  type  the  book  from  the  original  letters,  research  notes,  assembled 
manuscript,  ntc .  Being  no  typist,  the  entire  book  was  done  by  the  fa¬ 
miliar  "hunt  and  peck"  method,  so  please  overlook  typing  imperfections 
and  the  typographical  errors  which  will  no  doubt  persist  in  spite  of 
proof-read ing. 

A  special  effort  has  been  made  to  bring  all  Hiatt  -  Hiett  lines  dovm  to 
around  1850,  but  many  are  brought  doivn  to  1900,  and  several  to  the  pre¬ 
sent,  Most  Hiatts  can  trace  back  to  1850,  and  many  can  no  doubt  trace 
back  much  further.  No  Hiatt  or  Hiett  should  experience  any  difficulty 
in  finding  his  connection,  if  there  is  one,  to  John  Hiett,  the  immigrant 
of  1699.  Prior  to  this  time  there  had  been  much  confusion  regarding  the 
immigrant  ancestor  and  the  first  two  or  three  generations  of  the  family 
in  America. 

Regarding  the  organization  of  the  material  in  this  volume,  I  wish  to 
state  that  I  have  made  every  effort  to  present  it  in  a  clear  and  simple 
manner.  It  has  been  my  experience  in  the  past  that  too  many  genealogies 
are  a  hodge-podge  of  undocumented  data,  and,  worst  of  all,  with  no  index. 
Each  and  every  Hiatt  and  Hiett  descendant  in  this  book  has  been  numbered, 
both  consecutively  and  chronologically,  with  no  two  having  the  same  num¬ 
ber.  Thus,  we  begin  with  John  Hiett,  the  immigrant  ancestor,  as  number 
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(lo),  and  continue  by  numbering  his  three  sons  (2:-),  (3o),  and  (4o)»  Then 
his  grandchildren  are  numbered  from  (5.)  to  (40o),  respectively,  and  so 
ono  This  plan  is  carried  tnroughout  the  entire  volume,  until  the  last 
recorded  descendant  is  reached o  This  system  will  serve  to  avoid  confu¬ 
sion,  since  there  will  be  many,  many  Hiatts  with  identical  given  names. 

This  identification  number  precedes  the  name  of  each  Hiatt  or  H:att  des¬ 
cendant  o  Each  descendant  will,  in  most  instances,  appear  twice  in  the 
volume,  first  when  he  is  listed  as  a  child  in  his  parent’s  family,  and 
again  later  on  in  the  next  generation  when  he  heads  a  paragraph  and  per- 
haps  has  a  family  of  his  ovm.  The  number  or  numbers  succeeding  the  name 
when  it  heads  a  paragraph  will  show  his  direct  descent  from  (lo)  John 
Hiett,  the  immigrant o  Thus,  the  lineage  for  each  and  every  one  of  the 
descendants  on  record  in  this  genealogy  has  already  been  traced  for  yoxxo 

The  index  at  the  back  of  the  volume  lists  all  Hiatts  and  Hietts  (and  all 
other  spellings  of  the  name)  by  his  or  her  given  nameo  All  other  fam¬ 
ilies  ““  those  with  surnames  other  than  Hiatt  or  Hiett  — ■  are  indexed 
by  surname  onlyo  For  example,  my  grandmother  will  be  indexed  under  Hiatt, 
as  Millicent  Ann,  but  her  husband,  Daniel  Buchanan  Johnson  —  my  grand¬ 
father  — ■  will  be  listed  only  under  the  surname  of  Johnson®  Supposing 
I  were  unfamiliar  with  this  Hiatt  -  Hiett  Genealogy,  but  knew  that  my 
paternal  grandmother  was  named  Millicent  Ann  Hiatt®  By  glancing  at  the 
index  I  would  find  that  the  name  Millicent  Ann  Hiatt  appeared  on  pages 
350  and  524®  On  page  350  I  would  learn  that  Elias  and  Hannah  (Hunt) 

Hiatt  had  a  daughter  by  that  name,  her  number  being  (2830»)o  Then  on 
page  524  I  would  learn  that  (2830®)  Millicent  Ann  Hiatt  was  married  in 
1878  to  Daniel  Buchanan  Johnson®  By  looking  up  each  number  succeeding 
her  name  as  it  appears  at  the  head  of  a  paragraph  on  page  524,  1  could 
easily  and  quickly  trace  her  line  of  descent  from  (l®)  John  Hiett,  the 
immigrant « 

Throughout  the  book  will  be  seen  many  R’s  followed  by  a  number,  al  1  in 
parentheses  —  thus;  (Rl)s  (R34),  (R159),  etc®,  etc®  R  refers  to  ref¬ 
erences,  and  (Rl')  would  be  reference  number  1,  (R159)  would  be  reference 
number  159,  and  so  on®  These  references  were  listed  in  the  back  of  the 
book,  immediately  following  Chapter  XXIvV,  Follovfing  the  list  of  refer¬ 
ences  will  be  four  blank  pages  to  be  used  for  additional  family  records, 
to  bring  or  keep  your  record  up  to  date® 

Many  will  no  doubt  hope  to  join  some  patriotic  society,  such  as  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  (D®  A.  R®),  or  the  Sons  of  the  Am¬ 
erican  Revolution  (S®  A®  R®),  etc®,  through  some  ancestor  given  in  this 
genealogy®  Several  of  the  family  contributed  supplies  and  in  other  ways 
aided  the  American  army  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  but  such  services  no 
longer  render  a  descendant  eligible  for  membership®  Several  have  join¬ 
ed  in  the  past  through  those  services,  but  today  one  has  to  have  an  an¬ 
cestor  that  was  actually  in  service  before  they  may  be  admitted  to  the 
society®  Most  if  non  all  of  the  Hiatt  -  Hiett  family  during  the  colonial 
period  in  America  were  members  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  (Quakers), 
and  they  did  not  —  and  still  do  not  --  believe  in  war ®  By  the  time  of 
the  Civil  War  (War  Between  the  States),  however,  many  of  the  family  were 
in  service,  in  both  the  Union  and  Confederate  armies®  Miss  Isabel  Grubb 
—  of  Seskin,  Carrick  on  Suir,  Co.  Tipperary,  Ireland  —  did  such  a  splen¬ 
did  job  of  research  in  Ireland  for  the  late  'William  Wade  Hinshaw,  that 
I  engaged  her  to  search  the  Quaker  records  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  for  Hiett 
data®  Many  of  the  family  were  certain  that  our  immigrant  ancestor  came 
from  there,  and  Mrs®  Elizabeth  (Hyatt)  Ogden  in  her  ^Origin  of  the  Name 
Hyatt”  had  mentioned  that  there  were  a  number  of  the  name  in  and  around 
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Dublirio  Following  are  the  results  of  Miss  Grubb research,  which  came 
too  late  to  be  included  elsewhere  in  the  volumes

Rachel  Hiett  of  Dublin  daughter  of  Matthew  and  Margaret  Hiett  from  Lon¬

Since  many  of  the  Hiatts  and  Hiatt  descendants  have  intermarried  with 
Coffins  and  Coffin  descendants,  the  poem  by  John  Greenleaf  VThittier 
which  appears  in  this  volume  should  be  of  more  than  passing  interest 
—  f or  ivlir .  'vVhittier’s  great-grandmother  was  a  Coffin,  of  the  same  fam¬ 
ily  as  the  others o 

Among  the  Hiatts  and  Hiatt  descendants  recorded  in  this  genealogy  and 
history  are  many  whose  lives  are  known  to  have  been  especially  interest¬ 
ing,  outstanding  or  unusual o  Attention  is  here  called  to  the  many,  many 
sketches  of  people  and  events  which  appear  throughout  this  book,  and  are, 
for  the  most  part,  stories  of  colonial  and  pioneer  iifeo  There  are  tales 
of  Indian  massacres,  the  Revolutionary  and  Civil  Wars,  pioneering  exper¬ 
iences  in  many  of  the  states,  etco,  etc o  One  descendant  was  a  marker  for 
George  V/ashington  at  the  time  he  was  a  surveyor  in  Frederick  Coo,  Vao, 
and  owned  land  surveyed  by  himo  Another  was  a  guide  for  Geno  Nathaniel 
Greene  at  the  time  of  the  Battle  of  Guilford  Courthouse  —  1781 o  Three 
became  members  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  a  century  and  a  half 
agOo  One  was  with  Lee  at  the  time  of  his  surrender®  Another  marched 
with  Sherman  ”to  the  sea®"  One  was  in  attendance  at  Ford*s  Theatre  in 
Washington,  D.  C.,  the  night  President  Abraham  Lincoln  was  assassinated® 
Another  married  a  descendant  of  Pocohontas®  An  early  settler  in  Iowa 
was  the  originator  of  the  Delicious  Apple.  Three  or  four  have  been  honor¬ 
ed  in  '^Yho’s  7/ho®  And  so  on  and  on.  (The  Hiatt  -  Hiett  family  presents 
a  good  cross-section  of  stalwart  American  citizenry,  of  the  kind  that  has 
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been  for  generations  —  and  will  continue  to  be  —  the  backbone  of  this 
great  land  of  ourso) 

It  has  been  an  honor  and  a  privilege  to  have  Mrs,  Mertie  H.  Hiatt,  of 
Provo,  Utah,  spend  this  summer  in  assisting  me  in  the  gigantic  task 
of  index^ns:  this  volume,  Wso  Hiatt  is  Secretary-Treasurer  of  The  Jesse 
Hiatt  Family  Association,  Her  late  husband,  Nathan  Dixie  Hiatt,  was 
born  in  Surry  Co,,  North  Carolina,  a  great-grandson  of  Jesse  Hiatt, 
one-time  Quaker,  It  is  an  interesting  sidelight  that  Kirs,  Hiatt  is  a 
grand-niece  of  the  Martin  Harris  who  was  so  closely  associated  with  the

IfrSo  Mertie  H,  Hiatt  recently  asked  me  to  place  a  monetary  value  on 
this  book,  supposing  tnat  just  one  volume  were  to  be  printed.  It  is 
not  possible,  however,  to  state  the  exact  value  in  dollars  and  cents  of 
a  publication  of  this  nature,  but  a  very  rough  estimate  would  be  |100, 
000.00,  Three-fourths  of  this  amount  has  been  spent  by  the  many  who 
have  devoted  so  many  years  in  searching  for  data  on  their  Hiatt  ances¬ 
tors  the  past  century  or  so.

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CHAPTER  I 


ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAIffi  HIATT 


AN  interesting  account  of  the  origin  of  the  name  Hiatt  was  written  by  the 
late  Elizabeth  (Hyatt)  Ogden  of  Denver^  Coloradoo  Her  ancestors  were  early 
settlers  in  Rlarylandj,  later  removing  to  Pennsylvania  and  Kentuckyo  The  fol¬ 
lowing  is  a  copy  of  Elizabeth  (Hyatt)  Ogden '’s  Origin  of  the  Name  Hyatt ^  as 
found  in  the  Denver  Public  Librarys 

”Next  to  finding  my  ancestors j,  the  origin  of  the  family  name  has  always  held 
my  interestp  and  for  many  months  past  I  have  given  this  subject  my  undivided 
attentiono 

”ln  the  very  outset  I  was  thrown  into  confusion  by  the  multiplicity  of  fam¬ 
ily  traditions o  One  branch  reasoned  that  as  we  were  descended  from  the 
^Ish  QuakerSp  I  would  find  the  name  in  close  proximity  to  the  O^s  and  the 
Mc^So  Another  claimed  just  as  stoutly  that  we  were  of  the  Yfelsh  familiesp 
and  therefore  I  must  go  to  Pembroke p  Carmarthen  and  Glamor gansh ires  for  the 
original  nameo 

”A  third  insisted  that  our  ancestors  came  to  America  from  Hollandp  there¬ 
fore  the  name  was  Dutch o 

”A  genealogist  in  the  family  remarked  that  it  was  singular  that  searchers 
went  everywhere  in  quest  of  the  name  except  to  Englandp  and  that  country 
fairly  bristled  with  the  nameo 

”I  decided  to  take  up  each  theory  separate lyp  follow  it  as  far  as  I  could p 
and  see  what  came  of  ito 

”I  began  with  the  Quakers p  and  studied  them  thoroughly  both  in  this  country 
and  in  the  Emerald  IslOo  I  found  a  few  of  the  name  in  and  around  Dublinj 
but  not  in  such  numbers  a.s  to  place  the  name  prominently  in  the  list  of 
Irish  nomenclature o 

"Next-  came  the  Welshp  and  after  careful  investigation  I  found  almost  nothing 
outside  of  the  three  counties  before  mentionedp  and  later  I  learned  that 
these  counties  were  once  Norman  strongholds o 

"In  Holland  I  trailed  the  HaytSp  IlaightSp  HeydtSp  etc  op  but  not  a  single 
reference  to  the  two-syllabled  name  of  the  large  family  we  know  as  Hyatt 
(Hiattp  Hiettp  Hyettp  etco  —  edo)o  I  examined  carefully  several  volumes 
on  German  names  and  familiesp  which  are  said  to  contain  every  German  name 
ever  knowUp  but  Hyatt  was  conspicuously  absent© 

"England  was  all  that  was  now  left  to  me,  and  I  should  have  entered  that 
field  with  temerity  but  for  the  confidence  I  placed  in  the  judgement  of  the 
genealogist  before  referred  to©  I  might  remark  that  I  had  run  across  Hyatt 
families  in  Virginiap  and  a  few  in  Marylandp  wno  claimed  French  descentp  and 
this  puzzled  me  greatlyp  as  I  could  see  nothing  French  about  the  nameo 

"In  my  researches  for  the  Hyatts  in  Englandp  I  found  Gloucestershire  a  mine 
of  information©  I  went  very  thoroughly  over  the  records  of  this  county p 
which  included  parish  records p  births p  marriages p  burialSp  monument  inscrip¬ 
tions;  will  bookSp  etc  op  and  lastlyp  deeds  of  propertyp  government  documents p 
coats -of -arms p  crestSp  and  so  on© 
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name  eveiyv'ifcere  in  all  its  forms  —  Hietj,  Hiatt,  Hyatt,  Hyett,  etc», 
extendino;  back  to  a  period  not  far  from  the  Norr^an  conquest,  and  I  noticed  how 
closely  they  had  been  associated  with  the  leaders  of  that  invasion,  had  fought 
vrith  them,  helped  to  build  and  defend  their  castles  and  strongholds,  etc.,  and 
I  began  to  ask  myself  how  this  could  have  been  if  they  were  of  native  English 
origin. 

"My  investigations  in  Gloucestershire  led  me  into  the  adjoining  county  of  Here¬ 
ford,  as  the  families  vfere  almost  one^  There  I  found  Hyets,  Kiattes,  as  Consta¬ 
bles  of  Sto  Briafel’s  Castle,  built  by,  or  given  to,  William  Fitz-Osbern,  ^the 
ablest  soldier  that  had  fought  at  Senlac,  the  last  battle  of  the  Conqueror,  who 
was  rewarded  with  the  Earldom  of  Hereford.*  (106?)  (Edwards*  T/ales,  page  1;9«) 

This  v:as  not  a  mere  title,  but  me>ant  the  government  of  one  or  more  shires  vdiich 
he  was  to  protect  and  defend,  and  this  castle  was  in  reality  a  fort  built  for 
the  defense  of  his  Earldom  from  the  aggressions  of  the  Welsh,  and  the  Hiatts  were 
its  custodians  and  warriors.  They  were  also  Lords  vVardens  of  the  Forest  of  Deane 
which  ohn  Leland  describes  as  follows:  *There  hath  been  a  very  greate  Campe  of 
luoxine  of  Warre  on  an  Hille  now  caullyd  Nebly,  overgrown  with  Wodde  about  the  myd- 
le  ivay  betwixt  Wottonunderedge  and  Dersley  but  nerer  t<  Wottonunderedge.  Lord 
Lisle  w'as  slayn  math  an  Arow  by  one  James  Hiatte,  of  the  Forest  of  Deane,  in  Neb- 
ley  Paroch.*  (Prior  to  1309.)  (Bristol  and  Glouc .  Arch.  Soc. ,  XIV,  2^9 ») 

"What  had  been  a  suspicion  had  now  become  almost  a  conclusion  —  that  the  Hyatts 
were  of  Norman  origin. 

"Reasoning  that  if  there  were  Hyatts  in  western  and  central  England,  there  must 
be  some  representatives  in  eastern  England  also,  I  ivent  from  Herefordshire  and  ' 
Gloucestershire  to  Oxfordshire,  v/here  I  found  the  name  as  far  back  as  1^68  in 
Oxford,  Chipping,  Norton,  Wotton,  Pyrton,  etc. 

’^arly  in  my  researches  I  had  on  my  list  as  a  desirable  book  to  investigate,  Cus- 
san* s  History  of  Hertfordshire,  and  I  decided  that  now  viras  the  time  to  examine  it 

"In  the  index,  vol.  2,  I  saw  the  name  ''Aiete.*  I  felt  instinctively  that  I  had 
discovered  the  goal  for  Ydiich  I  had  been  seeking  —  the  original  name  of  the  Hy¬ 
atts,  but  I  had  yet  to  prove  it  myself. 

"I  could  see  clearly  that  the  name  was  of  Norman  origin,  and  could  account  for 
the  loss  of  the  *H*,  but  felt  anxious  as  to  iviiether  I  could  corroborate  ray  hy¬ 
pothesis. 

"Accidently  I  came  upon  a  volume  entitled.  The  Norman  People.  In  this  was  a  ’List 
of  Norman  names  taken  from  the  London  Direct ory7^"T^rning  to  page  ?92,  I  found 
’Hyett*  and  ’Hyatt*.  Now,  sure  enough,  there  was  the  real  name  in  a  list  jf  Nor¬ 
man  names  taken  from  the  London  Directory.  Vtfhat  better  proof  did  I  need?  And 
yet,  I  picked  up  Barber's  Britl sh  Family  Names,  and  read,  *Hyatt  -  from  ’Ayott*, 
a  local  name  in  Herts.*  'Flemish,  ’Hyart’,  a  proper  name.*  (p.  173) 

"Later  I  found  this  name  'Hyart*  in  what  was  formerly  Flanders,  and  still  furth¬ 
er  on  in  what  was  at  the  time  Normandy,  'Des  Hayettes.*  Now  remember  that  the 
'h*  in  the  French  language  is  always  silent,  and  was  not  even  used  in  v/rit^'ng  by 
the  early  Norman  families  in  England,  but  with  the  proclivity  of  the  English  to 
put  on  an  *H*  where  it  did  not  belong,  it  is  easy  to  see  how  this  letter  was  re¬ 
stored  and  the  name  'Aiete*  (Ai  pronounced  I,  as  in  aigrette,  aisle',  etc.)  became 
in  the  due  course  of  time  'Hyett*,  the  universally  English  spelling,  and  later  on 
'Hyatt',  and  'Hiatt*,  and  an  unlimited  number  of  variations.... 
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'*The  earliest,  spelling  of  the' name  with  an  ’H^  in  England  as  far  as  my  research¬ 
es  have  gonej  ooo  was  in  1552 i)  when  — -  Hiett^  daughter  of  —  Hiett^  bom  about 
155251  married  (first  wife)  William  Rumney^  of  Suckleyj, 'Worcestershire^  England^ 
died  about  1632 5,  aeto  80  (Visitation  of  Worcestershire^  1.682-3 5*  po  81  and  again^, 
when' ''James  Hyett  vfas  licensed  to  wedUargrett  Norkett  (now  Norcutt)  December  6^, 
l580j,  in  Berkhampsteadj  Herts  o''  —  right  in  the  locality  of  the  *de  Aietteo''

The  foregoing  accounts  of  the  origin  of  the  name  Hiatt,  though  differing  slightlv 
a^ee  on  most  points.  There  can  be  no  doubt  but  what  our  Hiatt  ancestors  have  re- 
si  e  in  England  from  the  time  of  'Srilliam  the  Conqueror  dovm  to  the  17th  and  l8th 
centuries  when  they  came  to  America.

THE  family  of  Hiatt  (many  and  varied  spellings)  v/as  itoII  established  In 
ca  by  I79O5  according  to  the  first  Federal  census  taken  in  that  ycaro  1790  — 
Vviien  the  three  largest  cities  in  the  United  States  were:  Nev:  Yorlr  (.'it^^^  rrith  a 
population  of  33^131;  Philadelphia,  -^vith  28,^22^  and  Boston,  with  I3p320o 

Census  records  show  that  in  1790  there  vrere  over  100  Heads  of  Families,  with 
the  average  size  of  a  Hiatt  famllv  being  5o9o  There  were  over  500  other  mem¬ 
bers,  making  a  grand  total  of  betiveen  6OO  and  700  Hiatts  in  America  in  17yu, 
including  men,  women  and  children^ 

The  total  population  of  the  United  States  in  1790,  excluding  slaves,  T^as  7, 231s 
533s  or  about  5^0,000  Heads  of  Families,,  Thus,  approximately  one  family  in 
every  5000  was  a  Hiatt  family*  However,  during  the  ¥ar  of  1312,  when  the  Brit¬ 
ish  burned  the  national  capitol,  the  1790  census  records  for  Delaware,  Gec^gia, 
Kentucky,  New  Jersey,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia  were  destroyed*  A  *^1790  Census^* 
has  since  been  compiled  for  Virginia  from  1782-8?  Tax  Lists^  one  for  DelaT/are 
from  1790  Tax  Lists|  and  the  same  for  Kentucky*  1790  Tax  Lists  (if  extant)  for 
Georgia,  New  Jersey,  and  Tennessee  have  not  been  searched  for  Hiatts,  but  there 
may  have  been  a  few  of  the  name  there  at  that  time* 

The  1790  census  lists  17  different  spellings,  as  follo'ws:  Hyatt,  Hiat,  Hiatt,

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As  t-IiS  foregoing  data  show^  there  ivere  at  least  112  Hiatt  families  in  the  United 
States  in  1790,  scattered  over  9  of  the  1?  states  then  existingo  The  Hiatts  can 
be  divided,  roughly,  into  four  large  groups.  One,  descendants  of  Thomas  Hyatt, 
England  to  America  1629-39 s  ’who  settled  first  at  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  and 
later  at  Stamford,  Connecticut,  and  are,  for  the  most  part,  those  Hiatts  living 
1790  in  New  York  and  Connecticuto  Two,  descendants  of  Charles  Hyatt  of  Maryland, 
who  settled  there  the  latter  half  of  the  17th  century,  and  who  are  the  Hiatts  of 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  in  1790o  Three,  descendants  of  John  Hiett,  Quaker,  Eng¬ 
land  to  Pennsylvania  1699,  who  are  found  in  1790  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina. 
And  four,  descendants  of  others  of  the  name  who  settled  in  the  American  colonies 
at  various  times  and  places. 

The  descendants  of  John  Hiett,  Quaker,  comprised  approximately  one  fourth  of  all 
the  Hiatts  in  America  in  1790.  Today,  however,  it  is  estimated  that  one  Hiatt 
(or  Hiett)  out  of  every  two  descends  from  John  Hiett,  Quaker.  (Rii,5j,6, 7,8,9)

OUR  immigrant  ancestor ^  John  Hiett^,  was  a  Quake fo  The  term  Quakers  then  as  noWs 
denotes  a  member  of  the  religious  Society  of  FriendSs  followers  of  George  Foxo 
For  those  unfamiliar  with  George  Fox  and  the  QuakerSs  this  chapter  is  writteno 

“George  Fox  was  born  in  the  little  hamlet  of  Fenny  Draytons  which  his  autobiog- 
raphys  the  JourYial. c,  call  s  " Dr  ayton- in-the-clayj,  on  the  western  edge  of  Leicest- 
ers  Englands  in  the  year  lc2Uoc,oo 

“The  actual,  house  in  which  George  Fox  was  born  has  fallen  into  ruins  and  disap- 
peareds  though  the  church  where  he  went  every  week  as  a  boy  still  standsj  but 
little  changed  in  the  o^o  three  centuries  that  have  passed,, 

“The  father  and  mother  of  George  Fcx  v^ere  poors  humbles  hardvrorking  peoples  but 
they  were  braves  upri^t  and  goodo  The  father'' s  name  was  Christophers  whom  the 
neighbors  called  '^righteous  Christ  er  g  '  because -he  was  absolutely  straight  and 
honest  in  his  dealingSo  He  was  a  weaver  and  worked  with  his  hand  loom  in  the 
little  cottage  where  George  was  bcrrio  His  mcther'’'s  name  was  Mary  LagOs  who  came 
of  a  family  that  had  already  had  its  list  of  martyrs »  She  was  different  from 
the  other  women  in  Dra>d:on  —  more  educated  and  more  finely  cultivated  and 
though  her  surroundings  were  hard  and  mean^  and  he.r  days  were  full  of  works  she 
was  purOs  lovely  and  noble-minded ,  and  she  knew  how  to  understand,  help  and  di¬ 
rect  her  unusual  boy..  His  mother  died  in  l66h  when  George  Fox  was  fifty  (sic) 
(forty?  -  editorj  years  oldo  l/ffhen  the  news  of  her  death  reached  him  he  went  to 
a  room  in  the  irm  T,vhere  he  was  staying  and  sat  alone  in  the  stillness  and  thought 
of  all  her  life  had  meant  to  himo  As  he  sat  alone  with  his  sorrow  and  knew  that 
he  could  never  see  his  mother  again  on  eartn^  suddenly  he  seemed  to  see  her  still 
alive  wi  th  God  in  the  eternal  world  andy  as  he  says 5,  "^everlastingly  with  me  over 
allo'^  ''"I  did  verily  love  her  as  ever  one  could  a  mother^ is  his  simple^  beau¬ 
tiful  word  about  her^  tfor  she  was  a  good^  honestc,  virtuous^  right-natured  womeno  ^ 
As  had  been  the  case  with  Martin  Luther^  a  hundred  and  fifty  years  earlier,  here^ , 
again,  was  just  the  right  kind  of  home  and  the  fitting  kind  of  father  and  mother 
to  produce  a  new  prophet  #10  could  be  a  leader  of  meuo 

“George  was  an  odd,  strange  boyo  He  did  not  play  games  like  other  boys.  He  liv¬ 
ed  apart  and  wandered  a.bout  aI.one,  shy,  grave  and  thoughtful,  always  '^roonderingc 
William  Perui,  'ivho  later  Imew  h.im  better  than  almost  anyone  else,  sayss  ^From  a 
child  he  appeared  of  another  frame  of  mind  than  the  rest  of  his  brethren;  being 
more  religious,  imTaid,  still,  solid  and  observing  beyond  his  years „ ^  He  asked 
many  questions  and  often  sat  al.one,  thinking  and  thinkingo  His  great  desire, 
even  as  a  little  boy,  was  to  be  pure  and  good,  and  he  seems  to  have  succeeded, 
for  he  says  in  his  Journal,  -lichen  I  came  to  eleven  years  of  age,  I  knev/  pure¬ 
ness  and  righteousnejss  'o „  o  - 

“While  still  hardly  more  than  a  boy  he  v/ent  to  work  for  a  man  who  was  a  shoe¬ 
maker  by  tiadeo  This  shoemaker  also  kept  sheep  and  cattle  and  George  not  only 
learned  to  cut  out  leather  and  to  sew  and  peg  shoes,  but  he  also  tended  the  sheep, 
washed  and  sheared  them  and  helped  sell  the  wool  in  market «  His  work  with  the 
sheep  took  him  out  into  the  fields  and  pastures  Virhere  he  was  alone  with  nature 
and  where  he  learned  to  love  everything  God  had  made  and  to  feel  himself,  as  he 
puts  it,  ^in  unity  with  the  creation ^00 o « 
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”The  turning  point  of  his  life  came^,  as  so  often  happens,  through  a  very  simple 
incident o  One  day,  when  he  was  about  nineteen  and  on  business  at  a  fair,  he  met 
a  cousin  who  was  a  Puritan,  who  had  a  friend  with  him  also  a  ^professor, ^  and 
they  invited  him  to  join  them  in  drinking  a  jug  of  beero  He  says 2  ’I,  being  thir¬ 
sty,  went  in  with  them,  for  I  loved  any  that  had  a  sense  of  goodo  When  we  had 
had  a  glass  apiece,  they  began  to  drink  healths  and  called  for  more  drink,  agree¬ 
ing  together  that  he  that  would  not  drink  should  pay  for  allo^  This  custom  of 
drinking  healths  had  come  to  be  one  of  the  chief  vices  of  the  age,  and  Fox  *was 
grieved  that  any  7^0  made  a  profession  of  religion*  should  do  such  a  thingo  He 
laid  a  groat  on  the  table  to  pay  his  share  of  the  reckoning  and  rose  up  to  go, 
sayings  'If  it  be  so  I  will  leave  yoUo*  'That  night,*  he  says,  *I  could  not 
sleep,  but  sometimes  walked  up  and  down  and  som.etimes  prayed  and. cried  to  the 
Lord,  who  said  unto  me;  *Thou  seest  hoy;  young  people  go  together  into  vanity, 
and  old  people  into  the  earth  (ioe.,  earthly  things )|  and  thou  must  forsake  all 
and  be  a  stranger  unto  alio*  *  *Then, »  says  Fox,  *at  the  command  of  God,  on  the 
ninth  day  of  the  seventh  month  (September)  I6I1.3,  I  left  my  relations  and  brake 
off  all  familiarity  or  fellowship  with  young  or  oldo * 

"After  spending  about  a  year  in  his  *own  country  in  great  sorrows  and  troubles,^ 
he  started  again  on  his  travels o  "Wherever  he  vrent  he  carried  his  Bible  with  him 
and  learned  to  know  it  so  well  that  it  was  said  of  him  that  *  though  the  Bible 
■were  lost  it  might  be  found  in  his  moutho* 

"ooooThree  truths  he  especially  mentions  as  having  been  clearly  'opened*  to  him 
during  these  years: — - 

lo  Outward  profession  is  not  enough,  for  none  are  true  believers  but  those  -who 
have  passed  from  death  unto  life  by  being  born  of  Gode 

2o  Learning  is  not  enough,  for  he  tells  uss  'The  Lord  opened  unto  me  that  being 
bred  at  Oxford  or  Cambridge  was  not  enough  to  fit  and  qualify  men  to  be  ministers 
of  Christo* 

3o  Church-going  ^  enough,  for  God  does  not  dwell  in  temples  made  with  hands, 
but  in  men's  hearts » 

"There  was  a  large  Baptist  community  in  Nottingham  and  the  neighbourhood,  but  its 
spiritual  life  had  declined  and  the  members  had  become  scattered o  Half  of  them 
now  met  on  S'undays,  only  *to  play  at  shoveiboard  and  to  be  merry* j  the  rest  were 
still  seeking  the  light,  and  about  I6I47  Fox  was  attracted  to  this  'shattered*  rem¬ 
nant,  finding  them  *a  tender  people o* 

"We  gather  from  the  Journal  that  this  Nottinghamshire  Baptist  community  accepted 
Fox  s  message  almost  in  a  body,  and  that  they  formed  themselves  into  a  new  associ¬ 
ation  under  the  name  of  'Children  of  the  Lighto*  This  name,  chosen  on  account 
of  the  central  truth  taught  by  Fox  of  the  light  of  Christ  as  the  guide  to  eternal 
life,  was  the  earliest  by  yrfiich  Friends  were  Imown,  and  the  fip^j^t  Friends*  meet¬ 
ings  were  probably  largely  composed  of  the  members  of  this  comfirunity., 

"Summing  up  his  work  during  this  transition  period  of  his  life.  Fox  -writes:  'Thus 
the  work  of  the  Lord  went  fonmrd,  and  many  were  turned  from  the  darkness  to  the 
light  ’Within  the  compass  of  these  three  years,  l6i;6,  l6i;7  and  l61[3o  And  divers 
meetings  of  Friends  in  several  places  were  then  gathered  to  God's  teaching,  by 

spirit  and  pcwer;  for  the  jjord's  power  brake  forth  more  and  more,  v/on— 

derfullyo* 

"It  -was  now  that  is,  about  the  end  of  l6i;8  or  beginning  of  l6i;9  —  that  the 
definite  call  came  to  George  Fox  to  go  abroad  into  the  world,  which,  he  says, 

'was  like  a  briary,  thorny  wilderness,*  and  when  he  brought  the  word  of  life^'to 
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it^  it  ^swelled  and  made  a  noise  like  the  great  raging  waves  of  the  seao « o*'*' 

(Ri2 ) 

’*In  the  course  of  his  life  Fox  suffered  eight  imprisonments^  some  of  them  attend¬ 
ed  with  shocking  cruelty^  amounting  in  all  to  nearly  six  years «  One  of  the  earli¬ 
est  (in  l650-5l)  was  at  Derby,  where  he  was  sentenced  to  six  month ''s  confinement 
on  a  charge  of  blasphemyo  ¥nen  this  time  was  almost  ended  he  was  offered  the  post 
of  captain  in  the  Commonwealth  army  over  a  troop  of  soldiers  who  said  that  they 
would  have  none  but  himo  He  declined  the  offer^  saying  that  ’^he  lived  in  the  vir¬ 
tue  of  that  life  and  power  that  took  away  the  occasion  of  all  wars^'^  and  when  the 
offer  was  further  pressed  upon  him^  told  them  (he  says)  that  I  was  come  into 
the  covenant  of  peace  that  was  before  vmrs  and  strifes  were<,®  This  refusal  led 
to  a  further  six  months*  imprisonment 5,  this  time  in  the  dungeon  among  the  rogues 
and  felons^  without  a  bed  to  lie  ono 

**It  was  in  the  year  l6^0^  in  the  course  of  his  time  at  Derby j,  that  Justice  Ben¬ 
nett  conferred  on  him  the  nickname  ’Quaker®  because  he  bid  the  Justice  tremble 
at  the  word  of  the  Lordo  The  word  was  not  newj  it  had  already  been  applied  to  a 
set  of  religious  enthusiasts o  Barclay  says  that  the  name  was  given  because  of 
the  trembling  and  spiritual  stress  that  sometimes  was  manifest  in  the  meetings 
of  Friends o  The  two  accounts  are  not  irrec one liable j  the  name  was  doubtless  giv¬ 
en  by  Bennett as  Fox  and  others  assert 5  and  it  stuck  because  of  its  appropriat- 
nesso  Apart  from  Fox  himself 5,  Friends  showed  no  great  dislike  to  it|  Barclay 
accepts  itj,  Hhoughj®  as  he  says^,  ®it  be  none  of  our  choosing^®  and  Perm  speaks 
of  meeting  in  Germany  an  old  man  who  ’for  his  approaches  towards  an  inward  prin¬ 
ciple  is  reproachfully  saluted  by  some  with  the  honest  title  of  Quakero®  ®®Tis 
much  better j,®  continues  Penn^  ®than  Papist^  Lutheran^,  or  Calvinist^)  who  are  not 
only  ignorant  ofi  but  enemies  to^  quaking  and  trembling  at  the  word  of  the  Lord 
as  Moses  and  others  dido®  ’Though  our  name  is  new<,  yet  our  rel5gion  is  oldj,® 
said  Edward  Burroughs  and  Penn  wrote  a  pamphlet  entitled  ^uakeri.sm  a  New  Nick¬ 
name  for  Old  Christianity o  The  earliest  name  by  which  the  new  community  was 
knoim  was  * Ch ildren^of” the  Lights®  but  soon  its  members  came  to  call  themselves 
^Friends  in  Truths®  or  ’FriendSo®*®  (Ri3) 

Quakerism  soon  spread  all  over  England^  and  into  WaieSj  Ireland  and  Scotland; 
later  into  Holland  and  Germany^  and  other  parts  of  the  world »  It  was  establish¬ 
ed  on  American  soil  as  early  as  1656  when  ’*twc  women  Friends  v/ho  had  travelled 
from  England  by  way  of  Barbados  came  on  the  ship  Swallow  into  Boston  harbour-o 
They  were  Ann  Austin  of  London^  a  woman  ’stricken  in  years 5®  the  mother  of  five 
children^  and  Mary  Fisherj  twenty-two  years  old^  who  had  been  a  servant  at  Selby'o 
She  had  suffered  two  imprisonments  at  York  and  a  public  flogging  at  Cambridge o  So 
extraordinary  had  been  the  reports  of  Quaker  doings  in  England  that  (as  was  said) 
the  colonists  were  as  much  alarmed  as  if  an  aimy  had  invaded  their  shores„  The 
boxes  of  the  two  women  were  searched  on  shipboard^  and  a  hundred  of  their  books 
were  seized  in  order  to  be  burned <>  They  were  taken  ashore  and  put  in  a  dark  pri¬ 
son,  care  being  taken  that  no  one  should  speak  to  themo  Here  they  were  subjected 
to  a  shocking  examination  for  marks  of  witchcraft  on  their  bodies,  the  order  for 
this  being  given  by  the  Deputy- Governor,  iivhose  own  sister-in-law  had  been  burned 
as  a  witch  a  few  months  previouslyo  At  the  end  of  five  weeks  the  master  of  the 
ship  -which  brought  them  was  compelled  to  take  them  back  to  Barbados «  But  two  days 
after  their  departure  nine  more  Quakers  came  —  four  men  and  four  women  from  Eng¬ 
land  and  a  man  from  Long  Islando  Their  boxes  also  ivere  searched  ‘for  erroneous 
and  hellish  pamphlets,®  and  after  eleven  weeks  they  too  were  sent  backo  The  Col¬ 
ony  of  Massachusetts  new  passed  laws  providing  for  the  fining  of  anyone  who  shelt¬ 
ered  a  Quaker  and  of  any  ship’s  captain  -who  had  brought  him  in,  and  for  the  im¬ 
prisonment,  flogging  and  branding  of  the  Quakers  themselves »  But  at  the  very  be- 
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ginning  the  seed  fell  on  prepared  ground |  there  -urere  those  who  accepted  the  new 
teaching^  and  still  more  Quakers  carce^  gathering  converts  round  themo  Terrible 
is  the  story  of  ten  years*  persecution,  fines,  imprisonment,  appalling  flogging 
of  men  and  women  publicly  under  the  Cart  and  Whip  Act  (one  man  was  flogged  nine 
times  for  allowing  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  his  house),  and  on  Boston  Common,  in 
the  years  l659-l66l,  one  woman  and  three  men  were  hanged  o  Never  did  martyrs  go 
to  their  death  with  more  triumphant  assurance  of  victoryoooo 

"Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but  in  other  colonies  also,  Quakerism  was  firmly 
planted  before  the  Restoration,  and  even  before  the  foundation  of  Pennsylvania 
the  number  of  emigrants  from  England  became  so  great  as  to  weaken  the  Society 
at  homeo  A  steady  stream  of  English  ministering  Friends,  men  and  women,  visited 
the  country,  and  from  Maine  to  the  Carolinas  Quakerism  was  in  many  places  the 
dominating  religious  influence  and  in  some  of  them  the  dominating  political  power. 
'The  extent  of  the  Quaker  influence  in  the  political  life  of  the  Colonies  has  not 
been  generally  realized,,*  (R13) 

"oooo  Rhode  Island  had  been  founded  in  I638  by  a  small  company  who  were  opposed 
to  the  persecuting  policy  of  the  Massachusetts  rulers,  and  who  were  resolved  to 
make  freedom  of  conscience  a  part  of  their  colonial  policjo  o . .Dr.  Rufus  M«  Jones 
tells  us  that  the  first  Quaker  Meeting  in  the  New  World  was  established  here  and 
'only  four  years  later*  (i.e.  in  I66I)  *an  annual  meeting  was  established  on  the 
island  oo.  which  under  the  name  of  *The  Yearly  Meeting  of  Friends  in  New  England* 
has  had  a  continuous  history  to  the  present  day,,*  In  another  place  he  says:  'In. 
the  Puritan  colonies  of  New  England,  Quakers  were,  of  course,  without  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  franchise  or  office-holding,  and  in  Episcopalian  colonies  like  Virginia, 
where  uniformity  was  insisted  upon,  the  way  to  influence  in  the  Government  was 
tightly  closed  to  themi  but  in  Rhode  Island  the  only  obstacle  to  position  in  Gov¬ 
ernment  affairs  which  the  Quakers  met  was  the  difficulty  of  bearing  responsibility 
for  war-preparation.  In  that  colony,  for  more  than  a  hundred  years,  Quakers  v/ere 
continually  in  office,  and  for  thirty-six  terms  the  Governorship  of  the  colony  was 
occupied  by  members  of  the  Society.®  In  other  colonies  also  the  influence  of  Friends 
was  very  strong.  In  iSlk  they  had  come  into  possession  of  West  Jersey,  and  when, 
five  years  later  East  Jersey  also  was  offered  for  sale,  it  was  purchased  by  William 
Penn  and  eleven  other  Friends.  It  was  here,  in  fact,  in  drawing  up  the  Charter 
for  these  new  provinces  and  establishing  their  laws  that  Penn  made  his  first  ex¬ 
periments  in  colonial  government.  New  Jersey  was  under  the  rule  of  Friends  until 
it  became  a  royal  colony  in  1702. 

"In  North  Carolina,  Friends  were  for  many  years  the  only  organized  religious  body, 
and  one  of  their  number,  John  Archdale,  was  governor  of  the  colony  from  l69i|  to 
1697,  and  took  a  prominent  part  in  shaping  the  history  of  both  the  Carolinas. .. . 

"The  great  emigration  of  Friends  to  the  American  Colonies,  which  took  place  at  the 
end  of  the  seventeenth  and  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  centuries,  is  one  of  the 
most  significant  facts  in  Quaker  history.  These  pioneers  went  out,  not  to  escape 
persecution  as  such  (for  the  early  Friends  never  shirked  personal  suffering  or  loss) 
but  because  persecution  Tfas  a  hindrance  to  freedom  of  action,  and  they  wanted  to 
live  where  they  could  worship  God  according  to  their  consciences  and  practise  the 
truths  they  believed,  free  from  the  restrictions  which  hampered  them  in  England.... 

"As  early  as  I66O  George  Fox  was  planning  a  Quaker  colony  in  America  and  during 
his  travels  there  in  1671-3  this  thought  was  constantly  in  his  mind.  On  his  re¬ 
turn  he  visited  the  Penns  at  Rickman sworth  and  there  was  ample  opportunity  for 
discussing  the  possibility  of  founding  a  Quaker  settlement  in  the  New  World. 

"William  Penn  wrote  in  I68I:  *1  had  an  opening  of  joy  as  to  these  parts  (i.e,  the 
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American  Colonies)^  in  I66I3  at  Oxford,  twenty  years  since, This  was  when  he 
was  a  student  of  seventeen,  and  although  that  ’opening  of  joy®  was  certainly 
clouded  over  at  times,  when  more  worldly  ambitions  prevailed,  yet  through  all 
those  twenty  years,  the  thought  of  this  possible  escape  from  the  narrow--mind- 
edness  which  made  life  in  England  so  hard  for  lovers  of  freedom,  seems  to  have 
remained  with  himo 

’®The  part  which  Penn  took  in  the  settlement  of  the  Jerseys  confirmed  him  in 
his  belief  that  there  was  a  unique  opportunity  in  the  New  World  for  success- 
ful  experiments  in  good  government  and  a  great  service  to  be  rendered  to  man¬ 
kind  by  pioneers  of  the  right  sort,  and  he  gladly  availed  himself  in  I68I  of 
a  way  which  seemed  open  to  him  to  obtain  a  province  of  his  own,  where  he  could 
iTork  out  his  plans  unhindered o 

’’Admiral  Penn  had  lent  money  very  liberally  to  the  Government  for  equipping  the 
fleet,  when  he  knew  that  the  King’s  finances  were  embarrassed,  and  had  also  for 
several  years  gone  -without  his  salaryj  and,  as  no  interest  had  ever  been  paid  on 
the  loan,  the  debt  ammounted  in  I68O  -bo  16,000  pounds.  This  Tra.s  a  very  large 
sum  in  those  days,  and  there  seemed  no  possible  way  of  paying  it|  so  that  the 
King  was  glad  when  Penn  offered  to  accept  payment  in  land  in  the  New  World  in¬ 
stead  of  in  moneyo  The  definite  petition  which  Penn  sent  in  asks  for  a  grant 
of  ’land  lying  north  of  Maryland  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Delaware  river  on. 
the  west  limited  by  Maryland  and  to  extend  as  far  north  as  plantable<,'’  The 
petition  was  strongly  opposed  in  the  Privy  Council  by  those  -who  disliked  Perin’s 
well-known  views  on  political  reform,  but  the  Duke  of  York  supported  him  loyal¬ 
ly  and  in  the  end  his  request  was  granted  and  a  tract  of  country  almost  as  large 
as  England  was  made  over  to  him..  The  pro-vince  of  New  Jersey  writh  -which  he  was 
so  closely  associated  formed  its  eastern  boundary,  and  it  stretched  inland  across 
the  Alleghanies  to  the  banks  of  the  Ohio  on  the  west,  and  to  the  shores  of  Lake 
Erie  on  the  north „  It  had  only  one  outlet  to  the  sea  but  that  -was  the  magnifi¬ 
cent  estuary  of  the  Delaware  which  formed  a  natural  harbour,  large  enough  to  hold 
the  fleet  of  a  nat-ioHo  The  land  was  covered  with  dense  forests  and  extensive 
prairies,  the  happy  hunting  grpunds  of  tribes  of  Indians,  who  erected  their  -wig¬ 
wams  where  fish  and  game  were  plentiful  but  never  built  permanent  homes  or  stay¬ 
ed  long  in  one  place »  The  country  was  extremely  rich  in  natural  resources,  many 
of  them  at  this  time  quite  unsuspectedo  Penn  -writes  of  the  mildness  of  the  cli¬ 
mate  and  the  purity  of  the  air;  he  mentions  the  profusion  of  -wild  flo-wers  and  the 
fine  trees  —  pine,  cedar,  chestnut,  oak,  cypress,  etCo,  -with  vdiich  the  forests 
abounded,  but  he  did  not  know  the  fertility  of  the  soil  nor  the  mineral  wealth 
-i-yhich  lay  conceai.ed  beneath  ito  The  -winters  were  severe  and  for  years  the  great¬ 
er  part  of  the  pro-vince  had  been  shunned  by  settlers  as  a  wilderness  country  not 
worth  the  trouble  of  enclosing  or  cultivatingo  Penn  had  no  thought  of  profiting 
financially  by  his  bargain,  but  valued  his  new  possession  as  a  place  -where  ®men 
of  universal  spirius*  could  work  out  the  problems  of  good  government  o  l??hen  he 
knew  that  the  Charter  was  actually  signed,  he  felt  that  the  dreams  of  his  life 
7J-ere  on  their  way  to  realizationo 

"Even  before  Penn’s  arrival  (at  Newy  Castle,  Delaware,  October  27th,  1682),  sev¬ 
eral  ship-loads  of  immigrants  had  come  to  -the  province o  In  1682  as  many  as 
twenty-three  vessels  sailed  up  the  Delaware,  bringing  about  two  thousand  pas¬ 
sengers  o  Many  came  from  Yorkshire  and  the  Midlands,  some  from  London  and  Bris¬ 
tol,  and  Mid-Wales  sent  such  a  large  contingent  that  the  birth  of  Pennsylvania 
was  practically  the  death  knell  of  Quakerism  in  the  Principalityo « o o 

"Besides  the  English  settlers,  large  numbers  came  from  Holland  and  Germary;  not 
only  Quakers,  but  Mennonites  and  other  persecuted  sects,  -who  had  met  or  heard  of 
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Penn  durinj  his  travels  and  felt  that  they  could  trust  hinio  o » c  (R12) 

Penn  returned  to  England  in  August  of  16814.^,  having  spent  barely  two  years^in  his 
province^  not  returning  until  the  autumn  of  l699o  He  again  went  back  to  nnglandj 
in  1701,  never  to  return.  He  died  at  Ruscombe  in  Berkshire,  the  30th  of  July  1718, 
in  the  seventy— fourth  year  of  his  age  o ,  <> ,  o  ^’Vifhen  the  Indians  heard  of  his  death  in 
England,  they  sent  over  to  his  widow  a  present  of  skins  so  that  she  might  have  a 
garment  to  shield  her  » whilst  passing  through  the  thorny  wilderness  of  this  world 
vdthout  her  guide,*  (R12) 

”We  nov/  turn  to  a  brief  description  of  the  Quaker  organization  set  up.,,  by  Fox, 

0,0 The  scheme  is  that  each  congregation  shall  form  a  ’Preparative  Meeting’  for 
the  management  of  its  own  affairs,  that  a  group  of  ’Preparative  Meetings’  shall 
form  a  ’Monthly  Meeting,’  the  executive  body  of  Friends  in  a  particular  district, 
that  several  ’Monthly  Meetings’  shall  form  a  ’Quarterly  Meeting’  mainly  for  the 
purpose  of  Christian  intercourse  and  conference,  and  that  a  number  of  ’Quarterly 
Meetings’  shall  be  organized  as  a  ’Yearly  Meeting,’  the  legislative  body  of  the 
v/hole,.,, 

”.0,0 For  more  than  a  century  and  a  half  no  one  could  be  admitted  to  the  Quaker 
fellowship  vdio  was  not  prepared  to  be  marked  off  from  other  men  by  his  antique 
dress  and  speech.  Nevertheless,  to  the  rules  that  vrere  laid  dowm  many  Yiho  Yiere 
born  into  the  Society  refused  to  conform,  following  the  dress  and  manners  of  ’the 
world’s  peopleleoo  Nevertheless  the  larger  number  of  Friends  continued  through 
all  changes  of  fashion  to  wear  the  costume  and  maintain  the  manners  and  speech 
of  early  days,  and,  being  visibly  marked  out  as  a  separate  people,  they  acquired 
for  the  Society  a  reputation  T,viiich,  on  another  side,  was  reflected  in  caricature 
and  lampoon,  0  o  o  It  v/as  the  external  signs,  insisted  on  by  the  majority,  which  stamp¬ 
ed  the  whole  Society,  In  accordance  with  the  old  Puritan  testimony  against  Popish 
or  superstitious  observance  of  customs,  times  and  seasons,  the  Quaker  wife  wore 
no  wedding  ring,  and  a  school  wiiich  had  winter  holidays  carefully  timed  them  to 
begin  after  Christmas,  On  Christmas  Day  and  Good  Friday  the  Quaker  shop  was  open 
(and  was  sometimes  stormed  by  zealots  resenting  such  profanation  of  the  holy  sea¬ 
son),  but  on  one  morning  of  each  week  of  the  year  the  locked  door  of  the  same  shop 
and  the  shuttered  windows  told  the  neighbours  that  the  Friend  was  attending  his 
mid-week  meeting  for  worship.  To  single  individuals,  his  customers  and  others, 
he  said  ’thee’  and  ’thou,®  and  the  days  of  the  week  and  months  of  the  year  he  call¬ 
ed  not  by  their  ’heathen’  names  but  by  their  numbers.  The  prefixes  ’Mr.,’  ’Mrs,,’ 
and  ’Miss’  his  soul  abhorred  as  being  ’flattering  titles,’  Deservedly  he  enjoy¬ 
ed  a  reputation  for  a  rigid  standard  of  honesty  and  truth- speaking |  but  in  this 
latter  respect  his  caution  not  infrequently  led  to  such  guarded  or  involved  expres¬ 
sion  as  to  arouse  a  suspicion  of  slyness  and  evasiveness,  Charles  Lamb,  while  pro¬ 
fessing  his  own  inability  to  join  the  Quakers,  combats  this  charge  that  was  brought 
against  them,  saying  that  they,  more  than  other  people,  took  careful  heed  to  their 
words.  They  certainly  acquired  a  habiu  of  understatement  and  circumlocution  under¬ 
stood  among  themselves  but  puzzling  to  others,  Elizabeth  Fry  expressed  her  dis¬ 
approval  ’of  that  mysterious,  ambiguous  mode  of  expression  in  which  Friends  at  time 
clothe  their  observations  and  their  ministry,’  The  ’consistent*  Friend,  courteous 
in  manner  and  in  mind  as  he  might  be,  refused  to  raise  his  hat  in  salutation.  For 
his  most  dearly  beloved  dead  he  wore  no  sign  of  mourning,  and  over  their  graves  he 
placed  no  memorial  stone,  such  a  practice  being,  as  an  ancient  minute  says,  ’of 
no  service  to  the  deceased,’  In  his  home  music  found  no  place  and  pictures  on  the 
vralls  raised  suspicion  of  laxity,  although  public  opinion  tolerated  a  certain  three 
(rarely  all  seen  at  once),  namely,  Penn's  treaty  with  the  Indians,  the  interior 
of  a  slave  ship  and  a  plan  of  Ackvrorth  School,  By  reason  of  its  strangeness  and 
separateness,  the  Society  came  to  be  looked  on  almost  as  a  monastic  order.  Other 
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Dissenters  used  the  church  for  their  marriages  and  not  infrequently  the  church¬ 
yard  for  their  burials|  the  Quaker^  resolute  in  refusal  to  recognize  the  paid 
minister^  in  his  meeting  house  married  in  his  own  way  and  in  his  own  graveyard 
he  buried  his  deado  Marriages  in  the  Quaker  way  were  not  recognized  as  lawful 
unless  both  man  and  vroman  were  Friends,  and  ’disownment, ^  ioSo  expulsion  from 
membership,  was  the  fate  of  any  ivho,  in  order  to  marry  one  of  another  church, 
resorted  to  a  ’priesto®  A  Friend  who  attended  such  a  marriage  was,  if  not  act¬ 
ually  diso’wned,  visited  y/ith  severe  censure »  A  member  who  fell  into  poverty 
was  relieved  by  the  Society  and  not  by  the  parisho  For  his  children  the  Friend 
sought  out  teachers  and  employers  of  his  own  persuasion,  and,  in  accord  with 
official  advice,  in  the  bestowal  of  his  custom  he  dealt  with  other  Friends  as 
far  as  might  beo  In  fact,  he  himself  came  to  regard  separation  and  outward 
difference  from  others  as  his  normal  way  of  life,  an  attitude  of  mind  which 
might  lead  to  spiritual  pride „  John  Woolman  records  that  when,  in  his  striving 
after  simplicity,  he  began  to  wear  a  hat  of  undyed  fur,  his  fellow-members  were 
distressed  at  its  coincidence  with  the  fashion  of  the  day^  Nevertheless  he  con¬ 
tinued  to  wear  ito  Many  times  does  this  instinct  of  seclusion  find  expression, 
a  typical  example  being  the  caution  of  Samuel  Scott  in  1780  against  Friends  taking 
any  part  in  elections  except  to  record  each  his  own  votOo  He  continues:  ’Israel 
is  to  dwell  alone,  and  not  to  be  mixed  with  the  people « *”(R13)

’’The  rise  of  the  Society  of  Friends  during  the  forty  years  from  the  first  preach¬ 
ing  of  Fox  till  his  death  in  I69I  is  one  of  the  most  astonishing  chapters  of 
Church  historyo  The  spiritual  power  of  the  movement  carried  it  victoriously 
not  only  through  bitter  persecution,  but  through  the  more  insidious  dangers  of 
fanaticism  and  internal  divisions,  and  at  the  death  of  Fox  there  were  in  England 
fifty  or  sixty  thousand  Friends,  a  larger  number  than  the  combined  strength  of 
the  Roman  Catholics,  Presbyterians,  Independents  and  Baptists «  In  proportion  to 
the  population  they  were  even  more  numerous  in  America,  where  they  had  founded 
two  colonies,  and  where  they  included  more  than  half  the  inhabitants  in  several 
other  important  districts » 

”So  far  as  we  can  analyse  the  secret  of  their  success  it  arose  from  the  fact  that 
they  had  a  living  message o  They  had  found  Christ  in  their  own  hearts  and  were 
rejoicing  In  the  experience  that  ’to  as  many  as  receive  Him  to  them  He  gives  pow¬ 
er  to  become  Sons  of  God’  and  they  went  forth  strong  in  the  faith  that  He  was 
able  to  give  not  only  forgiveness,  but  deliverance  from  sin  and  victory  over  all 
the  powers  of  evil,  and  that  this  message  was  for  all  the  world o 

’’The  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  saw  the  high  water  mark  of  this  tide  of 
spiritual  lifeo  Tinien  persecution  ceased  and  the  Society  was  left  without  the  in¬ 
spiration  of  the  enthusiastic  leaders  of  the  early  movement,  a  period  of  reaction 
set  in,  and  by  the  year  1750  many  of  the  most  earnest  Friends  felt  that  the  glory 
of  Quakerism  had  passed  awayo  During  the  next  century  there  was  a  marked  decline 
in  numbers  and  in  missionary  zealo  This  does  not,  however,  mean  that  the  soul  of 
Quakerism  was  entirely  deado  There  were  many  still  left  who  vrere  as  ready  as 
ever  to  devote  their  lives  to  the  service  of  Truth,  but  their  idea  of  the  purpose 
of  the  movement  had  changed.,  They  no  longer  regarded  Quakerism  as  a  Gospel  to  be 
preached  to  the  ■s\^ole  world,  but  as  a  collection  of  precious  truths  or  ’Testi¬ 
monies,*  -which  it  Y/as  their  first  duty  to  safeguard  and  to  hand  down  untarnished 
to  their  children  and  their  children’s  childreno  The  one  characteristic  common 
to  Friends  of  the  two  periods  seems  to  be  that  both  the  early  enthusiasts  and  the 
conservative  Friends  of  the  later  years  were  all  alike  possessed  by  a  belief  in 
the  possibility  of  an  indwelling  of  the  Divine  life  in  the  souls  of  men,  and  it 
was  their  earnest  desire  to  show  forth  this  life  and  power  in  their  daily  liveso 
They  all  realized  that  faith  must  be  manifested  in  life  or  it  is  worth  nothingo” 
(R12) 
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From  60  nsmbers  in  l6i;8  the  Society  of  Friends  grew  to  I4.O5OOO  before  the  death 
of  Foxo  Today,  hovieyer,  there  are  fewer  than  l60,000  in  all  the  world,  a  little 
more  than  100,000  of  this  number  are  in  the  United  State So  Pennsylvania  is  no 
longer  the  Quaker  center  of  the  United  States,  but  Indiana,  where  nearly  one 
third  of  all  American  Quakers  liveo  The  rest  of  the  Quaker  population  is  scat¬ 
tered  all  the  way  from  North  Carolina  to  Oregono  (Rlij.) 

By  1800  the  descendants  of  John  Hiett,  Quaker,  Tvho  had  settled  1699  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  v;ere  living  in  Virginia  and  North  Carolina  and  were  one  of  the  largest 
of  American  Quaker  families o  Soon  after  I8OO  most  of  them  removed  to  Ohio  and 
Indiana,  and  today  are  found  in  nearly  all  of  the  forty-eight  states. 


FOUNDATIONS  OF  A  TRUE  SOCIAL  ORDER:  (Accepted  by  London  Yearly  Meeting  in  1918) 

1.  The  Fatherhood  of  God,  as  revealed  by  Jesus  Christ,  should  lead  us  toward  a 
Brotherhood  which  knows  no  restriction  of  race,  sex,  or  social  class. 

2o  This  Brotherhood  should  express  itself  in  a  social  order  vJiich  is  directed, 
beyond  all  material  ends,  to  the  gro-irth  of  personality  truly  related  to  God 
and  man. 

3.  The  opportunity  of  full  development,  physical,  moral  and  spiritual,  should  be 
assured  to  every  member  of  the  community,  man,  woman  and  child.  The  develop¬ 
ment  of  man’s  full  personality  should  not  be  hampered  by  unjust  conditions 
nor  crushed  by  economic  pressure. 

ho  We  should  seek  for  a  way  of  living  that  mil  free  us  from  the  bondage  of  mat¬ 
erial  things  and  mere  conventions,  that  mil  raise  no  barrier  between  nan  and 
man,  and  will  put  no  excessive  burden  of  labour  upon  any  by  reason  of  our  su- 
perflous  demands. 

The  spiritual  force  of  righteousness,  loving-kindness  and  trust  is  mighty  be¬ 
cause  of  the  appeal  it  makes  to  the  best  in  every  man,  and  when  applied  to  in¬ 
dustrial  relations  achieves  great  things. 

6.  Our  rejection  of  the  methods  of  outward  domination  and  of  the  appeal  to  force 
applies  not  only  to  international  affairs,  but  to  the  whole  problem  of  indust¬ 
rial  control.  Not  through  antagonism  but  through  co-operation  and  goodwill 
can  the  best  be  attained  for  each  and  all. 

7.  Mutual  service  should  be  the  principle  upon  which  life  is  organized.  Service, 
not  private  gain,  should  be  the  motive  of  all  work. 

8.  The  ownership  of  material  things,  such  as  land  and  capital,  should  be  so  reg¬ 
ulated  as  best  to  minister  to  the  need  and  development  of  man.  (R12) 
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THE  CHURCH  OF  JESUS  CHRIST  OF  LATTER-DAY  SAINTS  (MORJIONS) 


FROM  six  members  in  1830  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has 
grown  to  a  membership  of  more  than  a  milliono  Since  more  than  one  thousand 
present-day  descendants  of  John  Hiett^  Quaker^  are  members  of  this  denomin- 
ation^  this  chapter  is  devoted  to  a  brief  history  of  the  Mormon  Churcho 

’’The  Church  had  its  inception  because  a  boy  of  fourteen  read  and  believed  a 
passage  in  the  Bible  which  states s  ^If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom^  let  him  ask  of 
God  who  giveth  to  all  men  liberally  and  upbraideth  not,  and  it  shall  be  given 
him<,®  In  answer  to  his  prayer,  two  Heavenly  Beings  appeared  to  him®  One  of 
them  said  of  the  other,  ^This  is  My  Beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased „ 

Hear  himl^  Joseph  Smith  was  told  that  none  of  the  churches  was  right  and  that 
he  would  be  the  means  of  the  reestablishment  of  the  true  Churcho  He  was  instruct¬ 
ed  to  prepare  himself  for  the  v/ork  that  he  should  do* 

’’During  the  years  that  followed,  he  did  work  as  a  farmer  lad,  Li  1323,  he  re¬ 
ceived  another  vision  in  i-shich  the  Angel  Moroni  told  him  to  go  to  the  Hill  Cu- 
morah,  which  was  near  his  home  in  Palmyra,  New  Yorko  There  he  would  discover 
some  ancient,  engraved  plates  of  gold  together  yd.th  the  instruments  for  their 
translation® 

’’Joseph  Smith  was  not  permitted  to  take  these  plates  for  several  years »  Ihen 
he  finally  obtained  them,  he  translated  them,  had  them  published,  and  titled 
the  work  The  Book  of  Morraono 

”No  sooner  had  Joseph  Smith  made  known  that  he  had  received  revelations  than  he 
and  his  family  became  the  objects  of  bitter  persecution*  In  spite  of  the  vio¬ 
lence  of  the  reaction  against  him,  Joseph  Smith  reiterated  that  God,  the  Father, 
and  his  Son,  Jesus  Christ,  had  appeared  to  him,  that  he  had  seen  the  Angel  Moroni 
and  had  received  the  golden  plates  from  this  divine  messengero 

’’The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  was  established  April  6,  1830, 
with  six  members®  The  truth  that  had  been  given  to  Joseph  Smith  soon  brought  new 
members  into  the  Church®  Some  of  the  hardships  undergone  by  early-day  mission¬ 
aries  are  equalled  only  by  the  success  of  their  teaching®  One  of  the  men  who 
set  out  for  the  mission  field  left  his  wife  and  two  children  sick  in  bed®  It 
seemed  a  difficult  thing  to  do®  Yet  the  women  were  as  eager  as  their  husbands 
that  the  missionary  work  go  forward® 

’’From  New  York,  the  Church  moved  to  Ohioj  from  Ohio,  to  Missouri®  Here  for  a 
time  they  vrere  well  received,  but,  finally,  they  were  driven  to  a  site  on  the 
Mississippi  Tvhich  they  named,  ’Nauvoo’  meaning  ’beautiful®’  Indeed,  it  must 
have  seemed  beautiful  to  them,  cradled  as  it  was  in  a  bend. of  the  Mississippi 
River®  They  made  of  Nauvoo  a  prosperous  community,  and  all  seemed  peaceful® 

Again,  however,  the  enemies  of  the  ’Mormons*  arose  against  them®  And  this  time 
they  succeeded  in  killing  their  beloved  Prophet  and  founder,  Joseph  Smith,  and 
his  brother,  Hyrum®  But  even  when  the  Prophet  vfas  finally  assassinated,  his 
Church  did  not  die  mth  him,  as  many  of  his  enemies  had  so  fondly  hoped  it  v/ould® 
The  force  of  his  leadership  was  such  that  even  today  few  things  have  come  into 
the  Church  that  were  not  anticipated  by  him®  He  laid  out  cities  with  great  fore¬ 
sight®  Four-lane  highways  were  provided  by  him  in  the  plans  for  cities,  when  the 
means  of  transportation  was  a  horse  and  buggy®  Salt  Lake  City,  the  heart  of 
’Mormonism,*  was  laid  out  from  the  plan  which  Joseph  Smith  had  made  for  cities® 
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"Prob:ijl7  the  best  vfay  to  judge  the  character  of  a  person  is  to  learn  ^at  those 
#no  lnie;v"  him  best  thought  of  hino  Hany  of  the  early  leaders  of  the  HvToimion' 
Church  lived  intimately  together,  travelling  in  slow-moving  coaches  or  on  foot, 
sleeping  in  the  open  or  in  the  unpretentious  homes  of  friends,  and  they  knew 
Joseph  Smith  in  this  close,  intimate  wayo  Their  close  association  served  only 
to  intensify  their  admiration  for  him  both  as  a  man  and  as  a  leader .  Through¬ 
out  their  lives  they  maintained  this  affection  and  respect  for  him« 

’’Joseph  Smith  possessed  many  great  and  unusual  qualities  that  made  him  beloved 
by  those  who  knew  him  best  —  a  final  test  of  character o  Many  years  later  when 
Brigham  Young  lay  dying,  his  final  words  were,  'Joseph,  Joseph,*  indicating  his 
great  admiration  and  undying  affection  for  the  founder  of  ’Mormonism.* 

"Under  the  able  leadership  of  Brigham  Young,  the  members  made  their  historic 
trek  across  the  barren  central  desert  of  the  United  States  to  the  Rocky  Mount¬ 
ains  »  Here  they  finally  built  a  new  commonwealth  and  ultimately  made  the  desert 
'blossom  as  the  rose*' 

"There  have  been  seven  Presidents  of  the  Church  since  the  death  of  Joseph  Smith. 
Each  of  these  Presidents  has  built  on  the  foundation  that  this  great  man  laid  — - 
a  man  who  had  organized  the  Church  when  he  was  but  twenty-five  years  of  age  and 
had  died  when  he  was  a  mere  thirty-nine  and  a  half  years  old. 


"The  final  tribute  to  Joseph  Smith  must  come  from  the  lives  of  the  followers  of 
the  doctrine  that  he  helped  reestablish  on  the  earth.  These  followers  have  pro¬ 
ved  their  worth  in  the  communities  where  they  have  lived.  They  have  proved  them¬ 
selves  worthy  of  trust  and  have  assumed  positions  of  honor  in  the  very  country 
where  a  hundred  years  ago  their  name  was  anathema. 


"The  heart  of  'Mormonism*  lies  in  the  acceptance  by  its  adherents  that  they  must 
try  to  live  lives  as  Christ  ivould  have  them  live  and  that  they  should  strive  to 
become  perfect,  even  as  their  'Father  which  is  in  heaven  is  perfect.*"  (Rl^) 


Extracts  from  Joseph  Smith's  own  story? 

"I  was  born  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  five,  on  the 
twenty-third  of  December,  in  the  toTivn  of  Sharon,  YiTindsor  County,  State  of  Vermont 
My  father,  Joseph  Smith,  Sr.,  left  the  State  of  Vermont  and  moved  to  Palmyra, 
Ontario  (now  Wayne)  County,  in  the  State  of  New  York,  when  I  was  in  my  tenth  year 
or  thereabouts.  In  about  four  years  after  my  father's  arrival  in  Palmyra,  he 
moved  with  fils  family  into  Manchester,  in  the  same  County  of  Ontario. 

"Some  time  in  the  second  year  after  our  removal  to  Manchester,  there  was  in  the 
olace  where  we  lived  an  unusual  excitement  on  the  subject  of  religion.  It  com¬ 
menced  with  the  Methodists,  but  soon  became  general  among  all  the  sects  in  that 
region.  Indeed,  the  whole  district  seemed  affected  by  it,  and  great  multitudes 
united  themselves  to  the  different  religious  parties,  which  created  no  small  stir 
and  division  amongst  the  people,  some  crying,  »Lo,  herel*  and  others,  'Lo,  therel 
Some  were  contending  for  the  Methodist  faith,  some  for  the  Presbyterian,  and  some 
for  the  Baptist. 

"For  notivithstanding  the  great  love  which  the  converts  to  these  different  faiths 
expressed  at  the  time  of  their  conversion,  and  the  great  zeal  manifested  by  the 
respective  clergy ,  viho  v/ere  active  in  getting  up  and  promoting  this  extraordinary 
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scene  of  religious  feeling^  in  order  to  have  everybody  converted^  as  they  were 
pleased  to  call  it^,  let  them  join  what  sect  they  pleased  yet  when  the  con¬ 
verts  began  to  file  off^  some  to  one  party  and  some  to  another ,  it  seemed  that 
the  seemingly  good  feeling  of  both  the  priests  and  the  converts  was  more  pre¬ 
tended  than  real^,  for  a  scene  of  great  confusion  and  bad  feeling  ensued^,  priest 
contending  against  priest  and  convert  against  convert so  that  all  their  good 
feelings  one  for  another 5,  if  they  ever  had  any^  were  entirely  lost  in  a  strife 
of  words  and  a  contest  about  opinions o 

”1  was  at  this  time  in  ray  fifteenth  yearo  My  father’s  family  was  proselyt-ed  to 
the  Presbyterian  faith^  and  four  of  them  joined  the  church;,  namely  —  my  mother^ 
Lucy^  my  brothers  Hyriim  and  Samuel  Harrison^  and  my  sister  Sophroniao 

"During  this  time  of  great  excitement^  my  mind  was  called  up  to  serious  reflect¬ 
ion  and  great  uneasiness^  but  though  ray  feelings  were  deep  and  often  poignant^, 
still  I  kept  myself  aloof  from  all  these  parties^  though  I  attended  their  sev¬ 
eral  meetings  as  often  as  occasion  would  permit o  In  process  of  time  my  mind  be¬ 
came  somewhat  partial  to  the  Methodist  sect^  and  I  felt  some  desire  to  be  united 
with  them^  but  so  great  were  the  confusion  and  strife  among  the  different  denom¬ 
inations,  that  it  was  impossible  for  a  person  young  as  I  was,  and  so  unacquaint¬ 
ed  with  men  and  things,  to  come  to  any  certain  conclusion  who  was  right  and  who 
was  wrong o 

"My  mind  at  times  was  greatly  excited,  the  cry  and  tumult  were  so  great  and  in- 
cessanto 

"In  the  midst  of  this  war  of  words  and  tumult  of  opinions  I  often  said  to  myself. 
What  is  to  be  done?  Who  of  all  these  parties  are  right,  or,  are  they  all  wrong 

together?  If  any  one  of  them  be  right,  which  is  it,  and  how  shall  I  know  it? 

"iVhile  I  was  laboring  under  the  extreme  difficulties  caused  by  the  contest  of 
these  parties  of  religionists,  I  was  one  day  reading  the  Epistle  of  James,  first 
chapter  and  fifth  verse,  -ivhich  reads  s  If  any  of  you  lack  msdom,  let  him  ask  of 
God,  that  giveth  to  all,  men  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not?  and  it  shall  be  given 
himo 

"Never  did  any  passage  of  scripture  come  with  more  power  to  the  heart  of  man  than 
this  did  at  this  time  to  raineo  It  seemed  to  enter  with  great  force  into  every 
feeling  of  my  heart „  I  reflected  on  it  again  and  again,  knowing  that  if  any  per¬ 
son  needed  wisdom  from  God,  I  did^  for  how  to  act  I  did  not  know,  and  unless  I 

coula  get  more  wisdom  than  I  then  had,  I  would  never  know|  for  the' teachers  of 
religion  of  the  different  sects  understood  the  same  passages  of  scripture  so  dif¬ 
ferently  as  to  destroy  ail  confidence  in  settling  the  question  by  an  appeal  to 
the  Bible o 

The  First  Vis ion g 

"At  length  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  I  must  either  remain  in  darloiess  and 
confusion,  or  else  I  must  do  as  James  directs,  that  is,  ask  of  Godo  I  at  length 
came  to  the  determination  to  ask  of  God,  concluding  that  if  He  gave  v;isdom  to 
them  that  lacked  wisdom,  and  would  give  liberally,  and  not  upbraid,  I  might 
venture o 

"So  in  accordance  with  this,  my  determination  to  ask  of  God,  I  retired  to  the 
vroods  to  make  the  attempt o  It  was  on  the  morning  of  a  beautiful  clear  day,  early 
in  the  spring  of  eigliteen  hundred  and  twentyo  It  Tfas  the  first  time  in  my  life 
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that  I  had  made  such  an  attempt,  for  amidst  all  my  anxieties  I  had  never  as  yet 
made  the  attempt  to  pray  vocally » 

"After  I  had  retired  to  the  place  Trtiere  I  had  previously  designed  to  go,  having 
looked  around  me,  and  finding  myself  alone,  I  kneeled  down  and  began  to  offer 
up  the  desires  of  my  heart  to  Godo  I  had  scarcely  done  so,  "when  immediately  I 
was  seized  upon  by  some  power  which  entirely  overcame  me,  and  had  such  an  aston¬ 
ishing  influence  over  me  as  to  bind  my  tongue  so  that  I  could  not  spealCo  Thick 
darkness  gathered  around  me,  and  it  seemed  to  me  lor  a  time  as  if  I  were  doomed 
to  sudden  destruction o 

"But  exerting  all  my  power  to  call  upon  'God  to  deliver  me  out  of  the  power  of 
this  enemy  which  had  seized  upon  me,  and  at  the  very  moment  wtien  I  was  ready  to 
sink  into  despair  and  abandon  myself  to  destruction  —  not  to  an  imaginary  ruin, 
but  to  the  power  of  some  actual  being  from  the  unseen  v/orld,  who  had  such  marve¬ 
lous  power  as  I  had  never  before  felt  in  any  being  —  just  at  this  moment  of  great 
alarm,  I  saw  a  pillar  of  light  exactly  over  my  head,  above  the  brightness  of  the 
sun,  lAhich  descended  gradually  until  it  fell  upon  mOo 

"It  no  sooner  appeared  than  I  found  myself  delivered  from  the  enemy  which  held 
me  boundo  1/i/hen  the  light  rested  upon  me  I  saw  two  personages,  whose  brightness 
and  glory  defy  all  description,  standing  above  me  in  the  airo  One  of  them  spake 
unto  me,  calling  me  by  name,  and  pointing  to  the  other  —  This  is  my  Beloved 
Son,  hear  Himl 

"liy  object  in  going  to  inquire  of  the  Lord  was  to  know  which  of  all  the  sects 
was  right,  that  I  might  know  vihlch  to  join,,  No  sooner,  therefore,  did  I  get 
possession  of  myself,  so  as  to  be  able  to  speak,  than  I  asked  the  Personage  v/ho 

stood  above  me  in  the  light,  which  of  all  the  sects  was  right  —  and  7;hich  I 

should  join® 

"I  was  answered  that  I  must  join  none  of  them,  for  they  were  all  ■’.vrong  and  the 
Personage  tjIio  addressed  me  said  that  all  tneir  creeds  were  an  abomination  in 
his  sight;  that  those  professors  were  all  corrupt;  that  *they  draw  near  to  me 

with  their  lips,  but  their  hearts  are  far  from  me;  they  teach  for  doctrines  the 

commandments  of  men,  having  a  form  of  godliness,  but  they  deny  the  power  there¬ 
of  o’ 

"He  again  forbade  me  to  join  with  any  of  them;  and  many  other  things  did  he  say 
unto  me,  which  I  cannot  write  at  this  timeo  When  I  came  back  to  myself  again, 

I  found  myself  lying  on  my  back,  looking  up  into  heaven » 

"Some  few  days  after  I  had  this  vision,  I  happened  to  be  in  compary  with  one  of 
the  Methodist  preachers,  who  was  very  active  in  the  before  mentioned  religious 
excitement,  and  conversing  with  him  on  the  subject  of  religion,  I  took  occasion 
to  give  him  an  account  of  the  vision  which  I  had  hado  I  was  greatly  surprised 
at  his  behavior;  he  treated  my  communication  not  only  lightly,  but  with  contempt, 
saying  it  was  all  of  the  devil,  that  there  v/ere  no  such  things  as  visions  or  re¬ 
velations  in  these  days,  that  all  such  things  had  ceased  with  the  apostles,  and 
that  there  would  never  be  any  more  of  themo 

"I  soon  found,  however,  that  my  telling  the  story  had  excited  a  great  dea]  of 
prejudice  against  me  among  professors  of  religion,  and  was  the  cause  of  great 
persecution,  wiiich  continued  to  increase,  and  though  I  was  an  obscure  boy,  only 
betvreen  fourteen  and  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  my  circumstances  in  life  such  as 
to  make  a  boy  of  no  consequent  in  the  world,  yet  men  of  high  standing  would  take 
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notice  sufficient  to  excite  the  public  mind  against  mej.  and  create  a  bitter  per¬ 
secution^  and  this  Yfas  comnon  among  all  the  sects  —  all  united  to  persecute  m^eo 

'•It  caused  me  serious  reflection  then^  and  often  has  since^,  how  very  strange  it 
was  that  an  obscure  boy  of  a  little  over  fourteen  years  of  age^  and  one^,  too5,who 
vias  doomed  to  the  necessity  of  obtaining  a  scanty  maintenance  by  his  daily  labor, 
should  be  thought  a  character  of  sufficient  importance  to  attract  the  attention 
of  the  great  ones  of  the  most  popular  sects  of  the  day,  and  in  a  manner  to  create 
in  them  a  spirit  of  the  most  bitter  persecution  and  revilingo  But  strange  or  not 
so  it  was,  and  was  often  the  cause  of  great  sorrow  to  myself « 

"However,  it  was  nevertheles^s  a  fact  that  I  had  beheld  a  vision  o  I  have  thought 
since,  that  I  felt  much  like  Paul,  when  he  made  his  defense  before  King  Agrippa, 
and  realted  the  account  of  the  vision  he  had  when  he  saw  a  light  and  heard  a 
voices  stil.1  there  were  but  few  who  believed  him^  som.e  said  he  was  dishonest, 
others  said  he  was  mad,  and  he  was  ridiculed  and  reviled o  But  all  this  did  not 
destroy  the  reality  of  his  vision »  He  had  seen  a  vision,  he  knew  he  had,  and 
all  the  persecution  under  heaven  could  not  make  it  otherwise;,*  and  though  they 
should  persecute  him  unto  death,  yet  he  knew,  and  would  know  to  his  latest  brea¬ 
th,  that  he  had  both  seen  a  light  and  heard  a  voice  speaking  unto  him,  and  all 
the  world  could  not  make  him  think  or  believe  otherwise « 

"So  it  was  with  meo  I  had  actually  seen  a  light,  and  in  the  midst  of  that  light 
I  saw  two  personages,  and  they  did  in  reality  speak  to  mes;  and  though  I  was  hat¬ 
ed  and  persecuted  for  saying  that  I  had  seen  a  vision,  yet  it  was  and 

vdiile  they  were  persecuting  me,  reviling  me,  and  speaking  all  manner  of  evil 
against  me  falsely  for  so  saying,  I  v/'as  led  to  say  in  my  heart  s  Why  persecute  me 
for  telling  the  truth?  I  have  actually  seen  a  vision,  and  who  am  I  that  I  can 
withstand  God,  or  why  does  the  world  think  to  make  me  deny  vJiat  I  have  actually 
seen?  For  I  had  seen  a  vision^  I  knew  it,  and  I  knew  that  God  knew  it,  and  I 
could  not  deny  it,  neither  dared  I  do  it,  at  least  X  knew  that  by  sc  doing  I 
would  offend  God  and  come  under  condemnationo 

"I  had  now  got  my  mind  satisfied  so  far  as  the  sectarian  world  was  concerned? 
that  it  v/as  not  my  duty  to  join  with  any  of  them,  but  to  continue  as  I  was  un¬ 
til  further  directed.,  I  had  found  the  testimony  of  James  to  be  true,  that  a 
man  who  lacked  wisdom  might  ask  of  God,  and  obtain,  and  not  be  upbraidedo 

Moroni  s  Vis  it  s 

"I  continued  to  pursue  my  common  vocations  in  life  until  the  twenty-first  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-three,  all  of  the  time  suffering 
severe  persecution  at  the  hands  of  all  classes  of  men,  both  religious  and  irre¬ 
ligious,  because  I  continued  to  affirm  that  I  had  seen  a  ^/ision., 

"During  the  space  of  time  which  intervened  between  the  tira.e  I  had  the  vision  and 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- three  — ■  having  been  forbidden  to  join  any 
of  the  religious  sects  of  the  day,  and  being  of  very  tender  years,  and  persecuted 
by  those  wiio  ought  to  have  been  my  friends  and  to  have  treated  me  kindly,  and  if 
they  supposed  me  to  be  deluded  to  have  endeavored  in  a  proper  and  affectionate 
manner  to  have  reclaimed  me  —  I  was  left  to  all  kinds  of  temptations^  and  ming¬ 
ling  with  all  kinds  of  society,  I  frequently  fell  into  many  foolish  errors,  and 
displayed  the  weakness  of  youth,  and  the  foibles  of  human  nature?  which,  I  am 
sorry  to  say  led  me  into  divers  temptations,  offensive  in  the  si^it  of  Godo  In 
making  this  confession,  no  one  need  suppose  me  guilty  of  any  great  or  malignant 
sinso  A  disposition  to  commit  such  was  never  in  my  nature o 
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’•In  consequence  of  these  things,  I  often  felt  condemned  for  my  weakness  and  im¬ 
perfections,  when,  on  the  evening  of  the  above  mentioned  twenty-first  of  Sep¬ 
tember,  after  I  had  retired  to  bed  for  the  night,  I  betook  myself  to  prayer  and 
supplication  to  Almighty  God  for  forgiveness  of  all  my  sins  and  follies,  and  al¬ 
so  for  a  manifestation,  as  I  previously  had  doneo 

”TI?hile  I  was  thus  in  the  act  of  calling  upon  God  I  discovered  a  light  appearing 
in  my  room,  -which  continued  to  increase  until  the  room  was  lighter  than  at  noon 
day,  Y±ien  immediately  a  personage  appeared  at  my  bedside,  standing  in  the  air, 
for  his  feet  did  not  touch  the  floor® 

”He  had  on  a  loose  robe  of  most  exquisite  -whiteness®  It  T^as  a  -whiteness  beyond 
anything  earthly  I  had  ever  seen,  nor  do  I  believe  that  any  earthly  thing  could 
be  made  to  appear  so  exceedingly  -utiite  and  brilliant®  His  hands  were  naked,  and 
his  arms  also,  a  little  above  the  -wrists;  so,  also,  were  his  feet  naked,  as  -were 
his  legs,  a  little  above  the  ankles®  His  head  and  neck  were  also  bare,  I  could 
discover  that  he  had  no  other  clothing  on  but  this  robe,  as  it  was  open,  so  that 
I  could  see  into  his  bosom® 

’’Not  only  was  his  robe  exceedingly  -w^ite,  but  his  whole  person  was  glorious  be¬ 
yond  description,  and  his  countenance  truly  like  lightning®  The  room  was  extreme¬ 
ly  light,  but  not  so  very  bright  as  immediately  around  his  person.  HVhen  I  first 
looked  upon  him  I  was  afraid,  but  the  fear  soon  left  me® 

”He  called  me  by  name,  and  said  unto  me  that  he  was  a  messenger  sent  from  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  God  to  me,  that  his  name  was  Moroni;  that  God  had  a  work  for  me  to  do; 
and  that  my  name  should  be  had  for  good  and  evil  among  all  nations,  kindred  and 
tongues,  or  that  it  should  be  both  good  and  evil  spoken  of  among  all  people® 

”He  said  there  T^as  a  book  deposited,  -written  upon  gold  plates,  giving  an  account 
of  the  former  inhabitants  of  this  continent,  and  the  source  from  whence  they 
sprang®  He  also  said  that  the  fulness  of  the  everlasting  gospel  was  contained  in 
it;  as  delivered  by  the  Sa-vior  to  the  ancient  inhabitants® 

’’Also,  that  there  vrere  two  stones  in  silver  bows  —  and  these  stones,  fastened  to 
a  breastplate,  constituted  -ivhat  is  called  the  Urim  and  Thummim  —  deposited  -with 
the  plates;  and  the  possession  and  use  of  these  stones  were  Tfhat  constituted 
’seers'  in  ancient  or  former  times;  and  that  God  had  prepared  them  for  the  purpose 
of  translating  the  book® 

% 

"After  telling  me  these  things,  he  commenced  quoting  the  prophecies  of  the  Old 
Testament®  He  first  quoted  part  of  the  third  chapter  of  Malachi,  and  he  quoted 
also  the  fourth  or  last  chapter  of  the  same  prophecy,  though  with  a  little  vari¬ 
ation  from  the  way  it  reads  in  our  Bibles®  Instead  of  quoting  the  first  verse 
as  it  reads  in  our  books,  he  quoted  it  thuss 
’For  behold,  the  day  cometh  that  shall  burn  as  an  oven,  and  all  the  proud,  yea, 
and  all  that  do  wickedly,  shall  burn  as  stubble;  for  they  that  come  shall  burn 
them,  saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  neither  root  nor  branch,^ 

"And  again  he  quoted  the  fifth  verse,  thus: 

’Behold,  I  will  reveal  unto  you  the  Priesthood,  by  the  hand  of  Elijah  the  Pro¬ 
phet,  before  the  coming  of  the  great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord®’ 

"He  also  quoted  the  next  verse  differently: 

’And  he  shall  plant  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  the  promise  made  to  the  fathers 
and  the  hearts  of  the  children  shall  turn  to  their  fathers;  if  it  Y/ere  not  so. 
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the  -whole  earth  would  be  utterly  wasted  at  His  coming,’ 

*’In  addition  to  these^  he  quoted  the  eleventh  chapter  of  Isaiah,  saying  that  it 
was  about  to  be  fulfilled.  He  quoted  also  the  third  chapter  of  Acts,  twenty-sec¬ 
ond  and  twenty-third  verses,  precisely  as  they  stand  in  our  New  Testament,  He 
said  that  that  prophet  was  Christ,  but  the  day  had  not  yet  come  idien  they  I'Tho 
would  not  hear  His  voice  should  be  cut  off  from  among  the  people,  but  soon  would 
come, 

”He  also  quoted  the  second  chapter  of  Joel,  from  the  t-wenty-eighth  verse  to  the 
last.  He  also  said  that  this  was  not  yet  fulfilled,  but  was  soon  to  be.  And  he 
further  stated  that  the  fulness  of  the  Gentiles  was  soon  to  come  in.  He  quoted 
many  other  passages  of  the  scripture,  and  offered  many  explanations  which  cannot 
be  mentioned  here, 

’’Again  he  told  me  that  -when  I  got  those  plates  of  which  he  had  spoken  —  for  the 
time  that  they  should  be  obtained  was  not  yet  fulfilled  —  I  should  not  show  them 
to  any  person^  neither  the  breast  plate  with  the  Urim  and  Thummim;  only  to  those 
to  -whom  I  should  be  commanded  to  show  them;  if  I  did  I  should  be  destroyed,  ‘While 
he  vra-s  conversing  -vvith  me  about  the  plates,  the  vision  -was  opened  to  my  mind  that 
that  I  could  see  the  place  where  the  plates  were  deposited,  and  that  so  clearly 
and  distinctly  that  I  kne?;  the  place  again  -when  I  visited  it, 

’’After  this  communication,  I  saw  the  light  in  the  room  begin  to  gather  immediate¬ 
ly  around  the  person  of  him  who  had  been  speaking  to  me,  and  it  continued  to  do 
so,  until  the  room  was  again  left  dark,  except  just' around  him,  -when  instantly  I 
saw  as  it  were,  a  conduit  open  right  up  into  heaven,  and  he  ascended  till  he  en¬ 
tirely  disappeared,  and  the  room  was  left  as  it  had  been  before  this  heavenly 
light  had  made  its  appearance, 

”I  lay  musing  on  the  singularity  of  the  scene,  and  marveling  greatly  at  -what  had 
been  told  to  me  by  this  extraordinary  messenger,  -when  in  the  midst  of  my  medita¬ 
tion,  I  suddenly  discovered  that  my  room  was  again  beginning  to  get  lighted,  and 
in  an  instant,  as  it  were,  the  same  heavenly  messenger  was  again  by  my  bedside, 

”He  commenced,  and  again  related  the  very  same  things  -which  he  had  done  at  his 
first  -visit,  vdthout  the  least  variation;  which  ha-ving  done,  he  informed  me  of 
great  judgements  which  were  coming  upon  "the  earth,  "with  great  desolations  by  fa¬ 
mine,  sword,  and  pestilence,  and  that  these  grievous  judgements  -would  come  on 
the  earth  in  this  generation.  Having  related  these  things,  he  again  ascended 
as  he  had  done  before, 

”By  this  time,  so  deep  were  the  impressions  made  on  my  mind,  that  sleep  had  fled 
from  my  eyes,  and  I  lay  overwhelmed  in  astonishment  at  what  I  had  both  seen  and 
heard.  But  what  was  my  surprise  when  again  I  beheld  the  same  messenger  at  my  bed¬ 
side,  and  heard  him  rehearse  or  repeat  over  again  to  me  the  same  things  as  before; 
and  added  a  caution  to  me,  telling  me  that  Satan  would  try  to  tempt  me  (in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  indigent  circumstances  of  my  father’s  family),  to  get  the  plates 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  rich,.  This  he  forbade  me,  saying  that  I  must  have  no 
other  object  in  -view  in  getting  the  plates ^but  to  glorify  God,  and  must  not  be 
influenced  by  any  other  motive  than  that  of  building  His  Kingdom,  otherwise  I 
could  not  get  them, 

’’After  this  third  visit,  he  again  ascended  into  heaven  as  before,  and  I  was  a- 
gain  left  to  ponder  on  the  strangeness  of  what  I  had  just  experienced;  when  al¬ 
most  immediately  after  the  heavenly  messenger  had  ascended  from  me  for  the  third 
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time  the  cock  cro;ved,  and  I  found  that  day  was  approaching,  so  that  our  inter¬ 
views  must  have  occupied  the  whole  of  that  night® 

”1  shortly  after  arose  from  my  bed,  and,  as  usual,  went  to  the  necessary  labors 
of  the  day  I  but,  in  attempting  to  Yrork  as  at  other  times,  I  found  my  strength 
so  exhausted  as  to  render  me  entirely  unable®  Uy  father,  who  was  laboring  along 
7dth  me,  discovered  something  to  be  ivrong  with  me,  and  told  me  to  go  hone.  I 
started  with  the  intention  of  going  to  the  house,  but  in  attempting  to  cross  the 
fence  out  of  the  field  where  we  Yrere,  my  strength  entirely  failed  me,  and  I  fell 
helpless  on  the  ground,  and  for  a  time  was  quite  unconscious  of  arching® 

’’The  first  thing  that  I  can  recollect  was  a  voice  speaking  unto  me,  calling  me 
by  name®  I  looked  up  and  beheld  the  same  messenger  standing  over  my  head,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  light  as  before®  He  then  again  related  unto  me  all  that  he  had  re¬ 
lated  to  me  the  previous  night,  and  commanded  me  to  go  to  my  father  and  tell 
him  of  the  vision  and  commandments  which  I  had  received® 

"I  obeyed^  I  returned  to  my  father  in  the  field,  and  rehearsed  the  whole  matter 
to  him®  He  replied  to  me  that  it  was  of  God,  and  he  told  me  to  go  and  do  as 
commanded  by  the  messenger®  I  left  the  field,  and  went  to  the  place  where  the 
messenger  had  told  me  the  plates  were  depositedi  and  owing  to  the  distinctness 
of  the  vision  which  I  had  had  concerning  it,  I  knew  the  place  the  instant  I  arri¬ 
ved  there® 

The  Sacred  Record: 

’•Convenient  to  the  village  of  Manchester,  Ontario  County,  New  York,  stands  a  hill 
of  considerable  size,  and  the  most  elevated  of  any  in  the  neighborhood.  On  the 
west  side  of  this  hill,  not  far  from  the  top,  under  a  stone  of  considerable  size, 
lay  the  plates,  deposited  in  a  stone  box®  The  stone  was  thick  and  rounding  in  the 
middle  on  the  upper  side,  and  thinner  toward  the  edges,  so  that  the  middle  part 
of  it  Yfas  visible  above  the  ground,  but  the  edge  all  around  vtsls  covered  with  earth® 

'•Having  removed  the  earth,  I  obtained  a  lever,  which  I  got  fixed  under  the  edge 
of  the  stone,  and  with  a  little  exertion  raised  it  up®  I  looked  in,  and  there 
indeed  did  I  behold  the  plates,  the  Urim  and  Thuramim,  and  the  breastplate,  as 
stated  by  the  messenger®  The  box  in  ’;ihich  they  lay  was  fomed  by  laying  stones 
together  in  some  kind  of  cement®  In  the  bottom  of  the  box  were  laid  two  stones 
crossY;ays  of  the  box,  and  on  these  stones  lay  the  plates  and  other  things  with 
them®  I  made  an  attempt  to  take  them  out,  but  was  forbidden  by  the  messenger, 
and  was  again  informed  that  the  time  for  bringing  them  forth  had  not  yet  arrived, 
neither  v/ould  it  until  four  years  from  that  time 5  but  he  told  me  that  I  should 
co.me  to  that  place  precisely  in  one  year  from  that  time,  and  that  he  would  there 
meet  with  me,  and  that  I  should  continue  to  do  so  until  the  time  should  come  for 
obtaining  the  plates® 

•'Accordingly,  as  I  had  been  commanded,  I  went  at  the  end  of  each  year,  and  at 
each  time  I  found  the  same  messenger  there,  and  received  instructions  and  in¬ 
telligence  from  him  at  each  of  our  interviews,  respecting  what  the  Lord  was 
going  to  do,  and  how  and  in  what  manner  His  Kingdom  was  to  be  conducted  in  the 
last  days® 

"As  my  father »s  worldly  circumstances  were  very  limited  we  were  under  the  necess¬ 
ity  of  laboring  with  our  hands,  hiring  out  by  the  day's  work  and  otherwise,  as 
we  could  get  opportunity®  Sometimes  we  were  at  home,  and  sometimes  abroad,  and 
by  continuous  labor  were  enabled  to  get  a  comfortable  maintenance® 
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’*In  the  month  of  Ootcberj)  1325 ,<i  I  hired  -fiith  an  old  gentleman  by  the  name  of 
Josiah  Steal.,  of  Chenango  County.,  State  cf  New  Ycrlo  During  the  time  that  I 
was  thus  employed  I  was  put  to  beard  ulth  a  Mr-o  Isaac  Hale,  cf  Harmony,  Sus¬ 
quehanna  County,  Pennoylvanin,®  It wafi  there  I  first  saw  my  wife  (his  daughter), 
Emma  Haleo  On  the  l3th  day  of  January,  1327,  '•’ve  jiere  married,  T^-hile  I  v/as  yet 
employed  in  the  ser''rlce  cf  Mro  Stoalo  Immediately  after  my  marriage,  I  left 
Mro  Stoal’s  and  went  to  iry  father -s  and  farmed  with  him  that  season o 

”At  length  the  time  arriv’-ed  for  obtaining  the  plates,  the  Urim  and  Thummim,  and 
the  breastplate o  On  the  twenty- second  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty^  sevenp  having  gone  as  usual  at  the  end  of  another  year  to  the 
place  iliere  they  were  deposited,  the  same  heavenly  messenger  delivered  them  up 
to  me  with  this  charges  that  I  sheuid  be  responsible  for  them?  that  if  I  should 
let  them  go  carelessly,  or  through  any  neglect  of  mine,  I  should  be  cut  off,  but 
that  if  I  would  use  all  my  endeavor  to  preserve  them,  until  he,  the  messenger, 
should  call  for  them,  they  should  be  prctectedo 

”1  soon  found  out  the  reason  why  I  had  received  such  strict  charges  to  keep  them 
safe,  and  why  it  wa.3  that  the  messenger  had  said  that  when  I  had  done  what  was 
required  at  my  hand,  he  would  ca^l  for  themo  For  no  sooner  was  it  known  that  I 
had  them,  than  the  most  strenuous  exertions  were  used  to  get  them  from  meo  Every 
stratagem  that  could  be  invented  was  resorted  to  for  that  puiposeo  The  persecu¬ 
tion  became  more  bitter  and  severe  than  before,  and  multitudes  were  on  the  alert 
continually  to  get  them,  from  me  if  possible o  But  by  the  -wisdom  c.f  God,  they  re¬ 
mained  safe  in  my  hand,,  Fnen,  according  to  arrangement,  the  messenger  called  for 
them,  I  delivered  them  up  to  him?  and  he  has  them  in  his  charge  until  this  day, 
being  the  second  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-eighto"  (Rl5)

THE  only  clue  we  have  as  to  the  Engli^  home  of  our  earliest  known  ancestor^, 
the  immigrant  John  Hiett^  is  found  in  Joseph  Besse* s  A  Collection  of  the  Suf- 
ferings  of  the  People  Called  Quakers  (l3,63U)<»  These  records  mention  a  JoEn” 
Hyott,  of  Shipton-Mallettj  who  was  taken  prisoner  in  Somersetshire  in  I6835  at 
a  time  when  the  Quakers  were  most  severely  persecuted  for  their  religious  be^ 
lief So  No  further  record  of  this  John  Hyott  has  been  founds  the  Quaker  records 
of  Somersetshire  contain  no  mention  of  the  name  Hiatt  in  any  of  its  birth^  mar¬ 
riage  3  or  death  records o  (RI6)  It  is  possible  that  this  John  Hyott  of  Shipton- 
Mallett  is  identical  with  our  John  Hiett  who  appears  in  Pennsylvania  around 
1699®  (This  was  suggested  by  Gilbert 'Cope,  l8i;0-19283  the  noted  Quaker  Hist¬ 
orian  and  Genealogist  of  Pennsylvania o ) 

There  are,  among' the  Quaker  Hiatts,  traditions  that  their  ancestors  came  from 
England,  Ireland,  Wales,  Scotland,  Holland,  France,  and  Germany o  However,  all 
evidence  found  to  date  points  to  England  as  the  ancestral  home  of  the  Hiatts o 
The  varying  traditions  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  later  generations 
of  the  family  in  America  have  intermarried  with  families  who  trace  their  lineages 
to  the  other  European  countries® 

By  far  the  most  universal  tradition  to  be  found  among  the  Quaker  Hiatts  is  one 
something  like  this:  '‘Our  ancestors  were  ^Quakers  who  came  from  England  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  with  William  Penn®”  Some  even  make  mention  of  John  Hiatt  as  the  immi¬ 
grant  ancestor®  Follomng  are  some  of  the  outstanding  traditions: 

’•It  has  been  a  tradition  handed  down  through  the  more  than  two  hundred  years  of 
our  family  history  that  my  great-great-grandfather,  Christopher  Hiatt,  Sr®,  was 
a  son  of  one  of  three  Hiatts  vdio  came  over  with  William  Penn®”  (William  Edmn 
Hiatt  —  RI7) 

”®.®it  has  been  a  tradition  with  our  people  that  the  father  of  William  (Hiatt) 
was  John,  the  emigrant  ancestor® ® .as  was  the  idea  that  they  first  came  with  Wil- 
liam  Penn®  ®  ®  ”  (Edna  G®  Bender  —  RI8) 

”My  dear  late  Father,  Elijah  Coffin,  had  left  in  a  book  of  North  Carolina  Fami¬ 
lies  he  had  carefully  compiled,  a  record  that  John  Hiatt  was  father  of  George 
-.Hiatt  who  married  Martha  Wakefield.®®”  (Mary  Coffin  Johnson  — ■  R19) 

”Her  (Mary  Coffin  Johnson’s)  mother  was  Naomi  Hiatt  who  married  Elijah  Coffin, 
a  banker,  born  Guilford  (Co®),  N®  C®  Searched  the  records  at  Guilford  in  i860® 
MoC®J®  says  our  Hiatt  ancestor  was  John,  who  came  with  William  Penn®”  ’’Elijah 
Coffin  says  John  van  Hiatt  is  said  to  have  come  from  England  in  I69O,  with 
Wiliiam  Penn.  I  do  not  believe  there  was  ever  a  van  to  our  name®”  (Effie  Hiatt 
van  Tuyl  —  R20) 

”He  (Curtis  Hiatt)  tells  me  his  grandfather  (meaning  immigrant  ancestor,  who  was 
actually  his  great-great-great-grandfather  —  although  this  refers  to  his  great- 
great-grandfather,  George  Hiatt,  who  was  a  son  of  the  immigrant  John  Hiatt  -  ed®) 
came  from  England;  that  he  had  tvfo  brothers,  John  and  William,  and  when  they  came 
to  America  his  grandfather  settled  in  Virginia  while  one  brother  went  to  the  east¬ 
ern  States  and  ours  went  to  NoCarolina®  This  Curtis  Hiatt  was  85  years  old  on 
April  25th  1900 o”  (Mrs®  W«  C®  Applegate  —  R2l) 
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’’Grandfather  (Curtis  Hiatt)  always  said  the  first  family  of  Hiatts  to  land  in 
this  country  had  three  boysoooo”  ”01a  (Hiatt)  has  among  her  notes  that''when  he 
(Jolin  Hiatt y  immigrant)  came  here  he  had  two  childreno  Came  with  William  Penn 
and  settled  in  New  Jerseyo^  ’^As  I  have  written  according  to' the  best  of  my  re¬ 
membrance^  grandfather  said  they  (the  Hiatts)  came  with  Penney  settled  in  Del¬ 
aware^  didnH  say  how  longj  nor  where  they  went®'  But  they 5,  or  their"' descendants, 
lived  in  the  Shenandoai*  Valley  and  in  Orange  Co®,  Vao’®  They  (the  Hiatts)  ^settled 
in  Welsh  settlement  in  New  Jersey,  or  came  when  Welsh  dido”  (Clara  Vo  Kelly  —  R22) 

”My  father,  Joseph  Hiatt,  handed  down  to  me  that  we  were  descendants  of  three 
brothers  Hiatt  that  came  from  England  wirh  William  Penn  account  of 'religious 
oppression,  they  being  Quakers,  as  are  all  the  Hiatts  I  have  knowno”  (William 
Temple  Hiatt  •  R23) 

”The  sire  of  your  great-'grandfather,  and  cf  mine  000  was  an  English  Quaker,  (John), 
with  his  brother  Jesse,  came  tc  America  with  William  Penn,  on  Penn^s  second  voy¬ 
age,  and  assisted  in  the  measurement  cf  a  second  purchase  of  land  which  Penn 
made  of  the  aborigines®”  (James  M®  Hiatt  —  R2i|) 

”I  once  noted  in  a  work  in  the  Boston  Public  Library  a  statement  as  to” the  Hiatt 
family  as  having  once  been  numerous  in  certain,  counties  in  Englando  Uy  under¬ 
standing  is  that  they  became  Friends  or  Quakers  in  Fox®s  time  and  came  over  to 
Pennsylvania  tath  Penti,  or  shortly  after  Penn’s  settlement^  that  in  the  coufse  ' 
of  years  they  moved  from  Pennsylvania  by  successive  stages  through  Maiyland,  Vir¬ 
ginia  and  into  North  Carolina  and  that  after  the  slavery  question  came  to  be  agi¬ 
tated  most  of  them  moved  northwest  to  Ohio  and  Indiana  and  from  there  westward*” 
(William  A®  Hiatt  R25) 

”Gcdng  back  four  generations,  we  find  John  Hiatt,  who  was  bom  in  England,  and 
emigrated  to  America,  first  settling  in  Pennsylvania®  He  was  a  member  of  the 
sect  of  Quakers,  as  have  been  his  direct  descendantso”  (R26) 

’’Three  Hyatt  brothers  came  from  England  in  colonial  days®  One  returned  to  Eng¬ 
land  one  year  later®  One  brother  moved  on  inland®  One  lived  in 'Guilford  Co®,' 

No  Carolina,  Tdiere  my  grandfather  William  Hyatt  was  bom  in  1775o”  (Mrs®  0®  Do 
Silver  thorne  —  R2.?)

”My  grandfather  (Elias  Hiaot)  died  in  Oct®  1913 o  Shortly  before  he  passed  away, 
he  told  me  his  people  came  from  England  in  time  of  Wm®  Penn®  It  seems  they  could 
not  pay  their  debts  —  many  people  were  in  the  same  circumstances,  at  that  time  — 
were  thrown  into  prison  and  Penn’s  offer  to  bring  them 'to  Pa®  was  a  God-given 
opportunity,  and  it  was  gratefully  accepted®”  (Jesse  E*  Hiatt  —  R28) 

The  foregoing  data  come  from  widely-scattered  descendants  of  the  three  sons  of 
John  Hiett,  immigrant'®  They  speak  for  themselves®  Other  traditions  will  appear 
throughout  the  volume9  as  well  as  further  coimment  on  those  given  above® 

It  is  significant  that  of  all  the  many  and  varied  traditions  in  the  Hiatt  family, 
the  one  regarding  John  Hiatt,  Quaker,  from  England  to  Pennsylvania  with  Penn 
in  addition  to  being  the  most  prevalent  —  is  the  only  one  substantiated  by  doC-' 
umentary  evidence®  Penn's  second  voyage  to  Pennsylvania  was  in' the  fall  of  1699 ^ 
and  our  John  Hiett  seems  to  have  arrived  at  about  the  sane  time,  for  it  was  early  • 
the  following  year  that  he  purchased  three  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Bucks  Co®, 
Pennsylvania,  for  the  goodly  sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  ’’current  sil¬ 
ver  money®” 
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Follo-vving  is  a  full  copy  of  this  document^  from  Deed  Bock  3s>  page  27 ^  Doylesto-mij, 
the  county  seat  of  Bucks  Co 05,  Pennsylvania?

In  1706  John  Hiett  sells  the  above  tract  to  Andrew  Eliot,  presumably  the  same  per¬ 
son  from  whom  he  purchased  it  tyro  years  earlier o  In  this  deed,  hovrever,  270  acres 
are  involved,  whereas  there  were  only  225  in  the  original  tract »  The  U5-acre  dis¬ 
crepancy  cannot  be  accounted  for,  since  the  four  deeds  given  here  are  the  only

In  Book  A5  ppo57~8s  in  the  Patent  Rolls  Office^,  Philadelphia^  Pennao,  it  states 
that  on  2h  January  1701  a  Thomas  Terry  was  granted  land  by  Penn^  adjoining  John 
Hiett s  Anthony  Burton  and  Phineas  Pembertoru  Deed  Book  10 5,  po  322^  Doylestown^ 
Bucks  Cooi,  Pennao^  shovrs  that^  on  the  6th  April  1722 John  Hiett  owned  land  in 
Bristol  T^o^  adjoining  John  Bo^me^  Lovett ^  Pemberton  and  Burtono  In  Deed  Book 
Dj  Noo  2j  page  79  (1683^-1809 )i,  in  Philadelphia.,  Pennao 5,  "John  Hiett  to  Henry 
Coat So" 


According  to  Gilbert  Cope'^s  researches^  there  are  no  Hiatt  or  Hyatt  deeds  on  re¬ 
cord  —  up  to  around  I8OO  —  in  Philadelphia^,  except  those  pertaining  to  one  John 
Hyatt  of  Philadelphia^,  Brass  Founder^,  who  'died  in  17U7o  This  John  Hyatt  is  not 
to  be  confused  with  our  John  Hiett^  Quaker o  He  doesn’t  appear  until  around  ITUO^ 
and  as  sheriff ' executed  some  deeds  which  aie  on  recordo  The  first  wife  of  John 
Hyatt  was  Tacy^  sister' of  Andrew  Bradford,  of  Philadelphia who  died  about  17li3o 
Tacy  also  died  in  17k3s  and  John  Hyatt  married  in  IThh  to  Margaret  (Assheton) 
Hooper 3  widow  of  Matthew  Hooper (who  were  married  in  1727 )»  Neither  John  Hyatt 
(do  17^7)  nor  his  wife,  Margai^et 5,  (do  176i->2  in  Phila©  )5,left  any  descendants!  The 
wills  of  both  are  on  file  in  Philadelphia^,  and  nieces.,  nephews  and  cousins  are 
the  legatees,  but  none  named  Hyatt o  (R30) 

There  was  no' Hyatt  or  Hiatt  in  Tax  Lists  of  1693  in  Philadelphia,  Bucks,  or  Ches¬ 
ter  Counties,  Pennsylvania,  or  in  the  three  counties  of  what  is  now  Dela-warOo 
There  were  no  other  counties  in  Pennsylvania  at  that  timeo  Except  the' above  men¬ 
tioned  John  Hyatt,  Brass  Founder,  of  Philadelphia,  and  his  connections,  and  one 
Curtis  Hyatt  ivho  died  intestate  in  1798,  no  other  Hyatts  are  in  Philadelphia  wills 
•  up  to  1800,  and  none  appear  in  wills  of  Bucks,  Chester,  Lancaster,  Berks,  York, 
or  Cumberland  CoSo,  Penna©  (R30)

The  fact  that  John  Hiett«s  name  fails  to  appear  on  these  early  Quaker  records 
could  be  accounted  for  in  many  wayso  He  may  have  been  disowned  for  some  minor 
offense,  or  for  having  dissenting  views,  which  the  Quakers  called  ^disunity.” 

Or  there  may  have  been  no  meeting  close  enough  to' his  wilderness  home  to  per¬ 
mit  even  an  irregular  attendance o  And,  of  course,  many  of  the  older  records 
are  incomplete,  or  lost  or  destroyed®  Lastly,  it  is  possible  that  he  may  have 
attended  Quaker  meetings  more  or  less  regularly,  but  without  taking  any  active 
parr,  and  even  failing  to  take  the  time  to  actually  become  a  member  and  to "have 
his  name  and  the  records  of  his  family  recorded  by  the  meticulous  Quakers®  Al¬ 
so,  the  Quaker  influence  in  the  family  may  have  been  more  strongly  manifested 
by  the  wife  and  mother®  That  such  may  have  been  the  case  in  this  instance  is 
indicated  by  the  fact  that  Falls  Monthly  Meeting  in  Bucks  Co®,  Pa.,  makes  one

In  speaking  of  Richland  toTOship,  Bucks,  in  his  History  of  Bucks  Co®,  Pa®  ClX, 
601 states  that  the  "families  of  Roberts,  Foulke,  Gilbert,  llixon,  Edwards, 
and  Hyatt  were  prominent  among  those  I'vho  formed  the  early  community"  - —  this 
v/as  in  the  early  1700^  s® 


Of  John  and  Mary  Hiett,  little  more  is  knoYm®  John  Hiett  is  called  "yeoman"  in 
the  early  deeds  of  Bucks  Co®,  Pa.  A  yeoman  is  a  freeborn  common  man  of  the  most' 
respectable  class;  a  freeholder®  This  tells  us  nothing  regarding  his  occupation. 
John  Hiett  owned  land,  but  may  not  have  famed  it  himself®  He  is  known  to  have 
resided  in  the  town  of  Makefield  in  Bucks  Co®,  Pa®,"  at  one  time,  and  it  is  pos¬ 
sible  that  he  was  a  merchant,  by  which  means  he  acquired  the  three  hundred  and 
fifty  pounds  (over  $l500)  to  make  his  first  purchase  of  land  in  1700.  Andrew 
Ellet,  from  whom  John  Hiett  purchased  land,  was  a  merchant®  Our  John  Hiett  is 
probably  identical  with  the  John  Hyatt  who  wras  a  witness  to  the  will  of  Thomas 
Masters  of  Philadelphia,  Merchant,  dated  U  December  1723 »  (R30)  Also,  he  is 
probably  the  John  Hyatt  who  was  a  witness  to  the  will  of' Abraham  Bickley,  a  Qua¬ 
ker  merchant  of  Burlington,  New  Jersey,  and  Philadelphia,  Pa®  Will  proved  in 
Philadelphia  28  March  1726  —  Liber  2,  p®  321  (New  Jersey  Archives,  1st.  Se  es, 
XXIII, 37)  John  Hiett  may  have  resided  for  a  time  in  New  Jersey,  which  wras  just 
across  the  river  from  his  Buck*s  County  holdings,  but  probably  spent  most  of  his 
life  in  Pennsylvania®  He  evidently  died  intestate,  since  no  will  has  been  record!" 
ed®  Mary  Hyatt  signed  the  marriage  certificate  of  John  Townsend,  of  Bensalem  twp®, 
and  Grace  Croasdale,  of  Middletown  twp®,  dated  l^th  of  6th  mo®  17i;5<»(R36) 


Mary  Coffin  Johnson  (R19)  discovered  somewhere  in  her' Hiatt  researches  the  tra¬ 
dition  that  the  mother  of  her  great-great-grandfather,  George  Hiatt  (married  ' 
Martha  Wakefield),  vrais  Mary  Smith,  a  daughter  of,  or  a  sister  to, 'a  John  Smith® 
Also,  that  George  descended  from  a  John  Hiatt,  immigrant  ancestor,  and  that 
there  was  a  William  involved  somevrfiere  along  the  line'®  So,  -when  she  found  a 
William  Hiatt  of  Frederick  Co®,  Va®,  who  died  in  1767,  naming  an  eldest  son 
George,  she  immediately  claimed  this  George  as  her  great-greAt-grandfather®  She  / 
further  assigned  Mary  Smith  as  the  first' vafe  of  this  Tailiam,  for  it  is  a  matter  (

ditional  and  documentary^-,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  the  Yafe  of  our  John 
Hiettp  imigrantj,  was  Mary  Smitho  daughtei  of  Williario  (R33)  For  those  inter¬ 
ested  in  a  further  investigation  of  the  Smiths^  it  is  suggested  they^  check 
the  T/illiam  Smithy  Quaker ^  who  brought  a  certificate  to  Philadelphia. 5  ’for  him¬

ia  in  the  same  camn-unity  and  at  about  the  same  time  as  did  John'Hiatt^  JPo^  and

SECOND  GENER.\TION;  JOHN  HDITT,  JR. 


JOfCI  Hiatt,  Jr.,  first  appears  on  the  records  of  Lancaster  Co.,  Pa.  ^le  Land 
Office  at  Harrisburg,  the  state  capitol  of  Pennsylvania,  has  record  of  John 
Heitt  (sic),  shomng  that  he  received  vfarrant  number  5  Tor  200  acres  on  ^ 

April  1733,  for  lands  to  be  situated  on  Beaver  Creek.  He  apparently  did  not 
comoly  with  the  conditions  of  the  vrarrant,  for  the  land  was  declared  vacant 
and^  granted  to  Jacob  Light  on  13  September  17iiU,  and  patented  to  him.  This 
also  appears  in  Penna.  Archives,  (3rd.  Series,  XXIV,  U23),  Lancaster  County 

Surveys,  1733-1396^ 

Tn  1730  Alexander  'oss  and  Morgan  Bryan.  (the  latter  was  grandfather  of 

Daniel  Boone ' s  wife ' ,  obtained  title  tc  one  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  in 
tne  ^henauuoah  Vai-ay  in  Virginia.  Arounu  1732  seventy  families  are  hnovm 
to  have  settled  thereupon,  and  they  founded  Ilopv/ell  Friend's  Meeting  in  1734» 
These  families  came,  for  the  most  part,  from  Quaker  settlements  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  and  Maryland,  and  a  fevr  from  Nevr  Jersey.  Only  thirty— six  patents  have 
been  found,  however,  for  but  thirty-four  of  the  seventy  families.  All  pat¬ 
ents  are  dated  12  November  1735?  and  among  those  preserved  is  one  for^300 
acres  granted  to  "John  Hiatt,  Jr."  Early  data  on  these  seventy  families  were 
further  destroyed  “^len  the  home  of  William  Jolliffe  burned  in  1759?  at  which 

time  the  Quaker  records  of  tv/enty-five  yeax  *.sre  lost.  (R3U) 

From  early  land  records  it  appears  that  the  Hiatts  originally  settled  near 

v;hat  is  now  the  village  of  MiddleYfay,  in  the  southwest  corner  of  Jefferson 

Co.,  West  Virginia.  Middleway  lies  about  fifteen  miles  northeast  of  Win¬ 
chester,  the  county  seat  of  Frederick  Cd«,  Va.  It  is  only  about  a  mile  east 
of  the  Berkeley- Jefferson  county  line,  and  about  four  miles  north  of  the 
point  Yihere  the  four  counties  of  Berkeley,  Jefferson,  Frederick  and  Clarke 
meet.  About  seven  miles  southwest  of  Middleway,  seven  miles  northeast  of  Win¬ 
chester,  was  located  historic  Hopev/ell  Friend' s  MeuJin^  Hu^ov.,  on  one  north 
slope  of  Apple  Pie  Ridge. 

In  I9I4.I  Mary  Lois  Smith  and  her  cousin  visited  MiddleYfay,  and  she  Yn'ote  of 
her  trip  as  follows:  "...This  is  only  a  village  of  tYrelve  or  fifteen  houses 
sitting  by  the  roadside  as  they  have  for  a  hundred  years,  in  some  cases. 

Some  are  old  log  houses  yet  in  use  —  some  are  brick  or  stone.  It  is  very 
ancient,  and  is  near  the  Opeckon  Creek.  Yfe  talked  Yri.th  Mr.  Robert  U.  Smith 
and  Mrs.  C.  J.  Shaull,  his  sister,  yJio  are  descendants  of  Capt.  John  Smith, 
who  laid  out  the  toY.n  in  179U  —  and  then  it  was  named  Smithfield.  Because 
of  its  location  midvfay  betY/een  so  very  many  towns  on  all  sides,  it  came  to 
have  the  name  of  Middlevfay,  Then  it  was  also  called  'Clip',  from  'Wizard's 
Clip',  a  name  viiich  clung  to  it  after  some  ghostly  proceeding  yhlch  occurred 
there  about  1792-3  (?)."  The  early  Hiatt  deeds  mention  Elk  Spring  and  Tur¬ 
key  Spring  repeatedly,  and  Miss  Smith,  -speaking  of  this,  says:  "Novf  this. 

Spring  vfas  a  large  one  and  said  to  be  bottomless,  and  had  several  names,  such 
as  Big  Spring,  Elk  Spring,  Turkey  Spring,  etc.  It  was  not  far  from  Middle¬ 
way  but  we  did  not  have  time  to  see  it,  and  also,  they  said  it  was  surround¬ 
ed"  by  brush  and  brambles  and  vie  could  not  get  near  enough  to  see  much  anyvfay. 
...  .n.  Robert  U.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Shaull  have  a  nephew.  Col  Robert  L.  Bates, 
...Y-tio  is  at  the  Virginia  Military  Institute.  He  has  worked  extensively  on 
the  history  of  the  families  of  the  Middleway  cqmmunity. . . "  (Miss  Smith  des¬ 
cends  from  William  Hiatt,  son  of  John  the  immigrant.  Col.  Bates  descends 
from  a  daughter  of  John  Hiatt,  Jr.  See  subs^uent  chapters,  and  the  Index 
— editor.)  (R35?37) 
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The  ghost  story  mentioned  by  Hiss  Smith  regarding  ^Clip*  or  HJizard^s  Clip% 
was  wr-itten  up  by  So  Helen  Bates  (bo  1855|  un  aunt  of  Colo  Robert  Lo  Bates, 
and  a  great-granddaughter  of  Ruth  Hiatt,  daughter  of  John  Hiatt,  Jro  — editoro; 
and  printed  in  1936  by  Robert  Smith »  Jollomng  is  a  full  copy  of  Miss  Bate’s 
story  2 

’’The  Legdend  of  Wizard  Clip’’'  1.1.3jL3^^4: 

”In  che  southern  part  of  historic  Jefferson  County,  West  Virginia,  nestled 
aaong  the  foothills  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  lies  the  ancient  village  of  Wizard 
C  1po  The  land  upon  idiich  the  village  is  located  was  included  in  the  gr¬ 
ants  made  to  Mr©  iVilliam  Smith  in  1?29  by  Sir  William  Gooche  yJio  Tfas  pro- 
pietor  of  that  part  of  Virginia  at  that'  timeo  In  1732  the  pioneer  home 
of  Mro  Smith  was  built.  Surrounded,  by  majestic  hills,  this,  the  first 
home  of  Wizard  Clip,  was  placed  in  a  gloomy  hollow,  near  a  bottomless  lake® 

•’Among  .hose  who  obtained  land  grants  from  Hr,  Smith  ?/as  a  man  named  Living- 
Mr,  Livingstone  selected  land  lying  along  the  Opequon  Greek,  but 
also  adjoining  the  village, 

’•One  night  when  the  skj?^  was  inkj''  black,  the  rain  descended  in  torrents,  and 
une  winds  rushed  through  the  desolate  pines  Ydth  a  ‘wild  bellor/,  a  weary 
stranger  presented  himself  at  Hr,  Livingstone’s  door«  With  genial  hospi¬ 
tality  the  traveler  was  welcomed, 

’•In  a  few  hours  after  retiring,  the  Stranger  sent  for  Mr,  Livingstone,  and 
told  him  he  was  ill  unto  death.  He  requested  that  a  Catholic  priest  m  ight 
be  sent  for  at  once.  Not/,  Mr,  Livingstone  was  a  bigoted  man  who  hated  the 
Catholic  Church,  and  he  swore  no  priest  should  enter  his  house.  The  Stran¬ 
ger  (to  whom  no  nanie  has  been  given j,  begged  again  and  again  that  a  priest 
should  be  brought,  but  his  host  was  obdurate.  At  the  weird  hour  of  mid¬ 
night,  while  the  elements  fought  their  terrible  battle,  the  soul  of  the 
Stranger,  unblest  and  unshriven,  took  its  flight.  The  next  day  his  body 
was  buried  in  unconsecrated  ground.  For  many  years  his  grave  was  pointed 
out  to  the  curious, 

’’Then  a  curse  seemed  to  rest  upon  Mr,  Livingstone  and  his  possessions,  A 
murrain  seized  his  cattle,  strange  and  mysterious  sounds  were  heard  about 
the  house,  and  things  were  as  though  ruled  by  a  demon.  More  dreadful  than 
ought  else  was  a  clear,  distinct,  insistent  clipping,  clipping,  clipping 
viiich  went  or  day  and  night.  The  bed-linen,  the  clothing  of  the  family 
and  of  \dLsitors,  the  saddles,  bridles,  and  harness,  were  all  clipped,  and 
alY^ays  in  crescent  or  half -moon  shape.  Nothing  Y/as  sacred  from  the  ter¬ 
rible  shears.  The  witches  and  wizards  Yiere  novr  holding  high  revels,  Mr, 
Livingstone,  pursued  by  the  horror  of  all  this,  dreamed  a  vivid  dream  in 
which  he  saw  a  man  who  promised  to  help  him,  ‘On  Sunday  his  vmfe,  a  devot¬ 
ed  Catholic,  persuaded  him  to  go  with  her  to  a  Catholic  service  at  Shep- 
erdstOYm,  The  instant  Mr,  Livingstone  saw  the  priest,  he  cried  out  Ydth 
streaming  eyes,  ’That  is  the  man  who  can  rid  me  of  the  mtches,’  The 
priest  Y/as  told  the  story,  and  the  next  day  he  visited  the  home  of  Mr, 
Livingstone  at  Smithfield  (Middlev^ay),  sprinkled  holy  water  on  the  thresh- 
hold  of  the  house,  prayed  fervently,  and  consecrated  the  ground  wherein 
the  Stranger  lay  buried.  He  declared  deliverance  had  come.  Sure  enough 
the  clippings  ceased<,  ’the  Yvltches  were  laid,*  and  Mr,  Livingstone  was 
free, 

’’Moved  by  gratitude  he  gave  uo  the  Catholic  Church  forty  acres  of  land

The  deeds  on  record  in  Orange  Co.,  Va. ,  show,  that  ’’John  Hiatt,  Jr,,  of  l^cast- 
er  Cooo  Pa©,”  bought  200  acres  of  land  from  Stephen  Hollingsvrorth  by  deeds  of 
Tea”^  and”release  bearing  date  of  17  and  18  of  April  1737»  These  200  acres  Yrere 
in  "Orange  County,  Colonv  of  Virginia,  Vfest  side  of  Sherrendo  (Shenandoah?  --ed. ) 
River  on  the  head  of  a  branch  of  Opeckan  Creek.”  (This  land  fell  in  Frederick 
Co.,  Va.,  Trtien  Frederick  was  formed  the  folloTdng  year©  There  is  a  family  of 
Hiatts,  apparently  from  Delav/are,  vdio  settled  in  later  Orange  County  prior  to 
Revolutionary  War,  and  v<ho  later  removed  to  Kentucl^  and  else’vdiere.  There  is 
no  InoT/n  connection  between  these  Hiatts  and  the  Quaker  Hiatts  “ "■  editor.  )CR38) 

The  Orange  Co©,  Va.,  Order  Book,  173li-39,  page  331,  under  date  of  22  June  1738, 
mentions  a  libel  suit  in  the  (Shenandoah)  Valley  Tvhich  vras  due  to  some  sort  of 
religious  difference  betvreen  V/illiam  Williams,  an  early  Presbyterian  minister, 
and  a  large  group  of  persons  named  as  defendants©  Among  the  defendants  were 
Peter  Hyat,  Jno©  Hiatt,  and  Geo©  Hyett©  (Va©  Hist©  Mag.,  XXVIII,36I|.. )  (Peter 
Hyat  probably  belongs  to  the  Maryland  or  Delaware  Hyatts,  but  Jno.  Hiatt  is 
possibly  our  John  Hiatt,  Jr.,  and  Geo©  Hyett  may  be  his  son  —  editor.) 

All  is  now  peaceful  until  the  time  of  the  French  and  Indian  Wars,  when  many

Mr.  Roger  Avery  Stubbs,  of  Long  Lake,  Minnesota,  is  a  great'-great-great-grand- 
son  of  the  above  Margaret  Largent,  daughter  of  James  and  Margaret.  He  is  com¬ 
piling  data  on  the  Lar gents.  There  are  several  intermarriages  between  the  Lar¬ 
gent  s  and  the  Hiatts.  We  are  much  indebted  to  Mr.  Stubbs  fo^  interesting  and 
valuable  Iliattc-Largent  data. 

In  19l;2  Mr.  Stubbs  wote;  "....I  just  received  a  pack  of  old  genealogical  data 
musty  and  dusty  —  vJiich  I  just  returned  to  W.  Va.  after  spending  four  hours 
copying  it.  Mostly  Largent  data  but  much  of  interest  to  you."  CRli2)  This  new 
data  discloses  that  John  and  Margaret  Hiatt  had  a  posthiimous  child,  a  daughter 
Phebe.  Mr.  Stubbs  continues:  "Phebe  Hiett  was  daughter  of  John  and  Margaret 
hiett  but  as  she  is  not  mentioned  in  "ivill  must  have  been  born  al'ter  he  died  or 
at  least  after  he  made  the  will."  In  speaking  of  Margaret,  wife  of  John  Hiatt, 

he  writes:"  Margaret,  supposedly  Stephens,  married  first  to - -  Edv^ards,  and 

had  three  children:  Thomas;  Nancy,  married  H\:^h  Mclver. gloved  to  greenbrier 
river  -  had  four  children  -  Indians  killed  Hugh,  captured  Nancy  —  for  years  - 
she  escaped  bui  the  children  remained  with  Indians  always.);  a  daughter,  married 

first  -  Dier,  second  -  Craven,  third  Lenahan.  Margaret  (Stephens?)  Edwards 

married  secondly  to  John  Hiett  of  Jefferson  (Co.,  Va.,  now  ¥.  Va.  —  editor.)  - 
he  had  three  sons  and  four  daughters.  Right  order  of  sons:  Evan,  married  Sarah 

Smith  and  had  five  sons  and  six  daughters;  James,  married - Pu-gh,  and  moved 

to  Marietta  (Washington  Co.,  Ohio  —  editor.);  Timothy,  died  single.  Right  or¬ 
der  of  dauc^hters  birth:  daup^hter,  married  first - Frier,  second  to _ Shir¬ 
ley;  a  dau.  m.  David  Caudry;  a  dau.  m* -  Pugh;  Phebe  m.  John  Slane.  Margaret 

married  tuxrcLLy  uo  oames  Largent,  and  haa:  John,  married  Sarah.  Critton;  Mary 
married  Hugh  Slane;  and  Margaret,  married- James  Slane.  There  is  an  old  pioneers 
story  in  these  papers  about  old  John  Hiett  (above)  -  *  Scouts  brot  news  that  there 
was  a  body  of  Indians  coming  toward  the  fort  on  Capon  and  Hiett  gathered  up  his 
family  and  started  in  the  night.  He  took  the  quin2y  and  died  that  -winter...

The  foregoing  acccunt  of  the  children  of  Margaret  (Stephens?)  by  each  of  her 
three  husbands^,  since  written  by  a  grandson  of  John  and  Phebe  (Hiatt)  Slane 
—arid  ^hus  a  great-grandson  of  John  and  Margaret  Hiatt  — ,  is  of  extreme  in- 
tei-est  and  Yalueo  There  is  no  doubt  but  wtiat  it  is  authentic  and  reliable, 
and  there  is  fur^ther  assurance  from  the  fact  that  Lewis  Largent,  among  wt>ose 
papers  these  data  were  found,  was  himself  a  great-grandson  of  Margaret  thr¬ 
ough  her  third  husband  James  Largento  Lewis  Largent  Tbo  1838)  was  a  sen  of 
Joseph  and  Mary  (Largent)  Largent,  and  a  grandson  of  Lewis  and  — —  (Parish) 
Largent,  and,  through  his  mother,  a  grandson  of  John  and  Sarah  (Critton)  Lar¬ 
gento  The  paternal  great-grandfather  of  Lewis  Largent  was  John  Largent,  who 
is  said  to  have  come  from  France  to  Virginia  in  1737 »  The  maternal  great¬ 
grandfather  was  the  James  Largent  who  married  Margaret  (Stephens?)  (Edwards) 
Hiatt,  widow  of  John  Hiatt,  James  being  a  son  of  John  Largent,  the  immigranto 
It  is  a  tradition  in  another  branch  of  the  Largent  family  that  their  ancest¬ 
or,  James  Largent,  married  first  to  Margaret  Stephans,  and  secondly  to  — - 
Hietto  (Rij.2)  From  a  careful  study  of  the  records,  however,  it  appears  that 
James  Largent  was  married  but  once,  the  mother  of  his  three  children  being 
Margaret  (Stephens?)  (Edwards)  (Hiatt)  Largento 

Not  the  slightest  clue  has  been  found  to  date  regarding  the  first  wife  of 
John  Hiatt-,  Jr^  —  not  even  her  driven  name  is  knowno  John  Hiatt *and  his 
first  wife  were  married  around  1720,  presumably  in  Bucks  Coo,  Pa® 5  she  died  ' 
about  17^6  in  Frederick  Coo,  Vao  it  was  about  the  year  I?!;?  that  John  Hiatt, 
JPo,  married  to  Margaret  (Stephens?)

GEORGE  Hiatt  first  appears  on  record  in  Bucks  Coo^  Paop  in  173l|.  -when  he  sighs 
a  petition  for  the  formation  of  Richland  township  —  George  his  X  mark  Hyat",, 
(Early  Friends  Families  of  ^ Upper  Bucks'^  Pao^  by  Clarence  Vo  Roberts,  1925?  Po 
8o)  1716  he  was  a  member  of  Fairfax  ITonthly  nesting  in  Virginia,  and  is 

known  to  have  resided  at  Pipe  Creek  in  Maryland  and  also  at  HopsY/ell  in  Vir-- 
ginia,  before  removing  to  New  Garden  Meeting  in  North  Carolina  in  17511  o  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  he  was  involved  in  some  difficulty  with  the  Quakers  —  the  exact 
nature  of  ivhich  has  not  been  ascertained  —  and  following  is  what  is  recorded 
by  Fairfax  Meeting  pertinent  to  this  matters 

’*31  of  11  mo<y  17U6  -  George  H^/at  requested  a  certificate  in  order  to  Join

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In  1907  Mary  Coffin  Johnson  v/rote  to  Jesse  M.  Hiatt:  ”I  have  not  taken  up  great- 
great-grandfather  George  Hiatt  because  you  and  I  differ  a  little  about  his  story- 

I  think  I  would  be  highly  pleased  v/ith  him  if  he  was  well  groomed  and  divested 
of  his  leather  clothing  v^ich  he  was  forced  in  that  day  to  wear,  and  think  him 
all  ri^t,  but  just  as  he  stands  on  record  those  stiff  old  Quakers  evidently 
made  a  lot  of  his  misfortune,  and  he  was  eight  years  under  their  critical  eye, 
I7U6-I75U5  before  they  vrould  clear  him-  I  wonder  if  he  y/ent  to  North  Carolina 
■vTith  Martha  and  the  children-  There  is  little  evidence  that  he  did-  You  will 
notice  that  the  family  increased  pretty  regularly  till  about  the  time  his  mis¬ 
fortunes  are  on  record,  and  then  there  is  a  six  year  gap,  but  he  certainly  v^as 
in  North  Carolina  a  year  at  least  before  his  certificate  was  granted  in  Vir¬

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Y^hen  George  Hiatt  wote  his  will  on  the  2nd«  of  January  1793  s  at  the  ap¬ 
proximate  age  of  95s^  at  least  1;  of  his  11  children  were  deado  Of  three 
of  his  daughters  not  the  slightest  mention  is  made  in  his  willo  His 
daughters  Ruth  and  Ursula  are  named  in  the  mll^  and  his  son  William  is 
named  as  as  executoro  Of  his  son  Joseph,  rho  is  known  to  have  been  liv¬ 
ing,  there  is  no  mentiono  This  is  one  of  the  many  instances  where,  for 
some  reason,  all  children  are  not  listed  in  a  will,  and  it  cannot  be  as¬ 
sumed  that  in  such  instances  the  unlisted  children  were  deceased  or  that 
they  never  existedo 

In  1790,  ths  first  Federal  census  (See  page  6,  this  voliune  —  editor), 
George  Hiatt,  Guilford  Coo,  North  Carolina,  was  listed  with  2  males  over 
16  years  of  age  —  including  Heads  of  Fam.ilies  —  and  three  females «  Be¬ 
sides  George  and  Martha,  it  is  believed  that  they  had  with  them  the  three

’^LLIAil  Hiatts  like  his  brother  John,  settled  in  Lancaster  Coo/Pao,  prior 
to  his  removal  to  Virginiao  Tne  Land  Office  at  Harrisburg,  Pao,  has  record 
of  William  Heitt  (sic)  iwho  received  warrant  number  32  for  200  acres  on  26 
January  1733,  for  lands  to  be  situated  on  Beaver  Creek c  A  survey  was  made 
and  returned  232  acres.  The  survey  is  recorded  in  Survey  Book  K,  p  397 « 

This  tract  was  patented  to  John  Eshleman  in  November  1809 »  This  is  also 
given  in  Pennao  Archives,  3rdo  Series,  XXIV,  I4.23,  Lancaster  County  Surveys, 
1733-18967““ 

Around  1900  Kirk  Brown,  a  genealogist  (Quakei )  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  vjrote 
to  Jesse  Me  Hiatts  ”1  have  lately  purchased  over  1000  papers  formerly  the 
property  of  John  Churchman,  his  son  George,  and  his  grandsons  John,  Miciah, 
and  Joseph  Churchman ,  The  first  John  was  the  eminent  Minister  among  fiends, 
he  and  the  two  generations  follovdng  him  vrere  noted  surveyors,  in  Cecil, 
Chester,  York,  and  Lancaster  counties,  many  of  the  papers  refered  to  are 
surveys  and  plats  from  original  warrants  issued  for  settling  new  landSo 

”I  find  in' the  platt  and  survey  made  for  William  Philips,  of  Sadsbury  To-ivn- 
ship,  1736,  by  John  Churchman,  for  112  acres  of  land  and  allowances  of  6 
per  cent  for  roads,  and  etco,  that  William  Hyatt  oTaied  adjoining  land, 
mentioned  on  the  draft  of  surveyo  This  warrant  was  dated  12th  of  9th  Month, 
and  returned  12th  of  November  1736,  to  the  Surveyor  Generals  office  of 
Penno,  Lancaster  Co®  being  an  adjoining  county  to  Cecil  o'*  (Rliil)  (Cecil 
County  vras  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  while  the  other  counties  mentioned 
above  were  in  Pennsylvania  —  editoro ) 

The  first  documentary  evidence  of  William  Hiatt^s  being  in  Virginia  is  to 
be  found  on  a  loose  sheet  of  Hopewell  Moo  Mtgo  minutes  which  is  preserved 
in  Baltimore  o  It  reads  s  ’*At  our  Monthly  Meeting  of  Hope-'.vell  at  Opeckon 
the  fourth  Day  of  the  Second  Month  Ao  Do  17U8s  7irilliam  Kiett  and  Alice 
Lowden  appeared  at  this  Meeting  and  declared  their  intentions  of  taking 
each  other  in  marriage,  this  being  the  first  time,  this  Meeting  appoints 
James  McGrew  and  Simeon  Taylor  to  inquire  into  the  said  William  Hiett^s 
conversation  and  clearness  in  respect  to  marriage  and  i/rtiat  else  may  be 
needful  to  make  report  to  the  next  Monthly  Meeting  accordinglyo « o  At 
our  Monthly  Meeting  of  Hopevrell  at  Opeckon  2nd  day  of  3rd  month  I7I18; 

William  Hiett  and  Alice  Lowden  appeared  at  this  Meeting  and  declared  their 
intention  of  taking  each  other  in  marriage,  this  being  the  second  time, 
the  friends  appointed  to  inquire  into  the  said  William  Hiett'* s  conversation 
and  clearness  vd.th  others  in  respect  to  marriage,  report  that  they  find 
nothing  to  obstruct  their  proceedingo  Therefore,  this  Meeting  leaves  them 
to  their  Liberty  to  consumate  their  said  intentions  v;hen  they  see  meet, 
and  this  Meeting  appoints  James  McGrew  and  Simeon  Taylor  —  to  see  tJiat  the

Since  some  cf  the  children  of  William  Hiatt  became  of  age  in  the  1750’ s  and 
1760’ s,  it  is  apparent  that  these  were  by  a  first  wife*  The  tradition  that 
she  was  Mary  Smith,  a  daughter  or  sister  of  John  Smith,  pertains  to  William 
mother  rather  than  to  his  first  wifeo  (See  pages  32, 33^  this  volume  —  edi¬ 
tor,,  )  Therefore,  the  identity  of  the  first  wife  of  William  Hiatt  remains  a 
mystery 0  At  Opeckon  (Opequon,  or  Hopewell)  Friends  Mtgo  on  the  Uth  of  7th 
moo  17i;8  William  Hiett  and  Alice  Lowden  declare  intentions  of  marriage,  in 
the  traditional  Quaker  custoirio  Alice  is  very  probably  a  daughter  of  Renier 
Lowden  (or  Loudon)  of  Salem  Coc,  New  Jersey,, 

At  Salem  Moo  Mtgo,  Salem  Coo,  NeTf  Jersey,  on  30“limoo'”l’720,  Renier  LoTfden, 
a  Quaker,  and  by  occupation  a  tailor,  was  reported  married  to  Easter  (Esth¬ 
er?  editor,, )  Worthingtono  0n  lU  April  1730  the  will  of  Renier  Lowden 
was  proven  in  Salem  Coo,  New  Jerseyo  He  names  children  Robard  (Robert  — 
editor),  Rachel,  Sales  (Alice  —  editor),  and  one  not  bom,  to  share  equal¬ 
ly  his  property  -  100  acres  in  Salem  County,  and  a  house  and  lot  in  Salerno 
Wife  Easter  was  Executrix  to  his  willo  The  records  of  Philadelphia  Moo 
Mtgo  show  that  Renier  and  Easter  were  there  in  1726-27 »  Also  recorded  are 
the  deaths  of  Rachel  Lowden,  daughter  of  widow  Lowden,  l““7mOo-1730,  and 
Robert  Lowden,  son  of  widow  Lowden,  5““8mOo-1730o 

The  maternal  grandparents  of  Alice  (LoYt?den)  Hiatt  were  no  doubt  the  Robert 
Worthington  and  wife  who  were  received  on  eertlficaue  from  Dublin  Moo  Mtgo, 
Ireland,  at  Salem  Mco  Mtgo,  New  Jersey,  26-5mOo-l?li|o  One  of  their  sons 
must  have  been  the  Robert  Worthington  who  married  1729  to  Mary  Burtis,  and 
was  one  cf  the  earliest  of  Quakers  to  settle  near  Charles  Town  in  what  is 
now  Jefferson  Coo,  ¥0  Vao  —  this  was  only  five  or  ten  miles  from  where 
the  Hiatts  settled  near  Middleway,  in  the  same  countyo  This  Robert  Worth¬ 
ington  had  a  graxA  of  3000  acres  of  land  in  this  section,  and  is  known  to 
have  lived  in  Philadelphia,  Pao,  and  in  Burlington  and  Salem,  New  Jersey 
before  settling  in  Virginiao  His  grandson,  Thomas  Worthington  (l769”l827),

The  immigrant  Thomas  ancestor  was  Evan  Thomas  who  cane  from  'ffales  about  1719, 
and  settled  in ‘Philadelphia  Co.,  Pa.,  vdthin  the  verge  of  a^iedd  ..o.  .  tg.  In 
1726  Evan  Thomas  and  vafe  Catherine  removed  to  aoshen  Lo.  litg.  in  Chester 
Pa.  Evan  Thomas  was  one  of  Alexander  Ross*  seventy  families,  and  was  one  oi 
the  early  Quaker  ministers  at  Hope^-rell,  H^s  Yri.ll  v/as  dated  l8-omOo-1753,  an 
was  proven  1  April  1755,  naming  the  follo^ving  children:  Evan,  Jr.,  John,  iho- 
mas,  Enos  and  Martha.  (R3U)  Evan  Thomas  died  [|-2mo.-1755,  aged  about  70.

Among  the  witnesses  were:  Evan  and  Albenah 
Thomas,  John  and  Alice  Thomas,  Phebe  Thomas,  and  Evan  Hiett  (son  of  John  and 
Mari'-  Thomas  Hiatt  —  editor).  (R3li)  The  John  Thomas  Yho  married  1770  Alice 
(LoTfden)  Hiatt,  y/as  either  a  son  or  grandson  of  Evan  and  Catherine  Thomas. 
Ezekiel  Thomas,  a  great-  (or  great— great-)  grandson  of  iiivan  and  Catherine, 
married  l3lU  Ruth  (Wright)  Horseman,  a  granddaughter  of  George  and  Mar-tha^ 
(Wakefield)  Hiatt,  thus  the  families  of  all  three  sons  of  John  Hiatt,  immi¬ 
grant,  are  intermarried  -with  this  Thomas  family.  Martha,  Virife  of  Isaac  Hiatt, 
Tson  of  William  and  Alice  (Lowden)  Hiatt)  may  also  have  been  of  this  family.

In  1751  the  Hodgsons  removed  from  Pa.  and  settled  in  the  Quaker  community  at 
New  Garden  in  Rowan  (now  Guilford)  Co.,  N.  C.  There  have  been  many  inter¬ 
marriages  betw^een  the  Hodgson  and  Hiatt  families  beginning  in  1750  and  con¬ 
tinuing  to  the  present.  Through  her  maternal  grandmother,  who  was  Hannah 
Dicks,  Susannah  (Hodgson)  Hiatt  was  a  first  cousin,  once  removed,  to  the 
Zachariah  Dicks  who  married  Ruth  Hiatt,  daughter  of  George  and  Llartha  (Wake¬ 
field)  Hiatt.  Susannah* s  sister,  Sarah  Hodgson,  married  John  Hiatt,  son  of 
George  and  Martha.  Through  the  Thatchers,  Susannah  was  also  a  cousin  to  the 
Phebe  Thatcher  who  married  John  Hiatt,  son  of  John  and  Mary  (Thomas)  Hiatt.

"Jonathan  Maxson  was  born  June  11,  1820,  on  a  farm  about  half  a  mile  from  the 
town  of  Freeport  in  Harrison  County,  OhiOo  His  ancestors  were  of  Scotch, 

Irish  and  French  de scent o  He  was  one  of  a  family  of  ten  children o  His  mother 
•v^ose  maiden  name  was  Sarah  Kinsey,  was  twice  married,  and  he  had  four  bro¬ 
thers,  two  sisters  and  four  half  sisters o  Jonathan  was  intended  by  his  fath¬ 
er  to  be  a  faimer,  and  while  a.  lad  he  learned  the  duties  of  that  laborious"  ” 
but  independent  callingo  JFarmer’s  boys  do  not  usually  pine  away  for^the  w^t 
of  work,  and  Jonathan' could  always  find  plenty  to  doo  His  education  was  not 
very  well  attended  to,  as  educational  advantages  were  not  to  be  had  where  he 
livedo  He  went  to  school  only  two' terms  and  learned  to  read  and  ^ello  Some 
time  after  the  death  of  his  father,  David  Maxson,  his 'mother 'married  a  very" 
worthy  man  named  Jesse  Hiatt,  and  moved  to  Clinton  Coo,  OhiOo  Shortly  after' 
this  the  family  determined  to  move  to  Illinois,  and  in  the  fall  of  1830  start¬ 
ed  on  their  journey  to  Tazewell  County,  (of  which  McLean  was  then  a  part),  as 
they  had  friends  and  relatives  there  o  They  went  in  two  wagons',  one  "under 
charge  of  Mro  Hiatt  and  the  other  driven  by  Christopher  Kinsey,  Jonathan^? 
grandfather,,  They  also  had  five  hundred  sheep  and  four  milch  cowso  Their 
journey  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  occupied  twenty-one  days,  because  of 
the  difficulty  in  taking  charge  of  their  large  flock  of  sheep o  They  camped 
out  every  ni^t  of  their  journey,  except  one,  and  by  day  they  traveled  from 
point  to  point  without  any  road  to'  guide  themo  It  was  necessary  every  ni^t 
to  guard  the  sheep  from  the  wolves,  but  this  was  easily  done  as  the  fright¬ 
ened  sheep  huddled  closely' together©  The  entire  expense  of  the' journey  was 
ten  dollars  spent  for  food,  which  was  less  than  a  dollar'  apiece,  as  the  car^a- 
van  consisted  of  eleven  persons©  They  had  a  very  easy  and  pleasant  journey, 
with  no  remarkable  adventures©  One  of  the  party  caught  in  the  "White  River, 
with  his  hands,  an  eel  about  four  feet  long  and  weighing  six  pounds©  It 
made  a  supper  for  the  whole  party©  Jonathan  says  this  is  not  a  fish  story© 

The  party  arrived  at  Stout Grove  on  the  twenty-first  of  September,  1830, 
but  after  a  few  days’  of  rest  proceeded  to  Dillon^ s  Settlement  (now  in  Taze¬ 
well  County)©  After  spending  two  or  three  weeks  in  taking  observations  of 
the  country,  Mr©  Hiatt  returned  to  Stout’s  Grove  and  bought  a  farm  of  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres,  (twenty  acres  under  fence)  with  a  log  cabin,  for 
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four  hundred  dollars »  One  hal.f  of  the  farm  njas  prairie  and  the  other  half 
timber o  Here  the  family  succeeded  very  wello  Mro' Hiatt  followed  his  trade 
as  a  blacksmith,  an.d  the  beys  attended  to  the  farm,  and  they  all  did  well* 
Jonathan  w'ent  to  school  soffietim.es  during  winters,  for  five  years*  His  tea¬ 
cher  was  Hesea  Stout,  the  nephew  of  Ephraim  Stcut,  the  founder  of  the  set-' 
tlement  at  the  grove' which  bears  his  name*  The  school  wa.s  attended  by  thir¬ 
ty  or  forty  children,  who  came  great  distances  and' boarded  with  the  fanners

” Jonathan.  Maocson  never  saw  any  candy  until  he  was  eighteen  years  of  age* 
How  terrible  this  must  have  been  for  a  boy*  People  spun  and  wove 'their  own 
clothing  o  A 'calico  dress  to  wear  pn  S’Jinday  was  a  piece  of  unwarrantable 
extravagance o  The  family  was  alwiys  quite  independent  of  the ' market *  "Their 
tea  was  made  from  roots  and  herbs their  sugar  from  maple  sap,  and  they  kept 
twenty  swanri.3  of  bees  for  honey*  Jonathan  Mac<;son  states  that  during  the 
winter  of  the  deep  snow  (1830)  he  and  his  brother  went  out  into  the  woods 
where  it  did  not  drif'O  nor  blow  away  and  toc-k  a  careful  measurement  of  the 
depth  of  the  snor/  with  a  stick  and  found  it  four  feet  deep*  During  the  ear¬ 
ly  part  of  that  terrib2.e  winter  deer  were  very  numerous,  but  when  the  deep 
snow  came  they  wa.re  'sta'rved  and  honted  by  fantished  wolves  and  by  settlers 
with  snow  shoes,  until  they  were  almost  exterminated*  Shortly  after  the 
snow  fell  Mr*  Jesse  Hiatt  killed  a  Very  lar'ge  deer,  which  he  was'  unable  to 
carry  home*  He  lnu-ried  it  in  the  show  and  covered  it  with  his  coat  to  keep 
the  wolves  away*  Put  the  snow  afterwards  .fell  so  deep  that  .he  was  unable 
to  'risit  the  spot  for  two  weeks*  At  last  he  put  a  harness  on  one  of  his

’‘This  yeai'  (ci32X  —  editor),  William  Cravens,  from  Virginia,  who  had  been 
a  local  preacher  of  long  standing,  and  of  much  notoriety,  was  received 'on 
trial,  by  the  mi.ssouri  conference,  and  placed  on  the  circuit  with  Ruter'o 
Cravens  was  a  man  of  respectable  talents,  and  possessed  a  world  of  wit,  and 
good  common  sense  and  was  one  of  the  most  undaunted" men  that  ever  livedo  He 
abhorred  sin  of  all  sorts  with  a  perfect  abhorrence,  but  more  particularly

Some  had  their  slaves  hired  out  in  slave  states,  and  were  yearly  drawing 
their  wageso  These  were  made  to  feel  agony  under  his  withering  rebuke Many 
more  had  sold  their  slaves,  and  had  come  to  Indiana  and  had  purchased  homes 
for  themselves  and  children  with  the  price  of  their  slaves,  and  were  now 
zealous  declaimers  against  slaveiy.  These  were  denounced  by  him  as  blood¬ 
stained  hypocrites,  wiio  were  T/orse  than  the  actual  slaveholder,  who  was  now 
holding  slaves  and  treating  them  kindly «  He  seldom  preached  a  sermon  -vvith- 
out  making  all  who  made,  sold,  or  drank  ardent  spirits  feel  uneasy©  Ruter 
labored  as.  well  as  he  could,  and  Cravens  was  ardent  and  powerful^  but  with 
all  their  toil,  they  had  only  thirty-three  of  an  increasej  but  doubtless 
many  of  those  yiho  had  joined  the  preceding  year  were  converted  and  greatly 
improved  in  theih  religious  knowledge  and  experience o ’*  (introduction  and

300  miles  away®  They  crossed  the  Allegheny  Mountains  with  their  four  horse 
wagon  and  team®  arriving  at  Vienna  about  the  last  of  April  of  the  same  year, 
six  miles  above  Parkersburg  on  the  Ohio  River,  Virginia  side,  where  James 
Hiett  had  previously  been  and  purchased  a  farm  of  over  300  acres,  upon  which 
was  a  large  improvement,  some  200  acres  of  land  cleared,  two  frame  dwelling 
houses  and  two  large  bams®  This  property,  until  a  few  years  ago,  remained 
in  the  Hiett  family®

The  following  vfAS  written  by  Mrs.  Flora  (Harvey)  Kittle,  in  1926  --  a 'great- 
granddaughter  of  Isaac  and  Lydia  (Dicks)  Harvey  --  her  address?  Ii06  N.  Temple 
Aveo,  Indianapolis,  Ind.  - 

•'In  later  times  in  North' Carolina,  there  were  many  emigrations  due  not  only  ' 
to  the  Revolutionary  War",  but  to  troubles  within  the  state  itself,  culminating 
in  the  “war  of  the  regulation*. .  Some  went  to  South  Carolina,  and  bn  to  Geor¬ 
gia.  Some  moved  farther  west  to  the  region  of  old  Salisbury;  and  some  hardy 
pioneers  surmounted  the  difficulties  of  the  almost  impassable  mountains,  and 
settled  in  eastern  Tennessee.  We  have  found  two  lines  of  Harveys  among  these 
settlers. 
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’'Then  later.,  Tihen  the  sickening  wrongs  of  slavery  were  becoming  more  and 
more  intolerable^,  the  tide  of  emigration  turned  toward  the  ■'Territorial  lands 
north  of  the  OhiCo  By  the  Congressional  Ordinance  of  173?^  no  slaves  could 
be  held  there «  We  have  accounts  of  some  Harveys  emi^ating  from  Tennessee 
to  the  Friend’s  settleirient  at  Redstone 5,  Pennsylvania;  Most  of  our'  people 
living' in  North  Carolina  came  north' together  in  1806^  settling  in  Clinton 
County^  Ohio,  and  adjacent  counties^  particularly  Warren  County where  my"’ 
people  were  among  the  earlier  settlers „  All  these  emigrations  -were  accom-' 
plished  in  much  the  same  wayo  Again  -we  turn  to  the  memory  sketches  of  Mrs; 
Angelina  Peai-son  for  a  glimpse  of  emigrant  life  on" the  wayg  '^Most  familnes^,’ 
she  writes^  ®made  the  trip  in  a  farm  -wagon  dra'it'yn  by  two  horses <>  Most  e'very 
wagon  carried  a  tent  to  be  used  at  nighty  and  when  they  arrived  at  their 
destination  till  a  cabin  could  be  built 6  Tne  distance  was  called  ?00  miles 
or  morso  E^very  one  of  the  family  able  to  walk  was  expected' to  do  soo  My 
grandmother  Harvey  was  a  frail  little  wama'n^  but  she  walked,^  so  she  said^ 
over  half  of  the  wayo  Besidesj,  she  did  the  cooking  by  the  roadside^,  for  a 
family  of  seven  'vyhose  appetites  vrere  sharpened  by  'Che  pure  mountain  air  they 
traveled  through o 


HH  Arriving  at  Cumberland  Gap_9  they  were  all  about  tired  o'ut^  and  all  in  the 
emigrant  tr-ain  pitched  camp  and  rested  here  for  two  weeks.  Cumberland  Gap 
was  considered  all  but  impassable .  No  team  could  take  a  wagon  down  its 
steep  slopes’.  There  were  two  w^ays  of  descending .  One  was  to  unload  the 
wagon^  secure  a  strong  rope  to  the  tongue  and  wind  it  a  time  or  two  around 
a  deeply  rooted  tree.  Several  men  would  then  hold  the  rope^  plying  it  out 
gradually  and  letting  the  wagon  do-ivn  backw.aJ'‘d3o  Grandfather  chose  the  other 
way 5,  tnat  of  unlcadir^g  and  taking  the  wagon  to  pieces 5,  arid  carrying  it  piece 
by  piece  do-mi  the  steep  gr’ade«  as  well  as  everything  they  had  in  the  wagcno 
They  TFere  seven  weeks  on  the  road.  ’ 


‘*A  giinpise-  of  o'or  people  in  tb.e  early  settling  of  Clinton  Co'airty^,  Ohio 5  is 
given  in  a  sketch  -wi itten  by  Rebecca  Harvey ^  a  sister  to  iiry  grandf auhar . 
(Rebecca  a  dau.'of  Lydia  (Dicks)  Harvey j,  and  a  granddaughter  of  Ruth  (Hiatt)

”’In  the  year  sh®  wi’itesc,  ^Samuel  Lee^  an  orphan  boy  raised  by  ny 

father^,  moved  with  his  family?'  and  built  a  cabin  on  the  place  my  father  had 
bought  pre’^iious  to  that  time.’  Then  she  speaks  of  their  coming  ■with  other 
settlers  in  the  yeai''’  1806.  ’In  those  early  days^^'she  continues,  ’there 
were  some  remiarkable  circ'ums'tances  took  place,  and,  I  think,  providentially . 

”’It  Tvas  getting  late  in  the  fall  when  ive  arrived  at  our  new  home.  Isaac 
Harvey  (her  father  editor)  had  employed  Samuel  Lee  to  build  him  a  house 
-which  he  did  —  had  it  up  and  covered,  and  a  pretty  good  he-wed  J-Og  house 
it  was,  with  a  snug  puncheon  floor o  It  locked  to  be  such  a  nice  place  in 
which  to  live,  that  Eli  Harrey’ s  ■«!£'©  being  ■weakly,  Isaac  proposed  that  they 
come  in  -with  his  family;  and  he  took  in  their  mothei'’  and  a  hired  hand  that 
came  -with  ‘us,  which  made  just  t-wenty  in  al.i|  and  we  lived  that  ws.j  for  a 
■vidiildo  All  seemed  satisfied  b'^it  Eli;  he  was  so  dissatisfied  that  he  thought 
he  m'ost  go  back  to  North  Carolina  in  the  spring;  and  he  thought  he  would'  not 
build  such  a  house  as  others  had  built.  It  was  an  extremely  cold  -winter , 
but  -whenever  the  weather  was  so  they  thought  they  could  stand  it  to  go  out 
to  work,  Eli  would  go  down  to  his  place  and  clear  away  the  under  brusn  in 
readiness  to  build,  this  time  he  had  concluded  to  stay  till  falu,  but 
thought  he  cc'uld  -not  stay  any  longer  in  such  a  wilderness  country. 
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‘**He  finally  cut  the  logs  for  a  house  and  hewed  them  very  parti cularlyj  and 
"vdiile  cutting  and  preparing  the  logs^,  he  became  so  homesick  that  he  decided 
to  move  his  family  down  to' where  he  was  at  work*  This  ifrould  save  him  much 
time  going  and  comingo  Scc,  when  the  coldest  weather  v/as  over^,  they  set  up  . 
a  tent  and  lived  in  it  for  a  timeo  The  rest  tried  to .  persuade  .him  not  to  do 
this  because  of  the  ill  heal.th  of  his  Yd..f.e|  but  she 'was  willing  if  only  it 
vrould  satisfy  himo  He  set  the  tent  with  the  opening  to  the  easto  Just  be¬ 
hind  it  stood  a  very  large  sugar  tree  which  forked  several' feet  from  the 
groundo  One  day,  when  he  was  away  from  home,  there  came  up  a  tremendous  hur^- 
ricane,  such  a  one  as  I  had  never  seen  before o  Greatly  alarmed,  he  started 
for  homeo  When' within  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  home,  he  observed  trees  torn

Indianao  A  young  man  whose  parents  settled,  in  Washington  Cco,  had  a  -sweet¬

•'A  people  strongly  opposed  to  the  slave  traffic  made  themse'lves  felt  by  the 
operation  of  Y^hat  T;a,5  Imown  as  the  under groiond  railway,  in  the  'newly  -settled 
lands  of  Ohio  and  Indiana,  especially  in  the  IVhitewater  valleyo  liany  of  our 
people  were  instrumental  v/ith  others  in  he'lping  fugitive  slaves  ori  toward  ' 
Canada,  where  they  could  not  be  overtaken  and  brought  back  by  their  masters, 

•’ o o o oWilliam  (issa.;?  —  editor,),  my  ancestor,  son  of  Isaac  and  Martha,  also 
died  in  North  Carclinao  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  with  her  children  and  grand¬ 
children  were  ameng  the  early  settlers  of  Clinton  Coo,  OhiOo  She  could  re¬ 
member  the  overland  trip  from  Penn-sy^lvar-la  to  North  Carolina  in  a  Conestoga 
wagon,  and  she  lived  to  see  her  fourch  generation «  There  would  be  much  to 
tell  of  this  family  of  her-s,  but  I  will  mention  only  one  of  the  sons,  Isaac 
Harvey,  my  great  grandfather »  He  was  one  cf  many  in  our  branch  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  In  Ohio  and  Indi.ana  who  sacrificed  much  in  missionary  -work  among  the  In- 
dianso  Through  his  efforts.  Friends  were  interested  to  establish  a  mission 
at  the  headquarters  of  the  reservation  for  the  Shawnees  at  Wapakonnetta,  Ohio, 
and  he  and  his  wife  who  was  lydia  Dicks,  were  the  superintendents  for  many 
years.  He  is  accredited  with  having  put  an  end  to  belief  in  witchcraft  among 
teh  Shawnees,  and  the  story  of  his  offering  his  own  life  before  the  council 
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of  vfar-determined  chiefs,  to  save  that  of  one  accused^,  I  have  foiond  in  four 
different  books  on  the  shelves  of  cur  State  Libraryo  It  is  best  given  in 
®  Hi  story  of  the  Shaimee  Indians^  ^  'by  Henry  Harvey^  and  it  is  vrell  given  in 
^The  Prophet^  by  Edward  Egglestono 

”Y/hen  the  lands  of '  Ohio  were  wanted  for  settlements  of  white  people^,  the 
Indians^  by  treaty,,  accepted  .a  reservation  in  ?/hat  is  novf  the  state  of  Kan¬ 
sas  o  Many  of  the  Harveys  of  our  branch  had  a  part  in  the  work' of  carrying 
on  the  mission  e-stablished  there,  Simon  D,  and  Mary  H,  Har'/ey,  ny  grand¬ 
parents^  ass'inied  the  work  at  a  time  when  there  was  so  much  iav/lessness  and 
border  ruffians  had  already  attempted  to  break  up  the  mission  because  of  the 
sympathy  shewn  to  fugitive'  slaves.  My  parent-35  Moses  B,  and  Martha  Harvey 
and  their  two  little  girls^  my  elder ' sisters «  went  out  by  wagon  from  India¬ 
na  in  I8p7c,  to  assist  at  the  mission.  They  later  settled  in  Karj.sas5  and  in 
Kansas  I  was  borrio 


**One  more  i±ew  and  the  pageant  is  done,  Bs-ok  there  I'vhere  we  were  looking 
upon  the  efforts  of  our  people  with  others,  to  mitigate  the  sufferings  of 
the  slaves,  I  should  have  called  your  attention  to  a  scene  enacted  at  the 
National  Capital,  I  give  it  as  found  in  -Cyru”  Pringle  Ms  Diary  5,'^  a  book  in  ' 
cur  city  library's  Min  several  occasions,  ^•riends,  in  l-arger  or  smaller  groups, 
went  to  Washington  for  times  of  prayer  and  special  communion  rdth  the  great 
president,  Lincoln,  These  times  were  deeply  appreciated  by  the  heavily  bur¬ 
dened  man.  Tears  ran  down  his  cheeks,,  we  are  told,  as  he  sat  in  bowed  si¬ 
lence,  or  knelt  as  they  prayea  for  him  to' Almighty  God,  Writing  of  the  visit 
of  Isaac  and  Sa2.’a]:f  Harvey,  of  Clinton  Go,,  Ohio,  in  the  autumn  of  1862,  Lin¬ 
coln' tenderly  said,  ^May  the  Lord  comfort  them  as  they  have  sustained  me,'^^*'

his  service  Lorenzo  nicknamed  ’Wren’  —  was  struck  on  the  head  by  a  spent

’’Christopher  Hiatt  died  April  7,  1868,  at  the  age  of  eighty-five.  His  wife 
died  in  June  of  the  same  year’,  less  than  two  months  later  ®  They  are  buried 
in  the  graveyarxi  at  the  Martinsirille  Meeting  House®  My  father,  iiriic  was  bora 
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in  December  186$ ^  wasj  of  course,  only  three  or  four  years  old  at  the  time 
of  their  death o  Their  first  son  had  been  born  in  Virginia  in  1803,  or  six- 
ty-tv/o  years  before  my  father's  birt.h  (he  being  a  grandson  —  editor}® 

"Thus  each  generation  could  have  but  little  recollection  of  their  grand¬ 
fathers® 

"Mar-y  of  Christopher  and  Jemima  Hiatt's  sons  and  daughters  had  married  and 
passed  to  the  West  in  the  great  flow  across  the  continent  between  the  war 
of  1.812  and  the  Civil  War®  Consequently^  my  father  could  have  known  only 
those  who  remained  around  Martinsville  after  the  Civil  War  or  viho  returned 
for  •'dsits  since  then®"  B®  M®  Hiatt  (R8ij.)

J,o^n  Hiatt,  was  born  in  1800®  This  was  all  he  knew,  and  is,  therefoz'e,  all 
I  know  of  his  birth,  owing  to  the  desuruction  of  the  family  records  of  my 
grandfather  by  fire  after  the  death  of  the  latter,  my  father  having,  iis.  the 
meantime,  become  a  traveling  jGum.eyman  at  his  trade  —  cabinet  making® 
Hiatt-like,  he  wa.s  careless  of  such  matters,  especially  in  his  younger  days© 

**'At  the  age  of  36  years  my  father,  while  wor'kin.g  at  his  trade  as  a  journey¬ 
man,  in  Center'ville,  Indiana,  married  Clarinda  Stiggleman,  she  being  then 
2k  years  oldo  She  was  a  sister  of  the  widely  known  mill-wrlght  John  Stiggle¬ 
man,  who  became  wealthy,  and  lived  and  died  on  a  faim  near  Centervilie®  Mo¬ 
ther  was  a  very  superior  woman  intellectually  —  a  self-made  scholar  and  a 
bcm  teacher®  She  taught  me  to  read  in  the  Bible  by  the  time  I  was  two  years 
oldo  She  taught  Father  English  Grammar,  Composition,  Rhetoric,  the  Higher 
Arithmetic,  and  had  him  reading  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  Syriac,  and  Ger¬ 
man  before  I  was  six.  years  old®  She  afterwards  taught  him  Latin®  Of  course 
she  was  a  great  help  to  me  when  I  was  going  to  sch®oio  In  fact,  she  was  ny 
main  teacher®  Profo  Hoshour  said  that  she  was  the  greatest  natural  linguist 
that  he  ever  knew®  And  the  wonderful  thing  about  this  most  wonderful  woman 
was  that  she  was  practically  always  her  own  teacher,  hia\ring  never  had  but

it  had  on  it  a  ribbon  exceeding  a.  quainter  of  ah  inch  in  breadth  he  would  in¬ 
stantly  tear  off  the  offending  crnament^  and  tie  a  string  in  its  place o  ft 
always  seemed  strange  to  me  that  he  sho'uld.  have  been  so  indifferent  about 
orthodox  doctrines  and  yet  so  uns'wervingly  persistent  in  orthodox  habits o 
Mother  always  used  the  plain  language'^  to  him. to  avoid  offending  him|  and 
a  veiy  amusing  occurrence  between  them  converted  him  from  a  hatred  of  flow¬ 
ers  to  a  love  of  themo  One  bright  forenoon 5,  when  Father  came  from  his  shop 
to  the  house  on  a  special  errand^,  he  found  Mother  in  the  front  yard  water¬ 
ing  her  posies^  and  to  her^,  very  gently  §  ^Clarindup  don’ll  thee  think  that 
thee  is  employed  in  a  mighty  foolish  business?^  ^Well^,  -  John^  ^  she  repliedc, 
in  her  inimitable  sweetness  of  manner 5,  *^1  don’^t  know  but  that-I  amo  But 
don®t  thee  think  that  God  was  employed  in  mighty  foolish  business  when  he 
made  these  floral.  beautieSo’^  Father  stood  a  moment 5,  gazing  steadily  at  her 5, 
and  then  stepped  up^  tapped. her  lightly  on  the  shoulder^  and  said?  ’'Clarindaj 
thee'^s  ri_ght  in  thy  love  of  flowers^  and  I'^m  wr^rigp  and  have  al.wayE  been 
wrong® p'rdm  that  forwa:i:b  there  ytb.s  no  warmer~lL3mirer  of  flowers  than  Fath¬ 
er® 


"Father  had  three  brothers  of  whom  he  and  Mother  used  to  talk  —  Caleb®  En¬ 


och^  and  Josiah® 


The  .first  named  was  a  cabinet-maker 5,  and  was  my  father *s 
partner  in  a  shop  that  was  among  the  first  of  its  kind  in  Cincinnati®  But 
this  was  previous  to  Father® s  marriage^  and  just  about  the  close  of  Father® s 
carreer  as  a  traveling  journeyman®  After  the  termination  of  this  partnership^ 
Father  went  to  Centerville®  Indiana j,  took  a  Jeur®s  job  —  shortly  afterwards 
took  a  wife  —  the  oni.y  one  he  ever  had  —  from  that  time  onward  generally 
owned  his  own  shop®  Whether  he  had  any  brothers  other  than  those  jsut  named.

At  once  I  shot  up  the  stairway,  found  Mr®  '^Hyet'^s^  office,,  and  introduced 
nyselfo  I  asked  him  where  he  was  born  and  raised »  He  ansTrered;  *0n  the 
Weeah,  in  Tippicanoe  Countyo''  And  what  was  your  father'^s  full  name?^  'Enoch 
Hyet?  Did  you  ever  hear  him  speak  of  a  brother  named  John  Hiatt?'  'A  great 
many  timeso'  'Was  your  father  raised  a  Quaker?'  'He  was*'  'Where  was  he 
bom?'  'In  Guilford  Go*,  North  Carolinao'  'What  was  the  name  of  your  father's 
father?'  'Joseph  Hiatt,  the  Quaker  tramp  hatter*' 

"'Mr*  Hiatt,  you  are  my  own  ccusin*  I  am  a  son  of  John  Hiatt,  son  of  Joseph 
Hiatt,  the  North  Carolina  hatter*  But  youv'e  got  the  name  all  wrong  in  the 
spelling* 

»*I  then  told  him  how  the  name  should  be  spelled,  and  gave  him  my  card*  He 
was  wonderfully  taken  aback,  and  at  once  proceeded  to  make  a  very  interesting 
explanation* 

*"My  father,'  said  he,  'married  a  French  lady  —  very  smart,  and  well  educat¬ 
ed  in  her  native  tongue |  but  she  could  neither  read  nor  write  a  word  in  Eng¬ 
lish*  My  father  died  -vdien  I  and  my  two  sisters  were  small,  and,  unfortunately, 
he  had  never  kept  a  family  record*  In  course  of  time  a  New  England  school- 
marm  came  along  and  opened  a  subscription  school*  We  children  were  sent  to 
that  school,  which  was  our  first*  The  teacher,  desiring  to  enroll  us,  asked 
us  our  name*  We  told  her*  She  then  wished  to  know  how  to  spell  it*  We 
couldn't  tell  her  thatj  nor  could  our  mother  when  she  was  called  on*  And  so 
the  teacher,  herself,  wrote  our  names  on  the  book,  and  spelled  them  'Hyet,' 
and  that  is  the  way  I  learned  to  spell  the  name*' 

"J*  Wo  Hiatt  was,  when  I  met  him,  among  the  brightest  of  the  young  lawyers 
of  Indiana*  He  died  of  consumption  not  long  after  I  bade  him  good  bye*  His 
two  sisters  distinguished  themselves  as  teachers,  and  married  good  men,  both 
of  whom  were  high  in  professional  life  —  one  of  them  a  lawyer,  the  other  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  a  western  college*  I  had  the  names  of  these  men

’^y  father,  Edwin  Smith,  was  a  descendent  of  William  Smith,  of  Wri^tstown; 
v,tio  came  to  Bucks  Coo,  Pa®,  from  Yorkshire,  England,  in  168I|.,  and  his  wife, 
Mary  Croasdale,  daughter  of '  Thomas  and  Agnes  Croasdale,  wh.6  with  their  six 
children,  came  to  Bucks  Co®,  on  the  Ship  ’Welcome’  in  1682® 

’•Father’s  mother  was  Margaret  Coale,  a  descendent  of  William  Coale,  a  prom¬ 
inent  Quaker  of  Ann  Arundel  Co®,  Md® 

’’Father  -wus  born  in  Chester  Co®,  Pa®,  February  28,  1818®  In  1836,  the  fam¬ 
ily  moved  to  Wayne  Co®, '  Indiana®  He  was  married  at  Dublin,  Ind®, '  January 
3,  I8U6,  to  Lydia  Hiatt,  daughter  of  Silas  and  Anna  (Clary)  Hiatt,  who  had 
come  from  Guilford  Co®,  N®  C®  about  182L,.. 
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’^'Scon  after  their  marriage ^  my  parents  retuT’ned  to  Coats'd.ileo  Chester  Cco., 
Pacp  Tihere  they  iin^ed  for  eleYsn  years.  In"  the  fall  of  18.97, v  "with  their 
three  childi^en^  cf  Miich  I  was  the  youngestj  they  8mi,grated  to  Kansas^  as 
my  mother’s  brother^  He:ary  Hiatt^  -who  had  c-ome  to  Kansas  several  years  be-” 
fore^  had  written  of  the  advantages  of  this  new  country j,  and  of  homes  to  be 
had  by  taking  up  a  heme  stead® 


’’They  traveled  as  far  as  Jefferson  City,  Mo®,  by  rail /then,  as  the  railroad 
terminated  there,  they  took  a  steamboat  to  Leave nwortb,  Kansas,  then  the 
suage-coach  to  Lawrence  and  on  to  the  home  of  my  Uncle  Henrj’-  at 'Twin  Mounds 
about  twenty  miles  soutriwest  of  Lawrence®  Twin  Mounds,  which  was ‘then  a  '  ''  ' 
Post-office®  dei’ives  ins  name  from  nwe  long  mounds,-  similar  in  sise.  and  shape, 
in  the  vLcinitj® 

’’Dij.ring  the  winter  of  189T'"58,  we  lived  in  a  small,  log  bouse  acrOvSS'the  road 
from  the  farm  now  owned  oy  nry  cousin,  Clyde  Hiatt®  The  next  spring®  Father  ' 
entered  homestead  papers  on  160  acres  of  good,  bottimi' land  south  cf  Twin  Mounds 
on  Rock  Creek,  hut  being  without  furtds  and  equipment,  he  traded  his  equity 
in  this  homestead  for  a  yolce  of  oxen  and  pre-empted  another  quarter  section" 
a  little  farther  north  and  a  mile  west®  As  winter  was  coming  on,  he  hastily 
erected  a  log  cabin  ax:d  tried  to  malce  things  as  comfortable  as  he  could  for 
inclement  weather®  '11x6  next  spring,  he  plowed  up  the  sod  and  plantvsd  com® 

But  sod  corn  was  net  a  very  profitable  crop  and  wiien  the  drought  of  1860 
came,  very  few  of  the  famers  were  able  to  live  through  the  winter  without 
help  from  more  prosperous  friends®  Mary  settlers  sent  back;  east  to  friends 
asking  for  money,  clothing,  and  seed  for  another  crop®  X  do  not  reEnember 
this  drought  for  I  was  born  in  1656s  si.nd  was  only  a  year  old  when  we  came' 
to  Kansas,  but  I  do  rem.ember  a  later  one  when  we  again  had  to  ask  help'  from 
friends  and  relatives  in  Pennsylvania®  They  sent  us  a  box  o.f  clothing,  most¬ 
ly  old  discarded  garments^  a  very  few  were  new®  Dresses  and  hats  were  out 
of  date,  most  of  the  shoes  we  could  not  wear,  but  we  made  the  best  of  it  and 
were  truly  thankful  that  we  could  keep  warm  and  go  re5peci.abj.e0  They  did 
send  us  some  money,  so  it  wasn’t  .so  bad  after  all® 


’’Log  cabins  dotted  the  prairies.,  here  and  there,  about  us®  They  were  cov».  ' 
e.red  with  clapboaicds  hewed  .from  nati'<''e  lumber,  the  cracks  chinked 'with  oaly® 

I  have  o.ften  heard  Mother  tell  of  the  first  home  we  had  rn  Kansas®  It  was 
made  of  lai^ge  logs  notched  at  the  comers  to  make  them  fit  more  closely® 

The  wind  whistled  through,  xhe  walls  in  winter  and  the  dust  bie'w  through  in 
summer,  but  she  papered  the  walls  with  newspapers  and  made  rag  rugs  for  the 
floors  and  we  x-heught  we  were  <8.1  ving  like  Kings’,  very  enthasiastic  aiid  hope- 
fill  about  the  new  country  they  were  zo  conquer® 


^Though  living  close  to  the  streams,  there  was  no  shade  on  t.he  prairie,  so 
everyone  hastened  to  plant  groves  .for  protection  from  the  cold  blasts  of  win¬ 
ter  and  the  intense  heat  of  summer  for  they  found  Kansas  to  be  a  land  of  ex¬ 
tremes  in  climate®  Our  fir-st  shade  trees  were  cotuonwood,  box-elder,  bl.ack 
locust,  and  the  coffee-bean  tree®  As  they  were  short-lived,  they  were  later 
replaced  with  elm,  cak®  gjnd  hard  maple® 


’’For  some  time  there  were  no  neighbors  we-st  of  us®  The  land  was  all  open 
prairie,  owned  by  Eastern  Capixaj-istso  Cattle  ran  free  on  these  prairie.® 
and  it  was  my  task,  with  the  aid  of  our  good  shephers  dog,  to  round  up  our 
own  cattle  each  eveni,ng  and  drive  them  home®  We  always  cut  our  hay  from  this 
land,  and  the  earliest  settlers  got.  the  best  cuttings® 

’Wnen  county  lines  were  clearly  established.  Father  found  that  his  farm  was 
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not  in  Dou^as  County,  but  just  over  the  line  in  Osage  County o  But  all  our 
activities  lay  to  the  east;  we  got  our  mail  at  Twin  Mounds  0,  in  Douglas 
County  and  we  were  in  the  Twin  Mounds  school  district •  The  first  school  I 
attended  was  in  a  little  red  schoolhouse  located  near  to  where  the  Tvdn  Mou¬ 
nds  Church  now  stands*  Later  1  went  to  the  stone  schoolhouse  -which  is  still 
being  used  for  school  purposes* 

”My  Uncle,  Henry  Hiatt,  kept  the  store  at  Twin  Mounds  and  operated  the  first 
■wind  grist  mill  in  that  part  of  the  country*  He  -was  also  the  Postmaster'  and 
kept  an  Inn  vhich  was  one  of  the  stopping  places  on  the  stage  line  between 
Lav/rence  and  Emporia* 

"Prairie  fires  vrere  frequent,  and  Father  was  often  called  out  to  help  some 
neighbor  protect  his  buildings*  Sometimes  backfires  failed  to  stop  the  fire 
and  then  women  and  children  rushed  to  aid  with  water  and  wet  burlap  sacks* 
Once  Fa-bher  lost  a  large  crib  of  corn  in  one  of  thses  fires  and  the  vhole 
family  sat  up  all  night  watching  the  sparks  that  other  buildings  -would  not 
catch  fire*  Later  buildings  and  even  the  fences  were  built  of  stone.  The 
house  on  Father’s  farm  which  replaced  the  log  cabin  was  made  of  stone  in 
1870  and  is  still  occupied  by  the  present  owner* 

"After  the  drought  nf  i860,  times  were  very  hard,  and  in  the  summer  of  1863, 
Father  -went  to  Lawrence,  -where  he  entered  into  partnership  -with  a  Mr*  Sar¬ 
gent  to  ehgage  in  the  grocery  and  meat  business.  In  the  early  morning  of 
August  21,  of  that  year,  Quantrell  and  his  guerilla  band  swooped  do-wn  upon" 
the  t-won  just  as  the  stores  were  being  opened*  Upon  hearing  the  firing' Mr* 
Sargent  ran  out  the  back  door  of  the  store  and  was  shot  and  badly  -wounded* 
Father  went  into  the  cellar,  -yyhich  was  partially  filled  with  water*  The 
building  was  fired  and  he  escaped  through  a  -window*  He  found  M-^s*  Sargent 
standing  near  her  husband  and  helped  her  drag  him  to  a  spot  fainher  from  the 
flames,  then  hid  in  the  brush  on  the  bank  of  the 'river  near-by  until  Quant¬ 
rell’ s  men  had  passed  on  to  another  part»  of  to-wn*  Mr«"Sargent  died*  Law¬ 
rence  -was  peaceful  to-wn,  the  citizens  •wer^'  unarmed,  and 'there  were  very 
few  men  left  to  care  for  -the  dead  and  to  rebuild  the  toi'm* 

"Father  continued  in  business  at  a  new  location  and  in  October  brought  his 
family  to  Lawrence  to  live*  I  attended  school  in  the  historic  old  Urntari- 
an  Church  -which  stood  on  the  west  side  of  Ohio  Street  in  the  900  block. 

There  were  many  alarms  that  guerillas  -irrere  coming  again  ai<.d  teacher'  and 'pul 
pils  would  hide  for  ardiile  in  the  brush  on  the  hillside  but  none  ever  came* 
Later  I  went  to  school  in  the  old  Central  School  and  atte'hded  Sunday  School 
at  the  Methodist  Church  which  stood  -where  the  Masonic  Temple  now  stands* 

"In  1869,  after  living  in  La-wrence  seven  years,  we  moved  back  to  the  farm. 
Sister  Emma  was  married  from  the  old  homestead  in  1875  and  I  was  married 
there  a  year  later*  Father  died  in  1898  and  a  few  years  later  the  home¬ 
stead  was  sold  and  Mother  and  my  two  'brothers  moved  to  Quenemo  in  Osage 
County* 

"Father  -was  a  quiet  man,  but  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  life  of  the  com¬ 
munity  and  -was  always  ready  to  help  in  any  -way.  For’a-while,  he 'was  Justice 
of  the  Peace  and  ever  after  was  often  addressed  as  Squire  Smith,  by  the  old 
settlers* 

"Mother  was  past  89  years  -when  she  died  in  Quenemo.  She  was  a  remarkable 
woman  in  many  ways*  She  was  a  great  reader,  and  took  a  lively  interest  in 
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political  affairs o  She' kept  a  diary o  never  missing  a  day®s  entry  until  witn- 
ir  a  month  of  her  deaths  and  carried  on  an  extensive  correspondence  7d.th  nu¬ 
merous  friends  and  relatives  (RI.08) 


Beth  Edwin  and  Lydia  Smith  were  birthright  Quakers,  as  was  my  mother,  Winnie 
Smith  Lyons o  There  was  no  meeting  of  Quakers  nearer  than  Lawrence,  twenty 
milss  away,  which  was  too  far  for  them  to  attend  as  horse  and  buggy  was  their 
means  of  travel o  The  Methodists  held  S^mday  School  and  preaching  services  at 
Twin  Mounds  Schoolho'ase,  which  they  attendedo  When  these  meetings  were  dis¬ 
continued,  Grandmother  and  my  uncles,  Wilmer  and  Chester  Smith,  went  to  church 
at  Richland,  in  Shawnee  Count''%  seven  miles  awayo  Gran-dmcther  and  ray  uncles 
finally  joined  the  Methooist  Church  there,  but  Grandfather  never  joined  any 
other  church o  —  Ida  Go  Lyons  (RI08)

My  father,  Zachary  Hyatt,  came  to  Wayne  County,  Ihd<,,  l8lit,  and  to  Randolph 
County  in  l8l7o  Winchester,  when  I  first 'saw  it,  October,  I8I95  had  a  court 
house  and  jail,  and  three  houseso  Once  father  lay  sick,  and  X  was  weavingo 
Suddenly  I  saw  through  the  open  door' a  deer"  crawling  through  a  crack  in  the 
fence o  There  were  two  crooked  rails,  one  up  and  the  other  dovnio  The  deer 
had  one  hind  leg  broken*  I  sprang  out  with  ny  little  thread-lcnife,  and  my 
sisters  and  myself,  with  the  dog,  chased  the  deer  one-quarter" Of  a  mile  to 
a  pond  about  knee  deepo  The  dog  caught  the  deer  by  the  throat,  and  we  waded 
in  and  killed  it  with  clubs*  We  dragged  the  deer  from  the  water cut  th'e 
leaders  of  the  legs',  and  tucked  the  others  in“so*we  could  carry  it  with  a  ' 
pole,  and  in  that  way  we  bore  it  home  in  triumph*  The  men  were  away,  except 
father,  and  he  was  sick*  Once  the  men  were  shooting  turkeys,  and  one  lit 
down  into  the  yard  and  tried  to  crawl  through  the  fence*  My  sister  and  I 
caught  it  and  killed  it* 


used  to  spin  and  weave  a  great  deal*  I  have  woven  many  a  yard  of' tow, 
and  linen,  aid  woolen,  I  wove  coverlets,  etc,,  for  the  whole  region,  Rich¬ 
mond,  Mississinewa,  Wabash, 'etc,  Mr,  Lewallyn  from  Ridge ville,  once  bought’ 
five  coverlets,  I  told  him^  ^I  canH  weave  them,  I  have  more  -than  I  can" do, 
'^EonH  say  a  word,  said  he,  shall  leave  the  work,  and  you  must  do  it, 
though  it  should  stay  here  five  years,®'  he  left  the  work,  and  in ‘due 
time  I  wove  them.  We  used  to  card  and  spin  raw  cotton,  and  wool  too.  My 
price  for  weaving  coverlets  v/as,  $1  apiece* 

'®0ne  day  mother  went  away  to  be  gone  ten  days*  The  flax  -was  on  the  ground 
rotting*  We  girls  took  up  the  flax,  dried,  broke,  swingled  and  hatcheled 
it,  carded,  spun  and  wove  it,  and  by  the  time  mother  came  home,  the  cloth 
was  in  garments,  and  on  the  children®  backs. 

’’We  used  pewt.er  platters,  dishes,  etc*  (Mrs*  Pickett  showed  a  lai'ge  ancient 
pewter  platter,  about'  a  foot  across,  and  heavy' a'nd  thick,"  that  her  mother 
bought  in  1818*  It  had  never  been  molded  over,  and  was  about  as  good  as 
new* ) 

”My  father  sold  his  place  in  North  Carolina,  and  got  ready  to  m'dve  to  "Ind¬ 
iana*  Everything  was  packed  and  loaded,  ready  to"' start  in  the  morning* 

The  boys  got  up  before  dayli^t,  and  fed  the' horses,  and  got 'the  harness  "to 
*gea3’  up*®  Mother  said,  ®You  need' not  do  it,  father  is  sick*®  In  ten  days, 
father  died*  Mother  marr-ied  again,  arid  in  a  year  or  two,  came  to  Indiana*’®

’*My  father,  Edward  Camp,  was  a  descendarit  of  the  Mellors  who  came  from  Eng-" 
lando  They  had  bought  land  in  Kentucky  before  they  left  England;  When'they 
came  down  the  Ohio  River  on  their  way  to  Kentucky,  they  landed  afMarietta'o 
On  learning  the  Indians  were  so  hostile  that  it  was  unsafe' to  procee'd,’  they  “■ 
were  prevailed  upon  to  settle  near*  Mariettao  The  Ohio  Company  Purchase,  'dim-' 
ing  quite  a  lot  of  land  to  be  given  to  settlers,  gave  them  laiid  on  Wolf  Creek, 
near  the  mouth  where  it  empties  into  the  Muskingmn  River,  at  the'  town'called 
Waterfordo  They  never  went  to  Kentucky  but  they  learned  years  after  that^ 
Lexington,  Kentucky  was  on  the  land  they  bought  of  the  King  before  leaving 
England  o 

»«My  grandfather  Campus  name  was' Jesse,  I  never 'saw  him.  He  was  mostly' on" 
the  River  from  Pittsburgh,  Penn,  to  New  Orleans,  He  would  come  hom'd' 'onc'e' “a 
year  to  see  his  two  boys,  Edward  and  Samuel,  who  lived  with  their  Grandfather 
Mellor,  When  my  father  was  about  eighf'or  nine  years  old,  his  father  wrote 
to  them  that  he  would  be  home  at  a  cert adn 'time  to  make  them  a  visit.  They 
never  saw,  or  heard  tell  of,  him  after  that, 

»*My  father,  born  November  liith,  l8ll,  and  my  mother,  Rowena  Card  (daughter  ’ 
of  David  and  Mary  Hiett  Gard),  born  December  20,  1810,  were  married  October 
3,  l833o  My  father  was  a  tanner  by  trade,  having  learned  his'trade  under  '' 
George  L,  Corner  for  T«hom  I  was  named.  My  father  had  his  tanyard  in'whafis 
now  Palmer  Township  on  the  Marietta  and  Lancaster  State  roadj  about  'three'- 
quarters  of  a  mile  east  of  iwhere  the  road  crosses  Wolf  Creek,  We  lived  at 
this  place  until  I  was  ten  years  of  age, 

^Father  oumed  about  eight  or  ten  acre?  around  his  tanyard  and  every  year' the 
thistles  were  very  thick.  My  job  was  to  keep  them  cut  down  but,  boylike,’  T 
was  so.  slow  at  it  that  many  would  ripen  before  they  were  cut.  The  consequences 
were  the  ground  was  reseeded  every  year,'  In  181+6,  father  sold'his-hdme 'and 
tanyard  to  Robert  I,  Danley,  a  shoemaker,  who  did  not  cut  the  thistles  arid 
they  all  went  to  seed  and  blew  away  and  the  l.ot  was  left  clean,  no  thistle sX 

’^Father  owned  a  hundred  acres  on  Wolf  Creek,  north'of  Grandfather? s' arid" three- 
quarters  mile  from  the  road  and  we  moved  into  a 'log  house''on  'my  Grandfather?  s 
place  near  this  one  hundred  acres  on  Wolf  Creek,  There  was  a 'good  sugar'  or¬ 
chard  on  the  place  which  we  tapped  and  made  sugar  and  molasses  every  year, 

'•Father  sold  this  one  hundred  acres  and  bought  l60  acres, 'all  woods,' three 
or  four  miles  further  up  the  creek,  cleared  out  two  acres,  and  put  uiTa  ' 
round  log  house  raised  it  the  day  I  was  tTvelve  years  old,  W61f  Creek' 
ran  into  this  land  at  the  west  end  and  ran  for  half  a  mile  east,  then  out 
on  the  north  side.  There  was  a  splendid  mill  site  and  so  much  timb'er  on  the 
place  on  both  sides  of  Wolf  Creek,  that  father  let  my  Uncle  Hiram  Gard'riave 
it,  with  ten  acres,  to  build  a  sawmill  so  as  to  get  the  timber  sawed  up.  We 
had  oak  four  feet  in  diameter  and  poplars  that  were  five  feet  in  diameter, 
also  a  good  sugar  orchard  on  the  creek  bottom. 
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*''The  first  season  we 'were  ready  to  begin  boiling  sap^  I  was  cutting  wood  to 
build  the  first  firSo  I  had  a  mishap  and  the"ax  hit  my  foot 5,  cut  through'  " 
the  great  toe  joints  putting  a  stop  to  my  sugar -making  that  year^  so  I  stayed 
at  home  and  kept  house  and  let  the  others  go  to  the  campo 

’*I  was  bom  January  265,  1835  in  the  hewed  log^  two-story  house 'at ' ‘the  "tanyardj 
about  ohe  mile  from  the  old  Browns  Mills^  which  is  on  Wolf  Creek  and  on  the 
State  Road  leading  from  Itaiietta  to  Ijanca-ster^  Ohio«  My  brothers  and  sisters 
were  as 'follows  s  (to  avoid  repetition  these  data  will' appear  elsewhere  in 
this  volume^  under  their  respective  headings  —  editoro) 

^Mother  died  April  10 5,  1887V  aged  76  years^,  3  months^  20  dayso  Father 'die‘d"“ " 
August  265,  1888',  aged  76  yearsj,  8  months^  6  days  o'  (See  notes  from  Eo  Mo  Bates, 
appended  hereto,  regarding  other  incidents  in  Edward  Campus  lifeo  —  Dorothy 
Co  Bockmier®)

tramp,  and 'proposed  to  teach  me  the  trade  provided  I  would  furnish  the “tools 
and  materials  (we.  having  plenty  of  timber)  and  go  halvers  in  the  prdfitso'  ' 

So  I  became  a  carriage  and  wagon  builder o  Being  at  home,  I  could  still  help 
a  good  deal  on  the  farmo 

”1  was  married  to  Sarah  H<,  Palmer  on'October  25th,  1855 »  She  and  I  had~all

Eo  Churcho  Her  father  ^md  mother  ^*d  mine  were  married  about 'the “"s'ame' 'time »

«0n  June  13^  I86I5  our  second  child  was  bom,  a  boy, .  Elmer  Ellswortho'  He 

died  January  31,  l862o  On  December  10th,  1862,  my  wife  Sarah  Ho' died,  and 

was  buried  in  the  Card  Cemetery  on  what  was  my  Grandfather®  s  farm,

“For  about  three  years,  part  of  the  time  I  ran  the  sawill  my  Uncle  had  built','" 
as  Father  and  I  had  bought  ito  After  about  two  years  we  sold  it  to  John  Thomas 
The  balance  of  this  time,  my  brother  and  I  worked  my  father ®s  farmo 

“In  September  I86I,  my  brother  David  enlisted  in  COo  Fo,  63d  0o'¥o  ro"0n'"“ 
the  liith  of  August  1862,  two  of  my  cousins  came  to  see' me  and  bid  me  goodbye  * 
as  they  were  going  to  Marietta  to  enlist 'on  the ‘next  dayo  "I  did "hot  bid  them 
goodbye  but  said,  will  go  with  you®,  and  dido  We  enlisted  August  15,"1862 
in  Coo  Go,  92nd  Oo  Vo  lo  We  left  Camp  Marietta  in  October,  went  to  Point

“On  January  26th',  we  took  steamers  down  the  Kanaiflfea  to  the  Ohio,  then'to  the 
Cumberland  River,  landed  at  Nashville,  Tennessee  where  we  camped  'for  two  'weeks, 
then  took  steamers  and' went  up  the  river  to  Carthage,  Tehho  in  February  18 63 o 
Here  I  had  the  measles,  not  very  bad,  but  many  of  our  Boys  died 'with  theid'o' 

In  June  we  started  on  the  March  to  Murfreesboro o-  Then  on  the  2Uth  of  June, 
started  againo  It  bgan  to  rain  in  the  afternoon  and  rained  onus  for  16"' 
dayso  I  had  to  sit  on  the  root  of  a  tree  to  get  out  of  the  water  to  sleep® 

In  due  time  we  crossed  the  Tennessee  River,  then  the  range  of  Sand  Mt®  and'" 
Lookout  Mto'to  Chicamauga  where  we  fought  two  days®  We  were 'surrounded,'  cut 
our  way  out,  and  got  back  to  Chattanooga  where  we  lay  all  winter,  but  on 
November  25th,  we  charged  Mission  Ridge  idiere  I  was'  hit' by'  a  ball"-v^ich‘ pass¬ 
ed  through  six  folds  of  my  blanket  and  entered  my  watch,  sa'^ng  ny  life®"  It 
knocked  me  down  but  drew  no  blood®  (Though  under  fire  nearly  200  days,  he 
was  never  wounded®  At  Mission  Ridge  a  bullet  passed  through  the  blanket 
roll  over  his  shoulder  and  lodged  in  the  ring  of  his  watch, "knocking  him 
down  but  drawing  no  blood®  This  watch  is  still  treasured  by  his  desc'endi 
ants  —  grandchildren  and  great-grandchildren  —  living  in  Seattle,  Wash®'"' 

—  Dorothy  C'®  Bockmier®)  This  winter  we  were  sometimes  very  short  of  some¬ 
thing  to  eat,  sometimes  drawing  four  crackers  to  last  us  three  days® 

“In  the  spring  of  l86ii,  we  started  on  the  campaign  to  Atlanta,  whicli  lasted 
62' days  and  we  were  under  fire  6l  days®  Then  rebel' Gen®  Hood  went  around" 
us,  then  we  followed  him  back  nearly  to  Chattanooga,  then  went  back  to "At¬ 
lanta  which  we  left  on  November  I6,  1861;' on  the  March  'with  Sherman  to""the  '"’'' 
Sea®^  life  arrived  at  the  city  of  Savannah,  Ga®"  December  13th;  lived  eight  days 
on  rice  in  the  sheaf,  hulling  it  and  eating  it  without  salt® 

“We  left  Savannah  February  1,  1865,  crossed  the  Savannah  at  Sisters  Ferry, 
marched  through  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina,  were  in  th'e  last  battle 
at  Bentonville,  N®  C®  March  19th  and' 20th®  We  rested  aWhile  at  Goldsboro, 

N®  C®,  then  marched  on  to  Washington,  D®  C®  and  went  thrbugh  the  Grand  Re-' 
view®  We  were  mustered  out' of  the  service  June  10,  1865,  went  to  Columbus, 

Ohio  where  we  were  paid  off,  and  I  reached  home  on  June  2ii,  1865®

“My  folks  were  eating  supper,  not  knowing  when  I  would  reach  home'®  (Clara 
G^d  Cooper  (d®  19  April  1950)  remembers' the  return  of  her  father,  James'

Bockmier®)  Little  Alice  did  not  know  her  soldier  father  at  first®  The 
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next  few  days  I  spent  in  the  wheat  fields  helping  my  father  save  his  wheat 

**Then  oh  July  Ist^,  Sister  Augusta  and  I  went  to  liarietta^  20  miles  awayo 
Got  there  in  the  eve  and  met  my  older  sister  Emily  Josephine  and  a  MrSo 
Deeble^,  a  dressmaker  with  whom  Josie  was  workings  Mrso  Deeble  was  a  widow 
and  she  and  I  had  been  correspohding"'for  two  years  but  had  never  seen  each 
other.,’  Everything  s'eemed  favorable  and’ both  willing^,  so  we  struck  a  match 
and  exploded  the ’bomb  and  were  married  on  July  ^j,“5o00  Ao  Mo  in ’order 'to 
take  the  62  o^ clock  train  out  to  the  country  where  F&ther’ livedo  We  are 
still  li'^ng  together  at  this  date^,  Thanksgiving  Day^  NoVo'"  27c)  1913o  Of*

'^en  ^I  was  fifteen^,  I  joined  the"  Methodist  Church  of  which  all' people  ” 
and  my  first  wife^s  pe'bple  were  members o  After  my  second' marria'gec,  X  moved" 
to  the  County  Seat  5,  Marietta,  and  for  two 'or  three  "year  s' worked  af’carpehter 
ingo  "'THeh'iiy 'brbtherlih*law,  Do  Po 'Adam's*, "and  X  bought "machihe'ry  and' start*

*^He  soon  bought  a  farm  four  miles  southeast  of  Vincent,  Ohio,  on  which  he 
lived  ■until  his  faanily  were  all  grown  and  had  migrated  west  to  the  frontier, 
.when  in  1886' he  filed  claim  four  miles  north  of  Shockeyyiile,  Kansas®  He 
died  in  1888,  Grandmother  (Rowena)  having  preceded  him  in  death  about  a  year 

^Grandfather  (Edward)  was  very  childish  the  last  years  of  his  life,  yet  his 
mind  was  perfectly  clear  on  things  that  happened  in  early  life  and  he  used 
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to  tell  me  many  things  that  happened  in  the  early’ days  in. Ohio o  He'was'a  tan¬ 
ner  by  trade©  One  story  that  made  quite  an  impression  on  my  mind 'had  to  do 
■with  the  business©'  He  used  to  trade  -with  the  Indiansj  in  fact,  got  most  of 
his  furs  from  them,  trading  beads,  trinkets,  etc© 

”In  I8i|0,  he  and  his  partner  decided  to  try  and  lay  in  a  big'  stock  of  furs 
for  their  winter® s  work©'  So  they  built  a  large  canoe  and  fo’jred  down  the  Ohio 
river  to  the  Mississippi,  then  up  the  Mississippi  to  St©  Louis,  which"at  that 
time  consisted  of  one  log  house  on  the  East  bank  of  the  river©  The"mah  in' 
charge  told  them  if  they  went  farther  to  be  very  careful" as  there  was'  a'" tribe" 
of  Indians  above  on  the  war  path©  Nevertheless,  they  pushed  ahead  three  days, 
and  the  third  night  out  camped  on  a  little  island  out  in  the  middle  of 'the'”' 
stream©  The  next  morning  they  had  not  gone  far  until  a  band  of  Indians '"came 
running  down  to  the  east  bank  wa-vlng  furs,  and  they  started  to  go  to  shore'” 

T&ien  they  noticed  there  were  no  squaws  or  papooses  among” them,  and" that" the 
braves  had  on  war  paint©  So  they  piled  their  fiors  on  the  side' of 'the  boat  "  ’ 
and  turned  do'wn  the  middle  of  the  stream©  No  sooner  had  the  Indians  discover— ' 
ed  -idiat  they  were  doing  than  the  arrows  began  to  fly' thick  and" fa'st;' "Fortunate, 
ly  none  hit  them,  'but  several  hit  the  furs  they  had  piled  up  for  protection© 
Spme  of  the  Indians  follo'wed  on  the  bank,  and  some  on  rafts,  but  slowly  yet* 
steadily  they  gained  on  their  pursuers  until  by  noon  they  were  out  of" sight j 
ypt  they  rowed  all  day,  all  night,  and  until  noon  the  next  day  without  stop-" 
ping  for  rest©  Reaching  St©  Louis  again,  where  they  rested  a  'couple  'of  days, 
they  started  for  home  where  they  arrived  safely  with  a  very  large  load  of  val¬ 
uable  furs,  being  gone  four  months  on  the  trip©*®  (R80)

•’The  old  Curtis  Hiatt  house,  immediately  west  of  the  Soden  bridged  south' of 
the  Cottonwood,  built  the  winter  of  1857“8  by  that  sturdy  Quaker  pioneer^ 
might  almost  be  a  model  of  the  popular  Cape  Cod  cottages  copied,  so' widely 
today©  This  house  is  built  of  native  black  walnut  weatherboarding,  doors 
and  their  frames,  window  frames  and  all  dimension  timber©  The  old  building 
stands  firm  on  its  foundation,  despite  the  masiy  years  and  the  large  “number  ^ 
of  floods  that  have  passed  over  and  around  it©  Always  it  has  been ‘occupied, 
never  has  it  belonged  to  any  but  Hiatts,  and  never  has  'the're  been 'a  mortgage 
on  the  tract  of  land  to  yAitch  the  house  b'elongs©  The  374  acres  was'  deeded 
by  Curtis  Hiatt  to  his  dau^ter,  (Gulielma  Hiatt  Hinshaw)  and  she  irT  turn  '

“LUTHER  Lo  HIATT  —  was  born  in  Henry  Co®,  Indiana,  August  2d,  l81;h,  and  wafe 
the  oldest  son  of  Dro  A®  Ho  and  Mary' Ann  Hiatt®  When  he  was  fourteen  years 
of  age,  his  parents  moved  to  Wheaton,  on  account  of  its  educational  advan¬ 
tages,  the  Doctor  opening  a  drug  store  and  Luther,  the  following  year  enter¬ 
ed  Wheaton  College®  Here  he  remained  until  the  fall  of  1862,  when  he  enlist¬

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•’At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Wheaton  and  entered  his  father^  s 
drug  store,  and  in  a  short  time  succeeded  to  the  business <,  In  October,  of 
that  year,  he  was  married  to  Miss  Statira  E<,  Jewett,  of  Saratoga,  No  Yo, 
the  thirtieth  anniversary  of  their  marriage  being  celebrated  only  last  Fri¬ 
day  c 

’’Mr*,  Hiatt  was  an  ardent  republican  and  an  active  politician,  both  in  local ' 
and  state  politics «>  For  over  twenty  years  he  held  either  the  office  of  Jus¬ 
tice  of  the  Peace  or  Police  Magistrate,  He  was  elected  to  represent 'this, 
the  Fourteenth  District,  in  the  33d  General  Assembly  and* was*  re-elected 'to" 
the  3Uth.  It  was  during  his  tem  at  Springfield  that  the  great  Logan  fi^t' 
took  place,  and  he  was  one  of  the  invincible  103  wiio  voted  for  Logan  day  af¬ 
ter  day,  succeeding  in  tiring  out  the  democrats  and  finally  elected  their 
man  to  the  U,  So  Senateo  He  was  appointed  by  Gov®  Fifer,  one  of  the  three 
Trustees  of  the  Elgin  Insane  Hospital,  and  held  the  office  until  removed  by 
GoVo  Altgeld,  on  account  of  his  political  faitho 

*’In  Go  Ao  Ro  circles  he  was  active  and  popular,  and  it  was  largely  through

Although  he 
was  bom  in  a  humble  log  cabin  he  was  loved  and  cherished  and  cared  for  the' 
equal  of  any  in  his  day®  His  parenta  christened' him  James  Madison.  He  later" 

had  four  brothers  Jessie  Lafayette,  Isaac  Samuel,  John  Henry  and  Edmond  Frank¬

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** The  subject  of  getting  the  necessities  of  life  in  those  days^,  ms  one  of 
great  concerno  The  country  -was  thinly  settled  and  the  land  heavily  timbered. 
”It  required  a  great  deal  of  work  and  exi:>ense  to  clear  the  ground  for  cultil 
vation.  The  crop  yield  was  high,  generally.  Living  not  of  the  abundant  type. 
’*James,  during  his  years  at  home,  was  considered  by  his  chums,  above  the  aver¬ 
age  in  most  sports,  such  as  ball  playing,  jumping  and  foot  racing. 

'•About  the  year  18^5  his  father  became  ill  of  dropsy.  This  made  life  for 
James  a  little  harder.  He  being  the. oldest  had  to  carry  his  fathers  respoa.=. 
sibility.  The  courage  of  this  young  man  never  failed.  His  honesty  and  in» 
tegrity  was  never  questioned  by  any  -^dio  knew  him.  This  was  due  to  putting 
into  practice  the  teachings  of  his  parents. 

'•He  with  the  help  of  his  mother  and  younger  brothers,  struggled  on,  believing 
that  if  they 'did  their  part,  the  way  muld  be  opened.  They  plowed  and  plant¬ 
ed  as  before. 

"About  the  year  i860,  James  was  hired  out  to  a  farmer  by  the  name  of  ‘yfoi.  Cox. 
The  other  four  boys  were  now  old  enough  to  run  the  farm  and  James''  work  would 
help  to  provide  for  the  family. 

•'In' the  year  l86l  the  Civil  war  broke  out^  James  still  continued  to  work  for 
Cox,  being  too  young  to  serve  in  the  army. 

"At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  home.  His  father  was  better  and  he  was 
now  able  to  help  some  now  on  the  farm.  James  now  took  lead  again.  They  con¬ 
tinued  to  clear  more  ground  and  plant  more  crops. 

."In  the  year  1868  or  9^  the  Monaon  Elders,  Howard  Coary  and  Henry  G.  Boyle 
visited  in  that  coiontry.  James  was  converted  and  on  June  — ,  1869,  was  bap¬ 
tized  a  member  of  that  church  by  Howard  Coary,  He  was  baptized  in  Stoney' 
Creek,  N.  C„  On  July  8,  1869,  he  was  married  to  Martha  Ellen  Taylor  Peel, 
a  young  war  widow  iidiose  husband,  Jesse  L.  Peel,  had  died  in  a  Union  hospital 
during  the  Civil  War. 

"They  left  their  homes 'July  9,  1869,  to  take  up  their' abode  7d.th  the  Saints 
in  the 'Rocky  Mountains."  In  the  company  were  his  wife,  his  wife ''s  mother  and 
father,  3  of  her  brothers  and  one  sister,  and  a 'large  number  of  Saints,  con¬ 
verts  to  the  church.  They  were  lead  by  Henry  G.  Boyle,  a  missionary  from 
Payton." 

"The  parting  of  James  from  his  family,  and  especially  hiS  mother  was  a  "sad 
one.  “  She  clung  to  him  and  wept  and  could  not  let  him  go,  until  the  company 
was  far  out  of  sight.  Then  they  said  "Good  Bye"  for  ever.  She  seemed  to 
know  she  would  never  see  her  boy  again. 

"Travel ‘in  those  days  was  slow  and  distance  long.  I  imagine  he 'started  out  "' 
on  foot.  They  traveled  two  days  by  team.  The  journey  was  by’ way  of  Virginia, 
then  up  the  Atlantic  Ocean  by  steam  boat  to  New  York.  (A  thirty  hour  trip,)' 
The  remainder  of  the  way  to  Ogden  was  by  rail,  then  by  team  again  to'Payson. 

It  took  three  weeks  to  make  the  trip.  (By  E.  F.  Hiatt,  bro.  to  James.) 

(Written  by  Rosa  H.  Tervort,  dau.  of  James  M.  Hiatt)  "This  company  of  saints, 
under  the  leadership  of  Henry  G.  Boyle  reached  Ogden  the  last  of  July.  Ogden 
was  as  far  as  they  could  go  by  rail.  I  have  heard  that  this  was  the  first 
company  of  Saints  to  cross  the  plains  by  rail.  Hear  they  were  met  by  men 
with  ox  teams  and  brought  to  Payson. 

"Their  first  shelter  was  the  old  Union  Hall  owned  by  William  Douglass,  which' 
stood  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  1st  North  St.  where  the  Conoco  Service  Station 
now  stands.  (19mj)o 

"On  the  trip  many  had  contracted  measles  and  were  very  sick  (four  died).  It 
was  a  terrible  sight  so  many  sick  and  no  conveniences.  Kind  hands  were  will¬ 
ing  to  do  what  they  could  but  the  suffering  was  still  great.  There  was  no 
Drs.  no  medicine.  They  had  to  depend  on  the  Lord. 

"I  have  been  told  that  residents  of  Payson  took  their  children  there  to  expose 
them  to  measles.  They  thought  it  so  much  better  to  have  them  Yjhile  they  were 
young. 
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wFroin  here  father  and  mother  moved  to  one  room  of  Geoo  Pattens  home.  Here  they 

both  worked.  He  at  any  thing  he  could  get  to  do  and  she  at  her  spinning  and 
weaving, 

»»Eve^body  had  a  desire  to  get  a  home  of  their  own.  That  was  their  first  ob- 

Land  was  plentiful;,  and  easy  to  get.  The  State^  county^  or  city  owned 
all  the  real  estate.  The  city  was  planned  and  laid  out^  mostly  in  1^  acre  lots, 
six  in  a  block.  These  lots  could  be  bou^t  cheap  (l  lot  to  each  person)  from 
the' city.  If  you  wanted  more  than  one  you  would  have  to  buy  from  another  per¬ 
son,  who  had  bought  from  the  city,  *  - 

*‘They  were  thrifty,  and 'industrious  and  soon  vrere  able  to  buy  a  lot  at,  about 
what  would  now  be  757  S,  3  W,  and  build  them  a  one  lar’ge-roomed  log  house,  I 
think  my  brother  James  Franklin  was  bom  here  June  12,  1871,  a  sister  older

♦■'Here  at  their  new  log  home  their  greatest  problem  was  water  for  cultivating  ' 
use.  In  s^er  father  would  take  two  buckets  and  go  down  over  the  hill  north, 
more  than  2  nile  to  Johnson'*  s  well,  A  neighborhood  well  on  the  side  walk  about 
half  way  between  what  is  now  2nd  and  3rd  So,  on  third  west.  The  water  here  was 
cold  and  good.

Held  family  prayer,  went  out  ward  teaching  etc,  I  think  he  lived 
Ms  rexi^on  to  the  best  of  his  ability.  He  hoped  to  fill  a  mission  to  his  ^ 
home  state  and  was  living  for  this  at  the  time  of  his  death.

"They  still  continued  to  work  and  save,  but  they  also  enjoyed  their  friends 
and  relatives^  visited  them  often  and  who  they  vi '''ited  in  retui'no  ‘They 
had  a  wagon  and  team  now  and  -vitien  the  distance  far  they  could  ride#  ‘ 

"All  this  prosperity contentment  and. happiness  was  too  good  to  continue o  In 
the  autumn  of  1386,  as  had  been  his  custom,  Father  went  to  the  canyon  to’  get 
his  winter's  supply  of  woodo  He  took  James  with  him.  They  had  two  teams  and 
two  wagons o  Jaiaes  was  now  15  years  oldo  Miile  up  there.  Father  took  sick  and 
it  was  with  much  difficulty  that  he  was  able  to  drive  the  team  downo  They 
arrived  home  late  in  the  nite.  The  canyon  roads  were  very  hazardous  in  those 
days^  but  they  had  no  accident*, 

"Father  remained  sick  for  a  number  of  days®  There  ■'’ns  no  Drs*,  closer  than 
Provo o  The  family  owned  a  Dro  Book  and  father  decided  to  see  if  he  could 
find  his  symptoms  in  ito  He  read  and  found  them  to  be  typhoid  fevero  His 
heart  failed  he  knew  he  could  never  liveo  Tney  tried  in  vain  to  get  a’Dr® 
from  Prbvoo  The  distance  was  too  great  to'make  for  ojTie  patient <>  At  last’a^ 
nother  patient  called o  Dro  Pike  came  over,  but  it  was  too  late  nothing  could 
be  done.  He  died  Oct,  II;,  1886„  Hear  him  at  this  time  was  his  wife  his  ’tt-iree 
children  and  a  fs'w  of  his  many  friendSo 

"He  was  buried  in  Payson  City  cemetery*.  Several  years  later  his  -wife' had  a 
large  monument  placed  to  mark  His  last  resting  place.  At  her  dea’ch  23  years 
later  she  was  laid  by  his  sideo"  (El52)

LH-^S  OF  JESSE  LAFAYETTE  HIATT 

By  David  Lafayette  Hiatt 

"On  April  30^  l85l',  in  Surry  County,  North  Carolina,  Jesse  Lafayette  Hiatt 
was  born  of  humble,  yet  noble  parents®  He  was  the  second  son 'of  William  and 
Maiy  (Taylor)  Hiatt  -'/itio  lived  in  a  very  sparsely' settle (d)  community o  The  ^ 
parents  had  little  or  no  property,  save  and  except  some 'little  goods  and 
chattels  and  a  little  tract  of  land  -I'shich  property,  as  the  writer  is  inform¬ 
ed,  was  given  to  them  by  their  parents®  They  depended  for  a  living  upon  the 

products  of  the  soil®  The  first  great  problem  presented  to  them  as  they  be¬ 
gan  to  'bravell  along  life's  'high-way'  was  the  building  for  themselves  a  home 

and  clearing  away  the  primeval  forest  that  they  might  have  land  to  cultivate 

and  thus  grow  the  necessities  of  lifeo  Their  lowly  cottage  v/as  located  some 

four  or  five  miles  South  of  the  town  of  Mount  Airy,  on  the  waters  of  Stony _ 

Creek o  This  community  -was  very  rolling  and  rather  mountainous' and  there  -^re 
few  neighbors  in  close  proximity®  In  early  manhood  the  father,  William  Hiatt, 
becains  afflicted  with  hernia,  which  disability  made  greater  demands  upon  the 
worthy  little  heroic  mother  and  the  other  members  of  the  family® 
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”At  the  time  of  the  birth  of  Brother  Jesse  Lafayette  Hiatt  the  country 'was  not 
greatly  developed  and  the  schools  and  school  facilities  Yi'ere  very  poor©  By  the 
time  he  reached  school  age  the  bitter  Civil  War  between  the  North  and  the  South 
had  materialized©  This  deadly  conflict  continued  for  four  years  and  its  eco- ' 
nomic  effects  did  not  end  with  the  war©  During  this  time  there  were  no  schools 
and  by  the  close  of  the  vfar  Brother  Hiatt  had  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  years 
Then,  upon  him,  his  elder  brother,  James  Madison,  and  his  brave  little  mother 
largely  depended  the  family  for  support©  They  had  through  share  necessity  de» 
cided  that  bread  came  before  an  education©  These  circumstances  prevented  his 
taking  advantage  of  the  meager  opportunities  to  obtain  scholastic  training© 

»^The  writer  recalls  having  heard  Brother  Hiatt  make  the  statement  that  ’^he 
attended  school  a  total  of  about  two  weeks'^  ©  Nevertheless,  he  learned  to 
read  print  and  to  write  a  little©  This  became  a  soiirce  of  great  satisfaction 
to  him  as  he  grew  older,  for  he  enjoyed  supremely  reading  and  discussing  the 
beautiful  discourses  in  the  ^^Liahona*’  and  other  good  publications© 

’>Time  had  flitted  away  while  Brother  Hiatt  worked  with  his  father,  mother,  and 
brothers  on  the  little  farm  and  now  he  had  become  a  young  man  of  full  stature, 
being  about  five  feet  and  six  inches  in  height  and  weighing  approximately  one 
hundred  and  seventy  pounds©  He  was  blessed  with  great  physical  strength  idiich 
could  not  be  excelled  by  any  of  his  comrades  ©  This  great  physical  endurance 
enableCd)  him  to  successfully  provide  support  for  himself  and  his  partial  de¬ 
pendants© 

‘'At  the  early  age  of  a  little  more  than  twenty  yeai"s  Brother  Hiatt  was  married 
to  Susan  Midkiff ,  on  November  9thol8?l,  the  ceremony  being  performed  by  one 
Mr©  William  Taylor©  Brother  Hiatt  had  now  taken  upon  himself  added  duties© 

He  observed  the  great  commandment  ’^multiply  and  replerdsh  the  earth and  unto 
this  union  were  born  five  dau^ters  and  six  sons©  Two  of  the  daughters  and 
one  of  the  sons  died  some  years  ago©  Throughout  his  married  life  of  more  than 
fifty  years  he  v/a’s  a  very  kind  and  devoted  husband©  The  nei^bcrs  frequently 
comment  on  the  very  harmonious  life  of  Brother  and  Sister  Hiatt©  From  child¬ 
hood  the  writer  has  been  a  frequent  ^/i  si  tor  in  the  home  and  does  not  recall 
hearing  one  word  of  discord©  As  a  father  he  was  very  tender  and  loving,  always 
putting  the  interests  of  his  children  before  himself"  and  laboring  untirin^y 
for  them©  All  his  children  lived  to  be  adults  and  were  married©  They  all 
received  the  advantages  of  a  free-school  education©  Following  the  death  of 
his  son,  Columbus,  he  took  one  of  his  grandsons,  Lunie  Alma,  and  reared  him© 
•®The  only  occupation  that  Brother  Hiatt  ever  had  was  that  of  farming©  The 
land  was  not  fertile  amd  would  not  produce  bountifully©  This  fact  necessi¬ 
tated  his  cultivating  more  extensively  in  order  that  he  might  have  something 
for  his  wife  and  children  to  eat  and  wear©  At  this  time  there  were  very  few 
labor-saving  devices  and  agricultural  implements,  so  that  principally  all  of 
Brother  Hiatt «s  work  was  done  by  hand©  Despite  all  this  he  never  wanted  for 
the  actual  necessaries  of  life,  but  on  the  other  hand  was  enabled  through  his 
alertness  and  thrift  to  purchase  other  lands  and  build  a  hone  thereon,  so  that 
his  estate  was  worth  a  few  thousand  dollars  net©  Brother  Hiatt  during  his 
entire  life  of  more  than  three  score  and  ten  years  never  went  to  law  with  his 
neighbor©  Without  exception  his  fellow  citizens  testify  of  his  scrupulous 
honesty  and  unchallenged  integrity© 

’’In  July,  1881,  Brother  Hiatt  became  a  baptized  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints,  Elder  George  Passey  performing  the  ordinance© 

He  was  confimed  a  member  of  the  Church  by  Elder  Lashbrook  LaPjer©  At  this 
time  rhe  Church  had  mary  and  bitter  foes©  Only  those  who  have  lived  away 
from  the  organized  stakes  of  Zion  or  have  visited  extensively  in  this  and 
other  sections  of  the  country  vriiere  the  views  of  the  people  are  very  narrow  • 
and  prejudice (d)  can  imagine  the  hostile  feeling  that  then  existed  against 
the  Church©  It  is  to  this  day  considered  by  many  to  be  slanderous  to  call 
a  person  a  ’Mormon’  ©  Brother  Hiatt  has  always  been  a  moral  hero,  so  he  joined 
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the  Church  -when  he  -wus  convinced  of  the  truthfulness  of  its  teachings^,  and  to 
these  principles  he  remained  trueo  Everyone  will  admit  that  it  required  a 
courageous  man  to  take  upon  himself  the  name  ^Mormon ^  in ‘the  early  days  of 
the  Church  and  to  leave  his  home  and  loved  ones  to ’make  a  new  habitation  in 
a  new  and  strange  land^j  but  may  the  writer  asks  ^Did  it  not  also  require  a 
man  of  fortitude  to  embrace  this  same  '’Mormon  Doctrine^  and  continue  here 
among  his  neighbors  to  receive  their  frowns  and  persecutions?^ 

‘^Brother  Hiatt  had  a  great  mission  to,perfo.rm  in  this  the  land  of  his  nativity, 
for  many  are  the  travelling  Elders  of  the  Church  who  have  found  refuge  in  his 
homCo  When  they  could  get  neither  food  nor  shelter  at  other  places  they  came 
to  this  h'Kimble  cottage  which  was  as  welcomed  by  them  as  the  oasis o  During 
his  man^r  years' as  a  member  of  the  Church  he  thus  served  and  conversed  with 
his  associates,  many  of  whom  becaMe  more  liberal  in  their  views  and  conse¬ 
quently  more  tolerant  toward  him  and  his  religiono 

**Fin£Llly  the  time  had  arrive  (d)  i>vhen  Brother  Hiatt  was  told  that  he  had  been 
faithful  and  that  he  was  in  line  for  the  holy  priesthood,  if  he  would  refrain 
from  the "use  of  coffee  and  tobacco  which  he  had  used  during  his  early  lifeo 
He  promptly  replied  by  total  abstinence  from  the  use  of  these  poisonous  stim- 
ulants  and  a  strict  observance  of  the  law  of  Grod  as  pertaining  to ’'the  ^Word 
of  Wisdom®  o  This  decision  and  manifest  control  over  himself  was  of  no  little 
significanceo  On  the  6th  day  of  May,  1917,  Brother  Hiatt  was  ordained  an 
Elder  in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  under  the  hands  of 
his  son,  James  Monroe »  He  ever  afteirwards  endeavored  to  honor  this  priest¬ 
hood  o  Many  are  the  fervent  testimonies  which  he  has  borne  to  the  world  and 
especially  to  his  nei^bors*  Clearly  does  his  beautiful  and  unfaltering 
testimony  delivered  at  the  Chapel  at' Sheltontov/n  during  the  testimony  meeting 
held  the  First  Sunday  in  April,  1929,  prior  to  his  death  on  the  l8tho  day  of 
April,*  ring  in  the  ears  of  the  writer He  declared  that  he  knew  that  the 
principles  of  the"  Gospel  as  they  were  taught  by  the  Latter  Day  Saints  were 
Efficient  to  save  and  exalt  mankind  if  obeyedo  This  was  the  concluding 
paragraph  in  the  long  and  truthful  serraon, which  Brother  Jesse  Lafayette  Hiatt 
had  been  proclaiming  for  almost  seventy-eight  yeai’So  He  died  oh  April  18, 

1929,  but  before  his  death,  at  his  request,  local  Elders  administered  to  him, 
and  Gcd®s  will  3.n  this  particular  was  f  ini  shed*  ”  (R152)

BIOdlAPHiCAL  SKETCH  OF  ISAAC  SAMUEL  HIATT 

Written  by  his  wife,  Frances  Bryant  Hiatt 

“Isaac  Samuel  Hiatt  was  bom  July  9,  1853 »  He  was  the  third  son  of  a  family 
of  five  boys  of  William  and  Mary  Taylor  Hiatt® 

“The  part  of  the  country  in  which  they  lived  received  its  name  from  a  re¬ 
markable  peak  called  Mt®  Airy®  The  country  side  was  beautifully  wooded  a- 
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bounding  in  fresh  springs  and  numerous  beds  of  wild  flowers* 

*’lWhen  Isaac  was  eight  years  old,  the  civil  war  broke  out  and  for  the  next  four 
years  he  spent  most  of  his  time  carrying  pro\usions  to  men  who  his  in  the  woods 
c^led  bush  whackers*  They' were  men  who  did  not  fight  because  they  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  the  Southern  cause,  and  would  not  join  the  Northern  Army  because  they 
would  not  lift  a  sword  against  their  own.  loved  ones©  The  Grandmother  and  Aunt 
supplied  the  provisions  and  the  young  boys  did  their  duty  faithfully  in  carine 
for  those  in^o  needed  it© 

**The  father  of  this  family  was  an  invalid  and  his  duty  was  done  by  giving  ad¬ 
vice  to  the  boys  and  mother  who  so  loyally  cared  for. him  and  made  a  livelihood 
that  they  might  survive  the  after  affects  of  that  long  and  terrible  struggle 
between  the  Nort.h  and  the  South* 

*'^Isaac  was  not  a  robust  youth  and  the  weeding  of  the  crops  and  lighter  work 
fell  to  his  lot*  The  boys  were  diligent  in  the  work  they  had  to  perform  but 
they  had  social  gatherings  when  occasionally  a  banjo  and  fiddle  provided  mu¬ 
sic  for  their  dances*  Net  far  from  their  home  these  boys  built  a  bowery  where 
the  Latter  Day  Saints  Missionaries  held  their  meetings*  In  Sept*  1877  he  met 
Martha  Frances  Bryant  and  in  Feb*  17,  1878,  they  were  married*  They  then  mov¬ 
ed  to  a  fifty  acre  farm  near'Mt*  Airy  where  they  lived  ten  years*  At  this 
home  five  children  were  bom*  In  the  spring  of  1881  Isaac  and  family  were 
visited  by  two  Mormon  Missionaries*  He  tried  to  disprove  their  message 
the  Bible  but  after  investigation  they  found  it  Heaven  Sent  Doctrine*  He 
sought  for'  an  increase  of  Testimony  through  Prayer  and  a  bright  and  shining 
light  enveloped  him  and  a  voice  said  ®  I  will  re’^rard  you  according  to  your  ' 
works Isaac,  wife, ^ and  one  child  was  baptized  in  the  Arat  River  June  12, 
1881*  He  then  sold  his  farm  for  five  dollars  per  acre  and  with  180  converts 
and  thirteen  Mormon  Missionari.es  came  to  Utah© 

’Isaac  and  family  first  settled  in  Payson  but  later  moved  to  Salem  where  they 
made  their  permanent  home  and  prospered  accordingly© 

Ifie  lirst  few  years  after  their  emmigration  was  indeed  a  hard  struggle  for 
th^m  as  they  had  a  great  deal  of  sickness*  After  moving  to  Salem-  there  were 
born  to  them  nine  more  children  making  a  total  of  fourteen,  four  of  these  have 
since  passed  away*  Isaac  was  interested  in  Bee  culture  and  was  skillful  in 
the  handling  of  them*  He  was  also  an  expert  track  gardner* 

”H©  was  always  friendly  and  kind  but  had  a  retiring  di-sposition  and  prefered 
the  qu.k, etude  of  his  home  to  amusements  else  where*  He  was  an  ardent  church 
worker  and  an  honest  and  faithful  tith  payer*  He  lived  and  loved  and  his 
greatest  desire  w'as  that  his  family  would  work  diligently  and  faithfully  and 
be  recorded  for  their  works© 

win  May  1391  Isaac,  wife,  and  six  of  his  family  entered  the  Manti  Temple  and 
work  for  themselves  and  their  nearest  relatives,  among  them  his  parents© 
^om  that  day  until  his  death  he  was  an  enthusiastic  Temple  Worker  and  with 
his  wife  they  spent  their  spare  time  and  means  to  farther  the  work  nearest 
and  dear*est  to  them*  On  Dec*!^,  1926,  at  the  age  of  73  years  he  suffered  a 
heart  attack  which  ended  his  diligent  and  useful  career*”  (Rl52)

"She  was  born  on  Chestnut  Ridge  a  portion  of  the  Allegheny' range  of  mountains 
running  along  the  line  between  North  Carolina  and  Virginia,  on  Dec©  22,  1860© 

She  was  the  eldest  of  a  family  of  seven  children,  three  sons  and  four  daughters* 

child  in  the  family,  at  an  early  age  she  was  given  the  re¬ 
sponsibilities  in  helping  her  mother  with  the  cares  of  the  house*  In  those 
days  they  made  their  own  clothing,  taking  the  wool  from  the  sheeps  back,  wash- 
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ing  and  dyeing  the  v/ool  with  bark  taken  from  the  forest  trees o  Then  spin¬ 
ning  and  ireaving  it  into  cloth  and  yam  to  be  made  into  suits  and  woolen 
stockings o  They  also  raised  flax  and  made  it  into  linen  table  cloths  and 
towelso 

•’Among  her  first  memories  were  the  exciting  times  of  the  Civil  War’o  Strongly 
impressed  on  her  young  mind  was  the  poverty  and  sufferings  the  people'”were' 
caused  to'bearo  She  was  married  at  the  age  of  seventeen  years  to  Isaac  Sam¬ 
uel  Hiatt s  17  Febo  I8780  To  this  union  seven  sons  and  seven  daughters  were 
bomo  Eleven  of  the  fourteen  were  raised  to  man  and  womanhood  o  At 'twenty 
years  of  age  she  was  baptized  into  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints o  Coming  for  the' Gospels  sake  and  their  devotion  to  the  Churchy,  they 
arrived  in  Utah  in  1388,  with  four  of  their  children  having  been  bom  in  North 
Carolina o  They  settled  at  Salem,  Utah,  and  made  Salem  their  home  through  the 
remainder  of  their  lives o  With  her  husband  she  returned  to  North  Carolina 
on  a  visit  in  the  yeai”  1913 Her  life  ms  one  of  industry,  thrift,  faith  and 
loyalty  in  the  servi.c0  of  the  church  o  Genealogy  and  Temple  work  were  her 
choicest  efforts,  along  with  Relief  Society  work*  Many  beautiful  fugs  and 
quilts  were  made  by  her  dear  hands  in  the  sunset  years  of  her  life®  Living 
at  the  time  of  her  death  vdth  her  son  Waller  in  Vale,  Oregon,  she  passed  a- 
way  13  Jano  19i;6c  Leaving  a  posterity  of  I1.9  li^^/ing  grand  children  and  30

BIOGRAPHY  OF  JOHN  HENRY  HIATT

’''John' Herrry  Hiatt,  the  fourth  son  and  child  of  William  and' Mary  (Taylor) 
Hiatt,  was  born  April  7,  1856,  on  the  banks  of  Stony  Creek,  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  partf  of  Surry  County,  North  Carolina o  His  parents  were  very  humble, 
yet  of  courageous  and  noble  lineage o  The  father  was  physically  disabled  on 
account  of  hernia  which  he  suffered  from  early  lifeo  This  affliction  limited 
greatly  his  activities  and  consequently  materially  decreased  his  earning  ca¬ 
pacity  —  placing  greater  work  upon  his  beloved  wife  and  dutiful  children o 
The  mother  was  somewhat  small  in  stature,  but  of  indomitable  will o  She  need¬ 
ed  no  one  to  dictate  to  her  as  to  her  conduct  and  endeavor,  as  she  was  pfob- _ 
ably  as  well  prepared  to  decide  that  as  any  of  her  associates o  The  parents 
first  began  to  clear  away  the  original  forest  and  with  the  logs  to  build  them 
a  little  cottage »  The  house  was  constructed  ^olly  of  wood, ' logs  for  the 
walls,  boards  for  the  roof,  sawed  rough  planks  for  the  floor,  wodden  pegs  for 
nails o  The  hills  from  which  these  logs  were  cut  were  coltered  and  grubbed 
and  thereby  made  ready  for  cultivationo  It  was  on'  these  hills  and  the  little 
narrow  strips  of  bottom  land  lying  along  the  creek,  that  they  tried  to  make 
a  living o 

’’The  early  life  of  Brother  Henry  Hiatt,  as  he  was  generally  known,  was  in 
keeping  mth  the  country  life  of  the  community  during  the  early  part  of  the 
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second  half  of  the  nineteenth  centuryo  IJThen  he  ^vas  about  five  years  of  age 
the  destructive  Ci\dl  War  began*  While  his  father  was  exempted  from  mili¬ 
tary  service,  on  account  of  his  disabilities,  still  the  condition  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  v^as  such  as  to  exact  sore  denial  on  the  part  of  every  member*  This  was 
true  of  other  families  in  the  community*  Brother  Hiatt  and  the  rest  of  the 
family  wanted  for  some  of  the  apparent  necessities  of  life* 

*^ring  the  continuance  of  this  deadly  domestic  strife  there  were  few  or  no 
schools  in  the  community*  Men  from  the  age  of  sixteen  years  to  forty- five 
years  were  drafted  into  the  cause  of  the  Confederacy  and  finally,  after  more 
than  four  years  of  the  bloodiest  war  ever  fought  upon  American  soil  during 
the  existence  of  this  great  Goverment,  the  Southern  States  were  defeated 
and  the  war  forceably  terminated*  By  the  time  this  bitter  conflict,  in  which 
brothers  were  often  confronting  each  other,  had  ended  Brother  Hiatt  was  in 
his  tenth  year  and  able  to  do  right  considerable  work*  The  condition  of  the 
xamily  was  such  as  to  demand  the  little  work  which  he  might  do  and  forego  the 
expenditure  of  sending  him  to  school*  The  educational  facilities  were  very 
poor*  There  were  only  a  few  schools,  often  three  and  four  miles  from  the 
homes  of  the  children  with  the  poorest  of  roads  to  travel*  The  school  houses 
were  generally  one-room  log  buildings  where  all  the  grades  assembled*  Split 
logs  with  pegs  in  the  ends  for  legs  served  as  desks,  or  rather  as  seats  and 
the  pupils  used  their  knees  for  desk  purposes*  The  teachers  were  entirely 
unprepared  and  received  tuition  as  compensation  for  their  labors*  The  school 
term  lasted  two  and  three  months  in  the  year*  However,  despite  all  these' dis¬ 
advantages  and  lack  of  opportunities 'Brother  Hiatt  learned  to  read,  write, 
and  to  calculate  to  a  limited  extent* 

'‘At  the  age  of  a  little  more  than  twenty-one  years  Brother  Hiatt  decided  to 
take  upon  himself  the  duties  of  a  ‘full  grown‘  man  and  married  Sister  Emily  ' 

F»  Cobler  on  November  3s>  l877o  The  ceremony  was  performed  by  James  Harrison, 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  Surry  County,  at  his  home*  Sister  Hiatt  was  the 
only  daughter  of  Ailsa  (Dorman)  Cobler*  Her  father  died  in  her  infancy.  Af¬ 
ter  the  marriage  Sister  Hiatt ‘s  mother  came' to  live  with  her  and  Brother  Hiatt* 
She  was  very  alert  in  the  family  activities,  doing  a  considerable  part  of  the 
work  in  the  home  and  then  going  into  the  field  to  help  there.  She  exerted  a 
profound  i^luence  over  the  grand  children*  The  extent  of  this  influence  is 
their  religious  beliefs,  all  of  them  accepted  the  Missionary 
Baptist  and  the  Prijiii,tive  Baptist  faiths,  the  grand  mother  being  a  Mission¬ 
ary  Baptist* 

The  rands  of  Brother  Hiatt® s  father  were  divided  ^and  he  received  a  portion 
of  these  lands,  lying  on  the  waters  of  Stony  Creek  (only  a  few  hundred  yards 
from  the  place  of  his  birth)  and  adjoining  the  lands  allotted  to  his  senior 
brother,  Lafayette*  Brother  Hiatt  through  industry,  thilft,  and  co-operation 
of  hi#  family  was  enabled  to  purchase  some  little  adjoining  land  and  to  erect  ' 
an  humble  dwelling  thereon*  It  was  here  he  lived,  reared  his  family,  and  died* 
“By  occupation  Brother  Hiatt  was  a  faimer*  He  grew  com,  wheat,  rye,  and  rais¬ 
ed  tobacco  as  a  money  crop*  The  lands  were  poor  and  this  required  hard  work 
and  extensive  farming  in  order  to  make  a  living  for  himself  and  family.  In 
order  to  augment  his  agricultural  endeavors  he  determined,  with  the  help  of 
his  brother,  Lafayette,  to  install  and  operate  a  grist  mill*  They  constructed 
a  dam  in  Stony  Creek  and  erected  a  milling  house  on  the  bank  of  this  stream*  ' 
For  sometime  these  two  brothers,  with  the  help  of  a  kinsman,  William  Brinkley, 
operated  this  community  mill  -vrfiich  was  considered  a  splendid  com  mill  and 
was  patro^zed  from  a  considerable  distance*  After  some  years  Brother  La¬ 
fayette  withdrew  from  the  partnership  business,  and  a  little  later  Brother 
Henry  purchased  Mr.  Brinkley’s  share  and  operated  the  mill  himself*  After 
Brother  Henry  became  the  sole  owner  of  the  mill  he  put  in  a  small  stock  of 
the  most  commonly  used  groceries  and  in  this  way  helped  the  neighbors*  The 
tending  of  the  store  and  mill  suited  him  very  well,  as  he,  like  his  father.

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was  afflicted  with  hernia  and  disabled*  The  dam  and  mill  house  have  since 
been  tom  away,  leaving  the  water  race,  water  7/heel ,  and  stone  burroTrs  as 
sole  markers  of  the  efforts  of  this  good  mario 

’’Brother  Hiatt  was  known  for  good  by  all  his  fellow  citizenSc  The  community 
in  which  he  was  bom,  lived,  and  died  bear  witness  of  his  honesty,  truthful¬ 
ness,  honor,  and  integrity®  These  noble  attributes  never  failed.  He  was 
exceptionally  congenial.  All  who  visited  his  home  were  most  heartilv  wel¬ 
comed,  He  aliways  met  you  with  a  smile  and  was  ready  to  lau^.  If  you  will 
pardon  personal  reference,  I  may  state  .that  I  rec^l  visiting  nry  grandfather 
and  seeing  Brother  Henry  Hiatt  quite  often  and  it  is  my  firm  conviction  that 
I  have  never  seen  anyone  “iTho  seems  to  enjoy  a  good  laugh  as  much  as  he,  his 
whole  body  would  shake  in  expression  of  joy  and  amusement, 

’’Brother  and  Sister  Hiatt  are  to  credited  wj.th  giving  to  the  world  thirteen 
lives,  eight  daughters  and  five  sons,  five  of  the  children  having  since  died. 
Those  deceased  died  at  ages  from  infancy  to  maturity*  One  married  daughter, 
mother  of  foui*  children,  was  burned  to  death.  The  parents  maj^  justly  be  hap¬ 
py  that  none  of  their  children  have  acquired  a  dishonest  or  infamous  charac¬ 
ter,  but  all  are  given  a  good  name,  Tlie  'children  were  clothed  and  fed  com- 
fortly  and'  given  the  advantage  of  a  seventh-grade  public  school®  This  was  a 
great  task,  but  it  was  done  manfully® 

’’Brother  Hiatt  -was  religiously  inclined®  He  and  his  Brother  Lafayette  first 
became  members  of  the  Campbellite , Church®  It  is  reliably  said  that  they  both 
left  the  Campbellite  Church  when  one  of  its  ministers  publicly  stated  that 
’he  Y/as  neither  called  of  God  nor  of  man.,  but  that  he  was  out  on  his  o-wn  hook®’^ 
It  is  quite  probable  that  these  brothers  were  not  driven  so  much  by  this  re- 
max'k  as  they  were  led  by  a  comparison  .of  the  beliefs  of  their  church  mth  the 
doctrines  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  as  it  -was  being 
taught  by  the  courageous  Mormon  Elders,  v/hose  outstanding  contention  was  that 
they  7/ere  ’Called  of  God®*  Brother  Hiatt,  being  of  the  blood  of  Israel  was; 
enable (d)  to  ea,slly  understand  the  teachings  of  these  much  desj5ised  mission¬ 
aries,  He  had  the  fortitude  to  accept  the  church  that  he  conscientious (ly) 
believed  to  be  right  and  so  he  was  baptized  with  his  Ydfe  about  l83l,  prob-  . 
ably  by  either  Elder  George  Passey  or  Elder  Lashbrook  Laker  and  was  confirm¬ 
ed  a  member  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day  Saints  under  the  hand 
of  a  yuan  professing  and  having  Divine  Authority®  To  the  pilnciples  advocated 
b]/  the  Church  he  remained  true,  while  he  was  not  so  conspicuous  in  church 
activities®  Probably  the  most  heart-rending  thought  is  that  none  of  his  child¬ 
ren  have  ever  accepted  his  religious  taeching®  His  children  becairie  associated 
with  the  Missionary  and  Primitive  Baptist  Churches  and  this  association  has 
virtually  closed  their  ears  to  the  faith  of  their  father® 

’*0n  the  3rdo  day  of  March,  1916,  in  the  afternoon,  members  of  Brother  Hiatt’s 
family  were  summoned  to  the  mill  where  he  had  been  working,  he  had  been  str¬ 
icken  with  heaxt  attack®  He  was  brought  to  his  home  where  he  died  as  the 
la.st  beams  of  the  sunlight  of  that  day  faded  on  the  western  horizon®  He  was 
buried  in  the  little  family  graveyard  near  the  spot  where  his  father  and  moth¬ 
er  were  laid  to  rest  many  years  prior  thereto®  Parents  and  son  are  now  rest¬ 
ing  from  care  and  sorrow,  awaiting  the  glorious  mom  when  ’they  that  live 
Godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  come  forth®’”  (R1^2)

A  BRIEF  SKETCH  OF  THE  LIFE  OF  WILLIAM  HIATT'  (See  No.(ll58,),) 
Written  by  Edmund  Fo  Hiatt,  youngest  son  of  William  Hiatt,  March  9,  1939, 

Pay son,  Utah, 

‘nr/illiam  Hiatt  was' the  oldest  son  of  Jesse' Hiatt  and  Julia  Taylor.  He  was 
bom  July  13,  1821,  at  Mt.  Airy,  Surry  Co,,  N,  C,,  and  grew  up  in'that  couiit- 
enduring  many  of ’the  hardships  and  privations  that  the  country  ;vas  sub¬ 
ject  to  at  that  time.  The  country  was  new  and  thinley  settled  and  chances 
for  an  education  were  poor  as  there  was  not  people  sufficient  in  number  to  ' 
afford  a  school.  On  this  account  William  received  no  schooling^  There  home 
vfas  in  a  timbered  country.  The  family  had  to  work  bard  to  clear  laiid  to  make 
a  farm.  They  made  their  living  by  tilling  the  soil.  About  the  year  l8i;5  he 
married  Mary  Taylor,  They  sd^ttled  on  a  piece  of  ground  near  his  father^ s 
and  bordering  on  Stoney  creek,  and  commenced  their  lives  very  much  as  his 
father  had  done.  They  had  five  sons  bom  unto  them  namely,  'James  Madison, 
Jesse  Layfayette,  Isaac  Samuel,  John  Henry,  Edmond  Franklin,  In  their  new 
home  they  continued  to  struggle  on  to ’maintain  their  five  boys.  Some  time 
before  the  Civil  wai'  broke  out  William  was  stricken  with  dropsy.  This  di¬ 
sease  lasted  for  several  years.  When  he  was  sufficiently  recovered  he  got 
a  job  caring  for  McGees  corn  mill  and  now  he  was  able  to  help  provide  for 
his  family.  He  lived  many  years  after  the  war.  Improved  and  cultivated 
many  acreas  of  land.  He  was  an  honest  hard  working  man.  His  word  was  as 
good  as  his  bond.  They  taught  their  children  the  principals  in  which  they 
believed.  At  the  close  of  the  war  a  school  was  started  in  the  country  and 
they  sent  their  boys  to  school.  At  first  school  lasted  only  about  30  days 
a  year ,  but  as  time  went  on  the  schools  held  longer.  Much  praise  and  honor 
is  due  William  Hiatt  for  the  devotion  and  effort  he  maintained  through  his 
life  which  ended  Mar,  18,  1891, (Rl52) 

MARY  TAYLOR  HIATT

“Mary  Taylor  Hiatt,  wife  of  William  Hiatt,  was  raised  in  the  same  country 
as  her  husband  and  went  through  much  the  same  experiences  as  her  husband. 

She  was  even  tempered  and  had  a  loving  disposition.  After  her  marriage  she 
worked  mth  her  husband  and  tried  in  every  way  she  could  to  help  him  to  pro-' 
vide  for  their  five  sons.  The  clothing  in  those  days  was  made  by  the  people, 
ilVool,  cotton  and  flax  v/as  raised  on  the  farm  and  converted  in  to  cloth  and 
then  into  clothing,  and 'other  household  needs,  (sheets,  quilts,  towels,  pil¬ 
low  cases,  sheets  etc,).  She  was  always  busy.  The  thrift  and  economy  ol 
herself  and  her  husband  was  rewarded  with  a  more  abundant  later  life.  She 
did  her  full  duty  to  her  husband  and  her  children  and  her  Creator  as  best 
she  could, «  (Rl52) 


AUTOBIOGRAPHY  OF  EDMUND  FRANKLIN  HIATT  ' 

Written  by  his  own  hand  on  this  first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  Nineteen 
and  Thirty-seven,  Written  for  the  benifit  of  his  posterity, 

“  Foreward?  In  memory  of  my  childhood  home  of  the  South,  I  shall  endeavor 
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to  leave  Trith  ray  posterity  some  incidents  which  will  give  them  an  idea  of  the 
early  days  of  the  South  and  the  life  of  a  Southern  planter  and  his  family,, 

’•On  the  banks  of  Stony  Creek,  near  the  city  of  Mt«  Airy,  North  Carolina,  stood 
a  small  two  room  log  cabin o  The  rolling  hills  covered  vdth  trees  and  shrubs, 
and  the  winding  stream  flowing  at  their  feet,  gave  an  unusual  setting  for  this 
small  cabin* 

’•This  was  a  typical  Southern  plantation,  and  a  fitting  home  where  I  first  be¬ 
gan  my  existance* 

’’Such  were  the  surroundings  under  ivhich  I  was  born*  On  April  21,  1858,  I  en¬ 
tered  this  world  in  my  cabin  home  on  Stony  Creek*  My  early  childhood  was 
spent  with  my  brothers,  learning  early  to  assume  responsibilities  about  the 
home*  My  father  was  handicapped  by  poor  health,  part  of  the  time  being  un¬ 
able  to  take  the  responsibilities  of  providing  for  his  family* 

”My  father  was  William  Hiatt  and  my  mother,  Maiy  Taylor*  X  was  the  youngest 
of  five  boys*  My  elder  brothers  were  James  Madison,  Jesse  Layfayette,  Isaac 
Samuel,  and  John  Henry*  We  were  all  born  into  the  Quaker  Church*  My  mother 
T/vas  not  a  member  of  any  faith  until  she  was  bap'»‘dzed  into  the  Latter  Day  Saint 
Chui’ch  before  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War*  Our  home  was  a  humble  one,  and 
principles  of  righteous  living  were  instilled  into  the  children  at  an  eai'ly 
age  * 

’’Before  the  days  of  the  Civil  War,  the  conditions  of  the  average  fanner  were 
about  the  same  as  were  the  early  colonies  of  Virginia*  The  fertile  soil  was 
cleared  in  the  low  landwS  near  the  streams,  and  the  timber  fashioned  into  houses* 
The  clima.te  was  wsm  and  damp*  The  principal  crops  of  tobacco,  com,  wheat, 
flax,  and  sugar*  cane,  produced  enough  to  give  these  hard  working  settlers  a 
livlihood* 

’’The  home  life  of  the  southern  farmer  was  not  all  labor  and  poverty,  we  had 
our  good  times  as  well*  The  parties,  corn  husking  bees,  old  fashioned  spelll 
ing  matches,  and  molasses  candy  pulls  for  the  young  folks*  The  neighborly 
quilting  bees,  sewing  carpet  rags,  and  drying  of  fruits  made  up  part  of  the 
social  life  for  the  -wives  and  mothers*  There  was  no  class  distinction  in 
those  days,  so  families  entertained  at  barn  dances  and  other  entertainments 
for  the  entire  settlement* 

’’When  the  older  boys  grew  up  to  the  age  of  toiling  in  the  fields,  the  eldest 
brother,  James  Madison,  worked  for  other  settlers  and  also  helped  to  feed  those 
of  us  who  were  too  young  to  help  ourselves*  In  those  days,  money  was  scarce 
and  with  the  products  of-  the  soil  and  the  spinning  of  flax  by  ray  mothers  hands, 
ire  mar;aged  to  have  a  meager  existence*  Most  of  the  clothing  was  homespun, 
and  fashioned  into' articles  to  wear*  The  food  consisted  mostly  of  sweet  po¬ 
tatoes,  corn  bread,  molasses  made  from  sugar  cane,  and  the  vegetables  from 
the  garden* 

”I  was  but  three  years  old  when  the  Civil  War  was' raging  and  Fort" Sumpter 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Confederates,  April  21,  l86l*  Those  were  trying  ' 
days  for  the  settlers  of  the  South*  Times  were  hard  enough  for  them  at  best, 
but  the  ravages  and  staggering  expense  of  supporting  an  aniy  -with  food  and 
amunition,  brought  these  humble  people  into  direct  need* 

’’The  able  bodied  and  all  boys  old  enough  to  shoulder  a  musket  were  taken  in¬ 
to  service,  leaving  only  the  women  and  older  men  to  carry  on  the  best  they 
could*  Our  family  was  not  in  favor  of  the  rebellion  and  did  not  believe  it 
was  right  to  take  up  arms  against  their  neighbor  or  friend*  So  myself  and 
my  brothers  helped  to  provide  food  for  the  ones  -who  hid  themselves  in  the 
timbers  and  refused  to  fight*  These  men  were  called  ’ Bush-whacks rs*’ 

”I  was  seven  years  old  at  the  close  of  the  Civil  War*  Well  do  I  remember 
the  home  guard  as  they  passed  by  our  fields  on  their  return  to  what  was  left 
of  their  homes*  The  South  has  had  a  heroic  struggle  to  overcome  the  disaster 
which  had  befallen  them 
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grew  up  in  these  days  of  hardship,  when  little  or  no  education  was  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  young  folks  of  the  settlement »  The  first  school  house  I  attend¬ 
ed  was  located  near  the  village  churcho  The  one  lone  room  made  of  logs,  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  large  fire  place  on  one  side,  and  through  the  center  of  the  room 
were  long  slabs  of  wood,  hewn  by  hand,  which  provided  the  benches o 

was  about  ten  years  old  when  my  first  schooling  began,  the  term  being  one 
month®  At  intervals  in  the  nexl  few  years,  I  attended,  but  my  entire  school 
life  did  not  amount  to  more  than  one  yeai*© 

’*In  the  year  of  1875  I  met  a  young  lady  by  the  name  of  Elizabeth  Hutchens, 
who  became  my  wife®  We  were  married' June  2ii,  IS??,  by  a  Justice  of  the  Peace 
at  the  home  of  my  father  in  Mt®  Airy,  N®  C®  For  the  first  two  or  three  years 
we  made  our  home  with  my  parents®  It  was  there  our  first  child,  a  girl  was 
bom®  Vfe  named  her  Mary  Ann®  Soon  after  we  acquired  a  peice  of  property 
close  to  fathers  home®  In  the  course  of  time,  another  daughter,  Selena 
Ellen,  and  two  sons',  Franklin  Sylvester,  and  Wilford  Zachary  were  bom® 

’’During  these  years,  the  Mormon  Elders  came  into  the  community®  They' held 
meetings  at  my  fathers  house  wiiich  we  attended.  We  became  interested,  and 
on  June  12,  18 8l,  we  were  baptized  in  the  Arrat  River,  by  Elder  Lashbrook 
Laker,  and  confirmed  the  same  day®  There  are  no  words  to  describe  the  joy 
this  ordinance  brought  into  our  lives.  It  also  brought  dissatisfaction  with 
our  surroundings,  and  a  strong  desire  to  Join  scone  of  our  relatives  who  had 
migrated  before  us  and  settled  in  Zion® 

“My  eldest  brother,  James  Madison,  who ‘was  living  in  Payson,  Utah,  offered 
financial  assistance  to  help  move  my  wife  and  family  of  four  children  to 
these  valleys  of  the  mountains®  I  accordingly  sold  my  crops,  land,  and  all 
other  possessions,  and  decided  to  join  a  body  of  emmigrants  who  were  getting 
ready  to  leave®  Just  as  preparations  were  being  made,  vie  received  vrord  from 
Utah  that  my  brother,  James  Madison,  had  passed  away  with  Typhoid  Fever®  His 
good  wife,  however,  offered  the  assistance  we  needed  and  so  on  November  11 
1886,  we  arrived  at  Mapelton  Switch,  being  taken  from  there  to  Payson  in  a’ 
wagon® 

’»We  settled  in  a  cabin  on  my  sister-in-law*  s  property  and  with  the  aid  of  the 
good  Saints  and  what  I  could  do  in  working  out,  we  managed  to  get  through  our 
first  winter  in  Utah®' 

’*The  foj.lowing  spring,  I  had  earned  enough  to  buy  us  some  new  furniture  and 
necessities,  which  had  been  here-^ofore  loaned  to  us  by  our  friends  and  relat¬ 
ives®  We  also  purchased  a  cow®  Onu  March  188?,  we  left  Payson  and  moved  to 
Salem,  on  a  small  farm  of  Zachariah  Taylor®  I  accumulated  more  and  added  to 
^vhat  vre  already  had,  the  moved  back  to  Payson,  settling  there  temporarily® 

A  year  later  I_bought  a  lot  in  Salem,  settling  there  for  a  period  of  sixteen 
years,  where  the  remajnder  of  our  children  were  bora®  William  Luther,  James 
Layfayette,  Adelia  M®,  Celia  C®,  A®  Leon,  and  Don  Hutchens®  During  the  time 
spent  in  Salem,  we  were  blessed  with  good  health®  Our  sacrifices  in  making 
this  westward  move  had  not 'been  in  vain®  We' were  priviledged  to  take- all  of 
our  children  to  the  Temple®  On  September  11,  1889 j»  we  entered  the  portals 
of  the  Holy  Temple  at  Manti  and  received  our  own  Endowments  and  completed 
our  family  work®  \ 

’’During  our  stay  in  Salem,  I  was  called  upon  to  fulfill  many  church  and  civil 
responsibilities,  being  active  in  Sunday  School,  Mutual  Improvement  Association 
and  a  member  of  the  Ward  choir®  I  also  served  one  terra  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace® 

’•After  the  birth  of  our  tenth  child,  in  1901,  I  wras  called  to  fulfill  a  mission 
to  my  native  state  of  North  Carolina®  My  good,  courageous,  companion  con¬ 
sented  for  me  to  leave  her  with  this  huge  responsibilty  of  caring  for  our* 
family  and  helping  furnish  means  that  I  might  fulfill  this  calling.  This 
responsibility,  however,  was  too  much  for  her  slender  shoulders  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  year  her  health  began  to  fail  and  I  was  honorably  released  to  return 
to  ray  family  and  friends® 
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•’I  was  ordained  an  Elder  by  David  Do  Sabin^  a  Seventy  by  Bo  Ho  Roberts,  and 
a  High  Priest  by  Jonathan  S.  Page* 

•’After  the  return  from  my  mission,  I  continued  to  farm,  I  sold  my  property 
in  Salem  and  bought  a  ten  acre  tract  of  land  near  Payson,  upon  which  we  erect¬ 
ed  a  new  homeo  In  1906,  we  moved  in  and' lived” there  until  our  sister-in-law, 
wife  of  my  eldest  brother,  James  Madison,  died*  Her  children  desired  ^’s  to 
take  care  of  part  of  the  estate,  so  we  rented  the  farm,  and  moved  into  my 
brother’s  homeo  We  lived  there  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  raising  fruit, 
and  vegetables  of  all  kinds,  also  running  a  small  .dairy  business o  I  sold' 
the  products  which  we  produced,  in  the  mining  camps  of  Eureka"  and  Mammoth, 
seme  thirty  mi.les  distanceo  During  this  time  I  sold  my  property  and  bought 
a  twenty  acre  farm,  near  my  brothers  estate,  also  the  place  where  my  present 
home  is,' 

’’In  1912,  together  with  my  good  vdfe,  we  decided  to  take  a  trip  to  our  native 
home  in  North  Carolina,  There  ytb  spent  two  months,  visiting  our  relatives” 
and  friends.  While  there,  -vre  did  much  missionary  work,  gathered  geneology, 

I  also  baptized  into  the  church  a  number  of  my  relatives, 

”We  arrived  home  the  follovdng  February,  and  continued  our  responsibilities. 

In  October,  1916,  the  wife  of  our  eldest  son 'died,  leaving  three^small  boys. 

It  became  our  duty  to  assist  them  for  a  time,’  In  February,  19175  Selena 
Ellen,  our  second  daughter,  died. "leaving  three  children.  To  them  we  did 
our  full  duty,  assisting  them  at  intervals  until' their  maturity.  In  1922, 
we  were  called  upon  to  lay  aYfay  our  youngest  son,  Don,  He  was  twenty-one 
years  old,  married,  and  left  no  children.  These  responsibilities  we  respond¬ 
ed  to  as  best  we  could.  We  entered  our  declining  years  with  a  feeling  of 
peace  and  contentment, 

”In  1929,  my  wife’s  health  broke  dom  with  a  complication  of  diseases,  but 
the  faith  ad  prayers  of  the  Elders  restored  her  to  a  degree  of  health,  Sept¬ 
ember  2^,  1931,  she  visited  her  sisters  and  near  relatives  in  and  near  Joplin, 
Missouri,  This  was  the  climax  of  her  life.  She  gathered  much  geneology  and 
after  an  enjoyable  three  weeks,  returned  to  her  home.  She  lived  only  six 
months,  and  on  May  1,  1932,  I  was  called  to  part  with  the  most  wonderful  com¬ 
panion  God  had  given  me.  This  has  caused  a  lonliness  in  my  life  wiiich  noth¬ 
ing  can  fill, 

”T  am  trying  to  spend  the  remainder  of  my  life  doing  geneology  work,  and  at 
present,  I  am  President  of  the  Hiatt  Family  Organization,  I  am  doing  idiat 
I  can  in  my  weak  way  to  further  the  work  in  the  Temples,  and  accomplish  viiat 
has  been  left  for  us  to  do  for  our  dead  ancestors,”  (R152)

''Coming  down  the  line  to  Andrew,  his  (Stephen  Hinshaw*  s  —  editor)  oldest 
son,  we  find  him  grown,  with  almost  no  education,  but  energetic  and  hopeful. 

He  shouldered  his  ax  and  split  rails  for  twenty-five  cents  a  hundred,  or 
worked  for  neighbors  at  ten  dollars  a  month®  Later,  he  made  three' trios  to 
loiva,  walking  Liuch  of  the  vfay,  crossing  the  Mississippi  on  the  ice,  on  his 
winter  journey.  He  took  a  claim  seven  miles  southeast  of  Oskaloosa,  but  his 
'bride-to-be*  ha^/ing  later  gone  to  'Sunny  Kansas',  he  started  by  stage  and 
afoot  in  the  snow,  late  in  the  fall  of  1856,  for  the  then  unborn  Emporia, 

Two  weeks  after  his  arrival  he  was  married  to  Sarah  Ann  Hiatt,  by  Soloman  G. 
Brown,  in  a  cabin  on  the  banks  of  the  beautiful  Cottonwood  river, 

"Later,  as  soon  as  the  townsite  was  located,  he  set  his  stakes  on  the  quarter 
section  adjoining  East  street  and  South  avenue,  east,  now -the  railroad  junc¬ 
tion.  Here  privations,  as  only  the  poor  in  a  new  co’ontry  can  understand,  came 
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thick  and  £ast^  but  eight  children  yiere  in  the  course  of  time  reared  and  ed¬ 
ucated  up  to  the  coifimonal-it.r'^  of  folks  and  he  made  a  creditable  showing  of 
house 5  cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  swine «  Being  deprived  of  fruit  in 

his  youth,  he  became  almost  an  extremist  in  horticulture  and  vineso  Many 
h^^  apple  fiends «  have  been  quieted  in  his  orchard  or  from  his  large  ap- 
ple  binso  After  saying  all  this,  modest  as  we  think  it  is,  we  must  admit 

that  much  “-  and  0,  so  much,  of  all  this  outward  success  v/as  due  to  his  life 
partner,  wedded  on  the  plains  of  Kansas o  (Rl6o)

"An*ew  Hinshaw  died  yesterday  evening  at  6s30  o'clock  at  his  hdme  two  miles  ' 
east  or  Emporia,  aged  82  years  10  months.  There  was  no  direct  cause  of  death, 

had  a  bad  sick  spell,  ^tiich  left  him  weak;  this 
yath  his  old  age  gradually  wore  him  out.  The  funeral  wi.ll  be  held  Monday  morn¬ 
ing  at  ten  o'clock,  at  the  home,  ^ 

Randolph  County,  North  Carolina,  January  10,  1829, 
of  Irish-jerman  parentage^  His  parents  ?rere  Quakers,  to  which  faa.th  Mro  Hin¬ 
shaw  al^ys  consa^tently  adhered »  The  family  moved  to  Indiana,  settling  near 
Rictoond,  the  next  year  after  his  births  In'October,  1333,  they  moved  to  Ham- 
ilton  County,  16  miles  north  of  Indianapolis,  where  Andrew  Hinshaw  grew  to 

*HIe  made  three  trips  to  the  wilderness  of  Iowa,  partly  on  foot,  once  'cross¬ 
ing  the  Mississippi  on  the  ice*  He  preempted  160  acres  of  land  in  Mahaska 
County,  Iowa,  and  doubtless  would  have  remained 'there  but  for  the  fact  that 
beloved*  had  moved  to  Kansas <»  He  left  Oskaloosa  early  in  December 
lo^o  and  rode  by  stage  to  Council  Bluffs,  Iowa*  He  went  partly  by  stage  and 
partly  on  foot  to  Lawrence*  On  the  -way  he  took  dinner  with  the  old  chief, 
Tonganoxie,  whose  mother  sat  in  a  corner,  and  on  asking  her- age,  the  son  re¬ 
plied,  *0ne  hundred  six  winter*?  He  took  stage  at  Burlingame,  being  the  on¬ 
ly  passenger  in  the  old  *  canvas  back?  as  far  west  as  Withington?  s,  on  lii2 


The  morning  at  daybreak,  Mr*  Hinshaw  started  south  on  a  one  track  trail, 
and  by  noon  the  trail  was  slushy  from  the  melting' snow*  In  the  early  even- 
mg  a' heavy  fog  set  in,  and  he  came  upon  two  deer,  almost  within  kicking  dis- 
t^ce,  he  saido  He  had  been  directed  to  the  Abraham  settlement,  but  missing 
it,  at  nightfall  he  found  himself  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Neosho  River*  Fail<*» 
ing  to  ?raise?  anyone  with  his  loud  calls,  he  slept  in  a  half-roofless  cabin* 
He  had^but  two  matches*  The  first  one  went  out,  and  he  dropped  the  second 
one*  He  found  it  by  a  careful  search,  and  got  a  fire  started*  He  slept  on 
a  couple  of  clapboards  on  the  dirt  floor  of  the  cabin,  and  by  constant  turn¬ 
ing  to  the  fire  from  face  to  back,  he  kept  off  the  cold  and  a  prowling  pan¬ 
ther  or  a  hungry  coyote* 

**A  short,  terriffic  rain  fell  in  the  evening,  followed  by  a  cold,  howling 
wind  from  the  northwest,  but  by  morning  the  weather  was  deaf  and  cold*  At 
daylight,  December  27,  the  young  man  started  but*  He  found  a  riffle  on  the" 
Neosho  (afterward  the  Rinker  ford)  and  soon  was  climbing  the  hillside  of  the 
present  State  Normal  School  site*  Having  had  but  one  letter  of  instructions 
on  how  to  reach  the  settlanent  on  the  Cottonwood  river,  he  was  pondering  on 
idiich  way  to  go  next  when  a  puff  of  smoke  from  the  timber  to  the  south  gave 
him  the  desired  information*  He  hxirried  toward  this  haven  of  rest,  for  his 
last  meal  was  twenty— six  hours  in  the  past,  as  he  carried  no  food  save  two 
apples,  sent  as  a  present  to  the  bride-to-be,  '  In  all  probability  those  two 
Romanstems  were  the  first  apples  brought  to  En^oria  and  among  the  first  fruits 
of  the  orchards  planted  in  Mahaska  County,  Iowa*  Mr*  Hinshaw  reached  the 
home  of  the  late  Solomon  G*  Brown,  and  here  he  was  given,  as  he  often  averred 
the  best  meal  he  ever  ate*

"The  breakfast  was  prepared  by  Mrs®  Brown  and  her  two  daughters,  and  foul* 
years  ago,  at  the  golden  wedding  'anniversary  celebration  of  the  Hinshaws,  * 
these  two  dau^ters,  now  Mrs.  Sarah  Staley  and  Mrs.  Margaret  Gilmore,  were 
presento  ' 

"Mr®  Hinshaw  was  maiTied  to  the  girl  of  his  choice^  Miss  Sarah  Ann  Hiatt, 
daughter  of  the  late  Mr*  aid  Mrs.  Curtis  Hiatt,  who  came  from' Indiana  to 
Kansas  in  1856,  reaching  this  community  May  11.  On  January  7?  1357,  Solo¬ 
mon  Brown  performed  the  ceremony  and  Mrs.  Brown  and  their  daughters  served 
the  wedding  breakfast.  Years  later  Mr.  Brown  performed  the  marriage  ceremony 
for  the  eldest  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hinshaw,  when  she  was  wedded  to  Har¬ 
ry  McMillanc 

"The  surveyors  having  finished  locating  the  townsite  of  Emporia,  February' 

21,  1857,  Andrew  Hinshaw  crossed  the  Cottonwood  River  on  an  ice  gorge,  from 
the  Hiatt  home  on  the  south  bank  of  the  stream,  and  set  his  stakes  east  of 
what  now  is  East  Street,  bet7?een  South  and  Sixth  Avenues*  Two  hours  later 
Pete  Sutherland,  who  had  selected  the  same  quarter  section  the  evening  be¬ 
fore,  came  to  set  his  stakes,  but  he  was  too  late<,  Bentley  Hiatt  half  swam 
his  yoke  of  cattle  that  day  with  material  for  a  hut  located  west  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  tower  house,  near  the  crossing  of  the  Sante  Fe  and  Katy  tracks*  This 
was  the  first  habitation  in  sight  between  the  two  rivers.  It  would  be  im¬ 
possible  to  recount  the  hardships  and  privations  endured  by  this  couple. 
Indian  and  border  ruff an  scares  were  frequent  during  their  first  few  years 
in  Kansas* 

"In  November,  I869,  the  Hinshaw’ s  moved  two  miles  east  of  town,  on  Sixth' 
Avenue,  which  location  ever  since  has  been  their  home.  The  l-Iissouri,  Kan¬ 
sas  and  Texas  railroad  had  graded  its  right-of-way  and  the  stakes  of  the 
Santa  Fe  w^ere  set,  so  the  Hinshaw’ s  considered  it  time  for  them  to  move, 'and 
traded  ei^iy  acres  for  the  I60  of  the 'present  home.  Mr.  Hinshaw,  realizing 
the  value  of  the  railroads  to'  the  country,  gave  to  each  the  land  for  their 
ri^ts-of-way,  for  v/hich  they,  in  return,  presented  him  with  life-time  pas¬ 
ses  in  this  state  for  himself  and  Mrs.  Hinshaw. 

"Eight  children  were  bom  to  Andrew  and  Sarah"  Ann  Hinshaw,  four  sons  and 
four  daughters.  Tl-ie  children  are,  Stephen  C.,  Sabina  E*,  now  Mrs.  Harry 
McMillan,  John  E.,,  Laten  R*,  Mindie  J«,  now  Mrs.  Judson  Marvin,  Ruth  A., 
now  Mrs c  Jacob  Palmer,  Unettie  V»,  now  Mrs.  Alfred  Kulander,  and  Frederic" 
Andrew*  All  the  children  are  married  and  all  lived  in  lyon  county  until  a 
year  and  a  half  ago,  when  the  youngest  daughter,  Mrs*  Kulander,  moved  to 
Virgil,  in  Greenwood  county.  It' is  a  remarkable  fact  that  in  the  nearly 
fifty- five  years  of  married  life,  there  never  before  has  been  a  death  in 
the  family.  There  are  twenty-seven  grandchildren,  three  of  these  having 
died  in  infancy,  and  one  greatgrandchild*  The  grandchildren  are  scattered 
from  Philadelphia  to  New  Mexico* 

"Andrew  Hinshaw  had  much  to  do  with' the' early  life  of  Emporia.  Although  he 
lived  outside  the  original  townsite,  he,  with  five  other  men,  met  in  July, 
1857,  at  Sixth  and  Mechanic,  for  the  first  public  road  work*  Mechanic  str¬ 
eet  then  was  a  ravine,  and  later  the  sidewalk  on  the  north  side  of  Sixth, 
and  that  on  the  south  side  of  Fifth,  were  on  legs  high  enough  for  teams  and 
loaded  wagons  to  pass  under*  As  late  as  1870  the  toTWi  skating  pond  was  be¬ 
tween  Sixth  and  Seventh  Avenues,  west  of  Mechanic  Street* 

"Mr.  Hinshaw  was  treasurer  of  the  Receiving  Aid  Society  in  i860,  and  re-  ' 
ceived  and  distributed  much  money,  and  though  footsore  and  nearly  shoeless, 
he  never  applied  any  of  the  goods  to  his  own  useo  A  kind  Americus  friend 
paid  two  dollars  for  a  pair  of  shoes  which  he  gave  to  Mr.  Hinshaw*  Stand- 
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always  for  law  and  order 5  Mro  Hinshaw  was  a  member  of  the  vigilance  com¬ 
mittee  which  broke  up  the  Free  Love  settlonent,  north  of  the  KeoshOo 
*!^e  Hinshaws  are  a  thrifty,  hard-working  people^  and  they  prospered  to  the 
extent  that  in  18 70  they  built  a  $2^000  barn  and  ll^OOG  granary «  In  l87lt 
th^  built  the  three-story  brick  residence  which  for  years  was  the  biggest 
and  handsomest  farm  house  in  all  Lyon  county® 

and  Mrso  Hinshaw  long  have  been  leaders  in  their  »meetihg%  as  the  quaint 
phraseology  of  the  Friends  term  their  religious  organization®  Their  house 
was  the  stopping  place  for  Friends  from  all  sections  of  Kansas  and  from  other 
states  as  well®  They  have  entertained  as  many  as  forty  persons  at  one  time 
with  meals  and  lodging^  and  rejoiced  in  doing  it®  Theirs  was  a  wide  hospi^' 
talityp  known  and  appreciated  by  hiuidxeds  outside  of  the  Society  of  Friends^ 
and  which  seemed  necessary  to  their  happiness  and  content®  Mr®  Hinshaw  visit¬ 
ed  much' in  the  interests  of  his  Church,  going  tmce  to  Philadelphia,  twice 
to  Ohio,  twice  to  Canada  —  the  last  time  in  June,  1911  —  once  to  New  Eng- 

Carolina®’  He  visited  often  in  Indiana,  and  on  many 
of  these  trips  he  was  accompanied  by  Mrs®  Hinshaw,  who  is  a  recorded  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  Friend®' s  meeting® 

^r®  Hinshaw,  modest  and  retiring,  living  the  quiet,  unassuming  life  of  the 
Friend,  never  sought  public  office  or  recognition  in  any  way®  He  served  on 
the  school  board  and  looked  after  the  interests  of  his  road  district,  in  an 
offici^  capacity,  and  did  it  willingly  and  gladly  for  the  benefit  of  his 
community®  He  gave  freely  of  his  time  and  ability  to  plan  for  the  upbuild¬ 
ing  of  the  town  and  commiinity  and  has  been  a  po^iver  for  civic  rJ  ghteousness 
as  well  as  a  tower  of  strengt,h  in  his  ch'orch  for  more  than  half\  centmy  in 
Lyon  county®  The  plain  little  meeting  house  at  First  Avenue  and  Sylvan  Street, 
was  his  place  of  worship,  and  he  was  regularly,  on  First  and  Fifth  days®  in 
his  place  there®  ^ 

”The  measure  of  accomplishment  of  such  a  life  cannot  be  taken®  He  was  of  the 
best  type  of  Kansas  pioneer,  the  like  of  ■v^iom  builddd  the  state  for  the  g^eat 
place  which  it  has  attained  in  a  gi-^eat  nation®  “  (HI60)

AUTOBIOGRAPHY  OF  WILLIAM  EDWIN  HIATT 

’William  Edwin  Hiatt,  son  of  Lorenzo  Dow  Hiatt,  was  bom  in  Barton  County- 
near  Jasper,  Missouri  July  17,  1872 ^ 

»»WVien  9  years  of  age  he  went  to  live  with  the  John  C,  Lazenl:^  family  near 
Carthap,  Missouri.,  While  there  I  learned  much  about  the  Hiatt,  and  Lazen- 
by  families^ .  From  there  he  went  to  Eureka  Springs,  Arkansas  to  liye  with 
Ms  mothers  parents  Andrew  C.  and  Nancy  McNau^t  Pirtleo  It  was  whil'd 'liv~ 
mg  with  them  that  he  heard  and  learned  much  about  the  Pirtle'and  McNaught ' 
When  12  years  of  age  he  went  to  Martins**rille,  Ohio-  to  live  with 
Ms  fathers  parents,  Clarkson  and  Jane  Hollingsworth  Hiatt«.  Others  living 
them  at  that  time  were  his  uncle  Francis  Mo  Hiatt*.  His 'great  uncle  Abner 
Hollingsworth,  and  his  great  grandmother  ^^Girandma  Hollingsworth*  as  every' 
one  called  her-  "Grandma  Hollingsworth*  was  92  years  of  age  at  that  time, 
and  quite  active-  Each  Sunday  morning  she  insisted  on  walking  the  one  and 
one  half  miles  to  Martinsville  to  attend  Quaker  meeting-  She  told  me  that  ' 
those  w^ks  brought  back  fond  memories  of  her  girlhood  days.  She  would  sing 
and  pick  wild  flowers  along  the  way-  I  well  remember  attending  Quaker  church 
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with  her  in  Martinsville®  She  would  sit  on  the  womens  side^  ahd  insisted 
that  I  sit  on  the  mens  side®  There  was  no  music,  no  preaching ^  just  an  hour 
of  quiet  and  meditation® 

”At  the  age  of  l6  years  after  being  well  tau^it  and  having  learned  much  about 
the  Quaker  faith,  and  also  having  heard  the  history  of  the  Hiatt  and  Hollings¬ 
worth  families  I  returned  to  my  parents  home,  in  Carthage,  Jasper  Co®,  Miss¬ 
ouri,  and  finished  education  in  the  public  schools,  and  later  attended  the 
Carthage  Business  College o®., 

®*ooooAfter  our  marriage,  we  resided  in  Carthage,  Missouri  until  J'one  19ll4^ 
when  we  moved  to  Baxter  Springs,  Kansas,  7fhere  we  have  continued  to  live,  ex¬ 
cept  for  a  period  of  time  between  November  1931  to  June  1937  "vdien  we  resided 
in  and  near  Phoenix,  Arizona®  The  time  spent  in  Arizona  was  for  the  health 
of  members  of  our  family®  Our  family  has  always  bean  active  ■’"n  Church  and 
Sunday  school  work®  I  am  still  a  church  official  and  Sunday  school  teacher® 
Was  activ*»  in  boy  scout  work,  being' scoutmaster  for  a  number  of  years® 

•^ile  living  in  Carthage,  Missouri,  I  was  a  shoe  salesman,  being  part-  owner 
of  a  shoe  store®  In  Baxter  Springs,  Kahsas,  was  sole  owner  of  a  large  depart¬ 
ment  store  over  a  period  of  18  years®  I  am  now  part  time  employed  as  a  shoe 
salesman  in  a  department  store® 

“Served  two  terms 'as  alderman  in  Baxter  Springs,  Kahsas®  Veteren  of  Spanish- 
American  War“l898®  Served  as  Lieutenant  in  Go®  Second  Missouri  Volun¬ 

teer  Infantry,  from  April  27,  1898  to  February  27,  1899<»  Served  in  the*  arm-' 
ed  forces  of  the  State  of  Missouri  from  1899  to  19l5p  as  Lieutenant,  Captain, 
and  also  as  Major® 

’*Served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  State  of  Kansas  from  1916  to  1919  as  Lieu¬ 
tenant,  and  also  as  Captain®  Was  in  the  recruiting  series  during' the  first 
World  Wai^  1911i-19l8o  Was  attached  as  Captain  in  17th  U®  S®  Infantry  in  1911 
during  the  Border  trouble  with  Mexico®  In  1916  was  assigned  to  Engi.neer  Com¬ 
pany  as  Captain  during  more  border  trouble  with  Mexico®  Was  retired  as  Major, 
after  a  total  of  twenty  four  j^ars  of  military  service ®»  (El?)

poor  and  times  were  hard  lots  of  time  onley  had  one  half  pint  of  milk  to 
brake  my  bread  in  to©  And  it  irould  not  soak  up  enuf  bread  to  satisfy  my 
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hungery  stumick  vtien  1  were  12  year.^o  I  started  to  bird  cows  for  one  cent  ’ 
per  head  per  day  in  the  hills  South  of  salem*  Had  from  to  80  catlSo  Al¬ 
ways  had  bare  feet  in  sunmiero  ' 

^Father  had  taken  up  a  home-steed  near  the  water  canyon  niountaieo  “When  I  were

them  sheep  with  you  are  you  will"  get  the  sasae®  I  told  him  I  would  not  for  the 
show  were ""2  are  3  feet  dep  in  those  mountains®  And  if  it  were  my' luck  to  get 
shot  to  death  I  would  take  it  alike  a  man®  And  then  X  aded  dos  it  take  12 
cattle  man  to  get  one  boy"  because  he  hirds  sheep®  "I  am  bar  handedi  You  each" 
have  a  dager  a  rdf  el  and  a  six  gun®  It  shamed  them  out®  They  mumbled  a  minut 
then  said  if  eney  body  can  take  sheep  threw  a  dead  line  young  fellow  you  c^® 
And  we  are  going  to  let  you  go  threw  I  tahnked  them®  This  was  in  Green  river 

valley  on  the  Orgen  trail®  IShere  the  estament  is  that  one  person  have  lost 

their  lives  on  a  average  of '113  feet  from  "the  mercida  River  to' Orgen  in  his¬ 
tory  of  Earley  days  of  Idaho  it  were  no  haimie  to  kili  a  mar  espesciley  if  he 
hirded  sheep®  In  those  days®  Near  south  pass  H^o*  a  catie  man  pointed ‘a  Six 
gun  at  me  I  asked  him  to  get  of  his  horse  and  eat  supper  with"  me  he  did®  And 
then  told  me  1  could  have  part  of  the  feed  on  his  cattle  range®  But  two  days 
later  wo  moved®  We  moved  to  Haley T!^o®  on  the  continental  devlde  we  waited 
there  about  2  weeke  for  our  Boss  to  fetch  our  camp  wagons;  But  corsen  never 

fetched  them®  Then  one  morning  there  were  2  feet  of  snow^  and  it  were  still

The  wind  blew  very  hard  my  story  is  ^_ting  to  long®’  Sq  maiH  make  it  short 
after  we  arived  on  the  tatman  mountain  in  M^ch  I  and  Joseph  quit  hirding® 

He  stayed  in  Otto  I  went  back  to  Salem  Utah®  I  sold'ydiat  cattle  we  had  and 
drove  a  team  to  Otto  ’V^oming  the  next  fall  October  6^  1903^  I  married  Minnie 
Jackson^)  dau^ter  of  Henry  Jackson  and  Emma  Crispin®  The  next  Febuaiy  we 
moved  to  salem®  My  Father  wrote  me  to  come®  He  yras  old#  We  took  care  of 
him  till  he  died  at  age  of  80  years  and  2  months  he  had  onley  lost  one  tooth® 
He  dies  J\ily  1908®  At  salem,  Utah®  In  1910  we  moved  to  Otto  T^oming  we  had 
2  children  then  Floeese  Ann  Bom  3  Nov  1905  Salem  Utah  William  Joshua  Bom 
31  Dec  1907  Salem  Utah®  And  Hyrum  Levi  Ericksen  23  April  1910  at  Otto 
we  mad  a  Sheep  camp®  And  moved  to  Lewistown  Montana  with  U  horses  to  work 
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on  a  railroad  came  back  the  next  fall,  broke ‘hawled  Baled  hay'all 'winter  15^ 
miles  to  Basin  from  between  Otto  and~  Burlington'  were  'in  debt  60 <,00  in  the  ■"

The  first  Hyett  who  settled  in  Painsvdek  was  a  Charles  Hyett,  who 
built  the  venter  of  the  house  from  T/hich  I  am  7?riting,  in  1728-30a  He  was  a 
large  land“Oyflier,  and  he  had  two  sons,  Benjamin  and  Nicholas,  who  successively 
succeeded  him.  The  former  left  no  childi'en,  but  Nicholas  left  one  son,  Benja¬ 
min,  who  inlierited  his  estate »  He  married  a  Lliss  Adams,  and  alleging  that  he 
had  no  relations  of  his  oim  name,  he  left  his  property  to  his  v/ife’s  nearest 
relation,  who  was  ny  father,  and  who  took  the  name  of  Hyett  in  lieu  of  that  of 
Adams  <, 

The  Hyetts  of  PainsTrVick  are,  to  the  best  of  n^y  belief  (there  is  one 
weak  link  in  the  chain),  descended  from  the  Hyetts  of  Sydney,  in  the  Forest  of 
Dean,  who  -.rere  certainly  descended  from  a  James  Hyett  who  was  Constable  of  Sto 
Briavel’s  Castle  —  an  important  post  that  was  often  held  by  distinguished 
noblemen o  This  was  corxf erred  on  him  by  King  Edward  IV  on  March  10,  lU6l,  and 
in  the  following  year  he  gave  him  the  manor  of  Lideswick(?)  in  Staffordshire, 
The  arms  of  the  Painsw/ick  and  Sydney  Hyetts  are  the  same  (Argent,  a  lion  ram¬ 
pant  and  a  chief  indented  sable )« 

The  first  bearer  of  the  name  mentioned  in  any  old  document  was  a  John* 
Hyot,  who  was  appointed  incumbent  of  the  bury  of  Lanhamlagh,  in  Wales,  in  1338o 
The  name  is  spelt  in  a  variety  of  wayso  Between  13^2  and  1601  I  have 
instances  of  it  spelt  in  27  different  wayso  They  had  their  origin  in  that  part 
of  Gloucestershire  vrfiich  is  known  as  the  Forest  of  Dean,  where  it  is  still  a 
common  name  among  the  poorer  classes,  but  it  is  not  common  in  other  parts  of 
England,  In  1306  there  were  5?  Parliamentary  voters  of  the  name  in  the  County 
of  Gloucester  (h^  Hyetts,  8  Hyatts,  3  Hiatts  and  1  Hiatt),  of  whom  26  resided 
in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  In  1875  there  were  9  land  owners  in  Gloucestershire 
and  not  another  of  the  name  in  the  rest  of  England o 

The  place  of  the  origin  of  the  family  also  points  to  the  origin  of 
the  name.  Dean  Forest  was  for  centuries  a  royal  hunting  ground',  in  which  there 
were  two  enclosures,  each  of  which  was  called  a  »hegaV,  *haigh%’  or  »haie%  in 
v/hich  there  must  have  been  gates,  kno^vn  to  the  Forest  as  ^yats‘o  The  words 
'haie‘  and  *yat>  still  linger  in  the  Forest,  The  lodge-keeper  of  one  of  these 
enclosures  (if  christened  John)  would  certainly  have  been  Imoivn  as  ’John  of 
the  7festern(?)  Gate’  or  ’John  of  the  Eastern(?)  Gate’,  ’John  of  (the)  Haie  Yat’ 
might  easily  in  course  of  time  pass  into  ’John  Hyatt’,  I  merely  throw  this  out 
as  a  not  improbable  suggestion.  If  correct,  the  first  Hyett  ivas  the  King’s 
game -keeper. 

There  vmis  a  junior  branch  of  the  Hyetts  of  Sydney  who  settled  at  ’The 
New  Place’,  3odley(?),  in  the  Forest  of  Dean,  whose  pedigree  is  printed  in  the 
Gloucestershire  Visitation  1682-3,  edited  by  T,  Fitz-Roy  FenwickC?)  and  Walter 
Metcalf,  vdiich  '.ras  printed  by  P,  Ward(?)  of  Exeter  in  l88lt.  It  is  possible 
that  your  relations  are  connected  with  this  branch. 
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I  am  sorry  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  give  you  more  helpo

Po  S.  Since  -writing  the  above  I  have  remembered  that  a  branch  of  the  Hyetts 
of  Sidney  settled  at  Wotton-under-Edge ,  in  Gloucestershire,  and  made  money 
as  cloth  manufacturers  o  Some  of  them  migrated  to  London,  and  a  William  of 
London,  merchant,  before  1693 j.  bequeathed  L60  for  the  poor  of  Wotton-under- 
Edgei  and  his  brother  Robert  bequeathed  L^OO  for  the  same  purpose. 

There  was  a  John  Hyett  -who  was  an  uncle  of  the  Charles  Hyett  who  built 
ray  house,  who  left  LlUOO  to  the  Charity  School ‘of  A-— "C?)o

'‘Elizabeth  Hiatt  died  at  Milton,  Indiana  11th  month  1862*  She  y/as  the  dau¬ 
ghter  of  Isaac  and  Catherine  White,  and  y;as  born  at  Core  Sound,  North  Caro¬ 
lina  on  the  214th  of  12th  month  1770,  At  that  time  Friends  still  held  slaves. 
Several  slaves  were  held  by  her  Father*  They  vrere  treated  as  members  of  the 
family  and  were  ultimately  liberated*  She  often  spoke  of  them,  v/hen  herself 
far  advanced  in  years,  in  terms  of  affectionate  remembrance.  Her  parents  re¬ 
moved  when  she  v/as  about  fourteen  CII4)  years  of  age,  to  New  Garden  in  North 
Carolina  — -  then  a  comparatively  new  section  of  the  Country*  She  was  married 
in  1797  to  our  late  beloved  friend,  Benajah  Hiatt,  a  valuable  minister,  who 
died  in  18147*  Not  much  is  known  of  her  early  religious  experience  —  but  they 
set  out  in  married  life  vriLth  a  determination  to  seek  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  His  Righteousness,  and  after  many  years  of  faithful  dedication,  they  vrere 
able  to  say  ’that  all  things  necessary  had  been  added* They  had  a  large 
family  —  ten  children,  aid  she  was  consequently  cumbered  with  many  cares* 

She  sroke  in  later  years  of  this  period  of  her  life  as  having  been  spent  ’in 
sinning  and  repenting’  — >  that  is,  her  good  resolutions  were  frequently  broken, 
and  she  did  not  attain  to  that  state  of  entire  dedication  to  her  Divine  Master 
Tfhich  she  so  ardently  desired,  and  which  her  calm  and  settled  faith  gave  evi¬ 
dence  she  had  reached  in  later  years.  Both  her  husband  and  herself  were  re¬ 
markable  for  their  kindness  and  hospitality  to  the  poor,  the  fatherless,  and 
the  vn-dovr  —  and  especially  to  the  stranger*  Their  house  was  always  open  to 
the  latter  class,  and  they  rarely  spent  a  ni[^t  alone  in  the  more  active  per¬ 
iod  of  their  lives.  Nearly  as  many  orphan  children  as  they  had  of  their  own, 
v/ere  adopted  into  the  family  and  partook  of  the  same  kind  care  as  their  oivn 
children  —  one  of  these,  no'"’’  a  valued  and  beloved  Elder  in  our  religious  so¬ 
ciety  says;  ’It  is  novf  fifty-nine  years  since  I  was  first  placed  under  her 
care  and  that  of  her  worthy  companion  to  act  as  parents  for  me*  Since  that 
time  I  have  ever  held  then  and  their  dear  children  in  much  esteem  and  kind 
remembrance,  and  although  forty-nine  years  have  passed  away  since  I  was  one 
of  their  family  circle,  yet  I  often  recur  with  feelings  of  humble  gratitude 
to  seasons  of  Divine  Favor  which  I  experienced  while  under  their  care*’ 

"Elizabeth  Hiatt  v^as  a  person  of  but  fev/  words,  but  possessed  a  very  calm

and  mature  judgmento  She  y;as  particularly  careful  to  avoid  causes  of  offence, 
and  escaped  remarkably  for  one  of  her  activity  and  usefulness,  the  censure 
and  ill  will  of  others®  She  was  an  excellent  adviser  —  always  counseled 
moderation  and  forbearance,  and  when  appealed  to  by  her  children,  or  other 
persons  vdiose  impetuosity  would  lead  then  to  a  state  of  excitement,  she  would 
calmly  hear  their  statement,  and  then  call  their  attention  to  the  other  side 
of  the  question  and  advise  then  to  look  at  the  matter  on  both  sides  —  to 
pause,  ponder,  sift  —  thus  she  often  preserved  them  from  the  evil  effects 
v;hich  would  have  followed  hasty  and  rash  action  —  so  in  difficulties  which 
arose  in  religious  society  and  among  her  neighbors,  her  influence  v^as  ever 
extended  as  a  peace-maker®  These  traits  in  her  character  and  joined  to  her 
religious  experience  and  great  dedication  to  her  Divine  Master,  made  her  a 
fit  overseer  of  the  flock®  She  was  appointed  an  Elder  at  an  early  age  in 
life,  and  continued  usefully  in  that  station  more  than  fifty-four  years.  She 
was  an  active  and  useful  participant  in  the  Discipline  of  the  Church,  and 
frequently  took  long  journeys  on  horseback  through  the  new  and  sparsely  set¬ 
tled  country  —  in  it^s  S'^^'n/'iceo  She  accompanied  Miriam  licndenhall,  a  minis¬ 
ter  of  the  Gospel,  in  the  yeai'  1821  in  a  religious  visit  to  Indiana,  and  at¬ 
tended  the  first  Yearly  Meeting  in  tliat  States  The  journey  occupied  several 
months,  and  yras  laborious  and  exposing®  Tlie  co^ontry  being  new,  vdth  but  few 
facilities  for  travelling,  and  but  few  comforts  amongst  the  settlers®  On  ac¬ 
count  of  their  conscientious  'objection  to  slavery,  against  ynich,  both  her 
Husband  and  herself  bore  and  earnest  and  uncompromising  testimony  —  they 
left  their  native  State  and  removed  to  Indiana  in  the  year  1321;  and  settled 
at.  Milford  vjhere  they  continued  to  reside  during  the  remainder  of  their  lives® 
She  was  one  of  that  class  of  Christians  who  pass  quietly  on  thronrrh  life  ful¬ 
filling  her  duty  to  her  family,  her  neighbors  and  the  Church  without  ostentation 
or  display.  As  the  infirmities  of  advancing  years  began  to  press  upon  her, 
with  a  thoughtfullness  and  humility  rare  for  one  occupying  her  useful  posi¬ 
tion,  she  feared  that  she  might  mar  rather  than  advance  the  good  work,  by 
continuing  actively  to  participate  in  the  affairs  of  the  church,  and  volun¬ 
tarily  gave  up  the  disciplinary  affairs  to  those  younger  in  years  —  while 
she  yet  regularly  attended  Meetings  both  for  worship  and  discipline,  and 
greatly  enjoyed  mingling  with  her  friends  there®  For  the  last  ten  years  of 
her  life,  she  was  confined  almost  entirely  to  the  house;  then  her  mental  poir- 
ers  declined  gradually,  until  she  became  totally  oblivious  to  almost^ every¬ 
thing  around  her  —  but  even  then  it  was  interesting  to  observe  at  times  that 
the  mme  of  the  Saviour  would  arouse  her  mind  t  o  life  vihen  she  had  forgotten 
her  own  children.  Finally,  however,  years  before  her  death,  the  period  seem¬ 
ed  to  have  arrived  Yiien  responsibility  had  ceased,  viien  it^w^as  said  ^He^that 
is  rif^hteous,  let  Him  be  righteous  still’  and  her  useful  life  w^as  practically 
closed®  She  continued  to  live  until  the  11th  of  the  11th  month,  1352,  ivhen 
she  gently  and  quietly  breathed  her  last®  Age  91  years  10  months,>^3  days,

'•Elizabeth  (V/hite)  Hiatt,  vdfe  of  Denajah  Hiatt,  was  the  dauj^hter  of  Tsaiic 
and  Catherine  ‘'Jfhite  and  in  regular  line  of  descent  from  one  of  the  oldest 
families  of  the  South®  (See  a  sketch  and  genealogy  of  her  ancestry  prepared 
by  II.  C®  J.  (Mary  Coffin  Johnson  —  editor®)  in  ai other  paper®) 

"She  was  born  at  Core  Sound,  Cataret  (Cartaret  —  ed®)  Co®  on  the  sea-coast 
of  North  Carolina,  December  2i|,  1770® 

"Her  father  owned  a  plantation  and  vfas  a  man  of  considerable  ivealth  ovwi- 
ing  slaves  until  after  the  marriage  of  this  daughter®  ^  ^ 

"Isaac  was  a  man  small  in  stature,  possessing  all  the  personal  features  of 

the  V/hite  family  of  Albemarle,  of  whom  he  was  one® 
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“(Later  189U<.  Mo  Co  Jo  has  found  the  entry  of  land  his  father  made  at  Core 
Soundo  See  another  Note  Booko) 

•'About  the  year  17h^  some  Friends  called  at  Core  Sounds  the  first  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  v^ho  came  there,  and  soon  after  the  privilege  of  holding  a  Monthly  Meet¬ 
ing  was  granted  them*  Among  these  early  settlers  Tfas  no  doubt  Isaac  White  of 
Albemarle  Coo  who  must  have  gone  to  Core  Sound  about  the  time  he  reached  his 
majorityo  (Since  have  found'in  Records  of  N.  Co  that  land  (800  acres)  were 
granted  his  father  Oct,  1,  1751.)  He  died  at  Guilford  aged  82. 

“Isaac  White  was  the  son  of  Henry  White  3rd,  and  Ruth  Keaton,  of  whom  he  was 
one.  (See  grant  of  land  in  Notes  made  at  Philacielphia  also  Marriage  certifi¬ 
cate.)  He  died  l8ll.  His  wife  died  1803. 

“Elizabeth  v^as  bom  and  reached  the  age  of  womanhood  before  her  parents  re¬ 
moved  to  the  middle  and  elevated  plateau  of  their  native  state  —  Guilford 
Coo  Isaac  White  removed  to  Guilford  Co.  with  his  family  Oct.  1771, 

“A  consideral:^3-®  portion  of  her  native  country  was  occupied  by  swamp  lands  * 
md  long  leaf  pines,  oak  flats j  and  Viras  mainly  a  cotton  producing  country. 

The  numerous  water  courses  which  penetrated  and  flowed  through  the  region 
abounded  in  fish  and  alligators, 

“Her  natiaral  fondness  of  fish  for  a  tAble  supply  remained  with  her  till  she 
reached  extreme  old  age.  She  could  never  forget  the  abundant  swarms  of  mi¬ 
grating  shad  and  bountiful  quantities'  of  blue  fish  v/hich  stocked  the  brooks 
of  her  childhood  scenes.  '•  >  .  ..  . 

•'From  her  earliest  recollections  she  was  nursed  and  attended  by  a  slave-wo¬ 
man  —  Phyllis.  She  used 'often  in  after  life,  to  interest  her  grandchildren 
by  telling  them  stories  of  this  favorite  and  faithful  slave,-  of  her  unceasing 
v/atchfulness  and  care  over  the  children,  never  permitting  them  to  play  un-  ' 
attended  near  the  banks  of  a  sluggish. stream  that  ran  through  the  plantation, 
because  of  the  large  aligators  which  often  crawled  out  of  the  water  and  were 
exceedingly  dangerous ^ 

“One  of  these  slaves  was  naiaed  Sampson*.  Our  grandmother  recollected  that 
>Samp»  had  a  pet  lamb  which  grew  up  to  be  a  stout  sheep  that  practiced  but- 
ting  everybody  vA\o  came  about «  One  day  ‘Samp*  thinking  to  teach  him  a  lesson, 
backed  up  against  a  brick  chimney  #iich  stood  outside  of  the  house  and  mena- 
ceing  the  animal,  it  pitched  at  him  with  all  its  force.  Samp  dodged  getting 

out  of  the  ivay,  letting  the  ram  strike  the  chimney.  The  old  ram  broke  his 
neck. 

“At  the  time  of  her  marriage,  and  while  a  young  vroman,  she  was  slight  in  fig¬ 
ure,  slender  and  active.  She  became  stout  later  in  life  —  v/as  short  in  sta¬ 
ture,  rather  under  medium  size.  Before  she  reached  middle  age  her  hair  be¬ 
came  very  white, 

“Elizabeth  T/7hite  married  March' 8,  1797  Benajah  Hiatt,  in  Friends  Meeting,  ' 
New  Garden  House,  Guilford  Co.,  N.  C.  and  here  they  settled.  They  walked  in 
unison  fifty  years.  It  is  found  in  the  annals  of  the  Friends,  recorded  in 
those  who  had  intimately  known  the  worthy  and  honored  pair  from  their  youth, 
that  ‘She  proved  a  valuable  companion  to  her  husband  through  all  the  various 
probations  of  a  long  and  useful  life.* 

“Possessing  a  sound  mind  and  a  calm  deliberate  judgment,  united  with  a  true 
religious  experience  and  weight  of  character,  fitting  characteristics  for 
usefulness,  she  y/as  appointed  an  Elder  in  the  ‘Friends*  Society  T^ile  yet 'a 
young  woman  and  continued  to  fill  that  position  for  more  than  fifty  years. 

“She  came  to  Indiana  vdth  Joseph  Coffin  and  Miriam  Mendenhall  in  1321,  to 
attend  the  first  yearly  meeting  in  that  State  and  they  visited  all  the  Friends 
Meetings  in  the  12  mile  purchase,  ivhich  \ms  a  strip  of  land  of  that  width  ' 
being  vrest  of  the  Ohio  line.  There  ;vere  several  meetings  in  this  purchase, 
that  went  toward  the  formation  of  this  yearly  meeting.  While  her  household 
affairs,  spimdng,  weaving,  etc,  occupied  her  time  closely,  yet  she  frequent¬ 
ly  traveled  with  Friends  visiting  Meetings  and  attending  to  the  calls  of  the 
Church. 
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”In  addition  to  becoming  the  Mother  and  rearing  a  family  of  ten  children  (ex¬ 
cept  twins  who  died  in  childhood  and  a  child  who  died  at  the  age  of  two  years) ^ 
an  equal  number  of  orphan  children  (eighteen  in  all)  found  a  home  under  their 
hospitable  roof  and  under  her  fostering  care  many  stayed  for  five  or  six  years. 
•'While  she  always  greatly  enjoyed  mingling  in  the  social  circle  of  her  friends 
and  in  church  activities,  for  many  years  before  the  close  of  her  lenghthened 
life,  she  v/ithdrevf  from  active  participation  in  church  natters  fearing  that 
she  night  not  through  the  increasing  infirmities* of  age,  advance  its  interests 
as  its  progress  and  vitality  required,  and  for  the  last  ten  years  of  her  life, 
she  was  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  house.  During  her  later  years  yet 
remaining  in  her  home,  she  vrais  administered  to  by  her  son-in-law  and  youngest 
daughter,  Charles  and  Hannah  F. 'Dickinson.  In  this  home  she  lived  for  a  per¬ 
iod  of  about  thirty  eight  years.  About  eleven  years  before  he-  ’-^cease,  her 
son  Mordecai  Hiatt  and  his  vrife,  took  charge  of  her  home  farm  and  faithfully 
administered  to  her  helpless  extreme  age. 

'•During  the  evening-tide  of  life,  her  mental  powers  gradually  failed  until  she 
appeared  entirely  oblivious  to  passing  events  and  her  present  surroundings. 

’’It  was  touching  then  to  hear  her  at  times  call  loudly  for  the  faithful  old 
slave-nurse  of  her  earlier  years  —  'PhyllisS  PhyllisS^  Phyllis  had  gone  from 
the  earth  fifty  years  before.  When  her  call  was  answered  she  would  tell  her 
^mnts  —  sometimes  in  somewhat  of  a  commanding  tone.  ’Phyllis,  rub  my  feet* 

—  ’Phyllis,  bring  me  a  drink.*  After  having  been  kindly  waited^upon,  she 
vrould  often  in  a  gentle  and  softened  tone  remark  ’Phyllis,  thee  is  no  good.* 

But  her  mind  during  this  clouded  period,  would  frequently  awaken  to  a  bright 
sense  of  the  tender,  loving  acid  unremitting  care  of  the  Eternal  God,  who  *e*en 
to  old  age,  had  faithfully  carried  her*,  and  she  would  with  clearness  declare 
her  faith  and  love  for  the  Christ  who  redeemed  her. 

'•She  died,  Monday,  the  11th  of  November,  1862  in  the  92nd  year  of  her  age. 

•’For  a  great  number  of  years,  she  had  kept  in  store  a  complete  suit  of  under¬ 
clothing  to  be  used  for  her  burial.  In  these  garments  she  was  clad  for  the 
^ave  together  with  a  neat  folded  kerchief  of  soft  sheer  web-like  muslin  over 
her  breasu,  and  the  neat  cap  on  her  snow-^ite  head,  of  the  pattern  then  irom 
by  the  Friends,  bringing  her  appearance  as  she  peacefully  lay  in  her  -^oflin 
back  to  her  years  of  life*  s  activities  and  the  days  v;hen  she  was  foremost  in 
her  devotion  to  human  needs,  and  T^en  her  faithful  hands  vrare  filled  vmth  the 
loving  service  of  Motherhood.  In  the  eyes  anc  hearts  of  her  gathered  child¬ 
ren,  all  of  T^om  viere  far  onward  and  past  the  meridian  of  life  a  natural  beau¬ 
ty  sat  upon  her  countenance.  Their  tears  were  tears  of  thankfulness  that  she 
vmis  released  from  life’s  long  and  intricate  pathv^ay  and  that  it  had  led  her, 

a  Mother  in  Israel  —  to  Jerusalem  the  Golden.  ,  v, 

"She  had  expressed  to  her  daughter,  Anna,  during  one  of  the  seasons  ^-'^en  her 
rdnd  was  clear  and  she  realizing  the  vreight  of  her  7/ears,  that  she  would 
be  so  ^lad  to  be  taken  to  live  mth  her  beloved  husband  in  the  Heaven  beyond, 
but  (,")  said  shet  ’I  am  mlling  to  await  my  Heavenly  Father’s  wmll  and  abide

•*The  funeral  services  took  place  on  Wednesday  the  13th  at  three  o’clock  P. 
at  the  Friends  Meeting  House  at  Milford  (near  the  village  of  Milton;.  The 
casket  was  carried  into  the  aisle,  and  there  sat  aro^d  the  beloved  aged  form, 
all  of  her  surviving  children  except  her  son  Joel  and  her  daughter  Hannah,  who 
vrere  residing  in  Kansas,  several  hundred  miles  away.  Those  Present  were  her 
eldest  child,  Naomi  Coffin,  Mordecai,  Anna,  John  and  Esther  G.  with  their  sur¬ 
viving  husbands  and  vdves,  together  vmth  a  number  of  her  grandchildren,  among

"She  v;as  laid  in  the  burial  ground  of  the  Friends  at  Llilford,  near  the  village 
of  Llilton,  Wayne  Coo,  Indo  A  plain  stone  marks  the  grave  bearing  the  name

THE  LINEAGE  OF  THE  imTTS 

"Benajah  Hiatt,  the  second  son  of  William  and  Charity  Hiatt,  v/as  born  at  Guil¬ 
ford,  Guilford  Coo  (six  miles  from  Greensboro)  North  Carolina,  July  17,  1773 o 
"He  was  a  boy  of  eight  years  and  four  months  when  the  memorable  Revolutionary 
battle  of  Guilford  Court  House  was  fought,  near  his  Father ^s  plantation®  The 
British  took  possession  of  the  Friend* s  Meeting-House,  turning  it  into  a  hos¬ 
pital,  their  forces  being  nominally  victorius  *but  in  effect  defeated*.  Soon 
after  they  abandoned  the  field. 

"Next  morning  after  the  battle,  little  Benajah  was  placed  on  the  back  of  a 
family  horse,  and  started  off  to  mill  with  a  *  grist*  for  grinding.  On  the 
way  his  horse  became  frightened  at  a  dead  horse,  killed  in  the  battle,  from 
which  a  flock  of  buzzards  suddenly  flew  up,  and  shying  off,  the  boy  and  his' 
bag  of  grain  were  thrown  to  the  ground.  He  found  himself  with  a  broken  arm, 
and  regardless  of  Tory  enemies  or  the  antipathies  of  the  Federals,  he  went 
at  once  to  the  British  hospital' v^here  a  British  surgeon  treated  him  mth  a* 
great  kindness  and  set  the  limb,  sending  a  soldier  to  take  him  to  his  hone* 

"It  was  ■v'riiile  he  was  yet  a  youth  that  his  mind  became  sensibly  impressed  ivith 
the  sweet  influence  of  the  Christian  religion*  He  accepted  Christ  as  his 
Saviour  and  from  that  time  ’grew  in  grace  and  the  Icnowledge  of  Him*.  His  life 
vras  ever  after  marked  v/ith  a  deep  conscientiousness,  w5:iich  from  these 'early 
years  marked  his  conduct  and  set  a  visible  influence  upon  his  m.anners,  caus¬ 
ing  him  to  avoid  frivolity  and  to  be  particularly  observed  by  the  ’Friends* 
in  the  neighborhood  as  an  ’orderly  youth*, 

"Although  he  vras  of  like  passions ‘and  frailities  as  others,  yet  he  strictly 
preserved  and  practiced  his  religion  till  the  close  of  his  useful  life;  his 
conversation  and  actions  strictly  corresponding  vdth  his  profession* 

"Soon  after  reaching  his  Twenty-first  birthday,  he  vrent  to  an  Uncle,  Charles 
Gordon,  and  learned  the  trade  of  a  saddler* 

"His  education  was  quite  limitedj  the  State  of  North  Carolina  in  those  days, 
being  far  behind  other  parts  of  the  country  in  the  cause,  yet  he  spent  much 
time  over  his  Bible,  for  which  he  had  a  deep  love  and  reverance,  and  in  read¬ 
ing  books  of  a  religious  type,  believing  that  a  too  close  perusal  of  the  peri¬ 
odicals  of  the  day  and  lighter  literature  tended  to  divert  the  mind  from  the 
simplicity  of  spiritual  truths* 

"In  the  Twenty-fourth  year  of  his  age,  on  March  8th,  1797,  he  married  Eliza¬ 
beth,  daughter  of  Isaac  and  Catherine  White,  then  of  New  Garden  (six  miles 
from  Greensboro)*  This  union  was  blessed  through  long  and  useful  years.  They 
entered  into  their  near  and  interesting  connection  possessed  of  no  large  a- 
mount  of  property,  but  set  up  a  comfortable  home  of  their  own.  Of  industrious 
habit,  md  careful  in  all  his  business  management,  his  pecuniary  affairs  pros¬ 
pered*  His  was  a  ’full  rich  nature,  free  to  trust,  truthful  and  aLmost  stern¬ 
ly  just,*  His  temporal  affairs,  were  always  kept  in  strict  subjection  to  what 
he  believed  to  be  his  Christian  duties*  It  was  alvi/ays  his  practice  when  the 
week  day  for  divine  Tficrship  came  around,  as  vra.3  the  custom  of  the  Quakers, 
to  suspend  his  business  and  take  his  family  to  meeting.  These  meetings,  as 
well  as  those  held  on  the  Sabbath,  and  in  business  assemblies  as  neared  mid¬ 
dle  life,  he  frequently  addressed,  exhorting  to  his  hearers  to  embrace  and 
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the  practice  of  religion;  and  though  his  addresses  vrere  seldom  of  extended 
length,  they  proved  acceptable  and  profitable  to  his  listeners o 
"In  his  Christian  activities,  he  traveled  at  times  -with  ministers  -who  vrere 
going  from  place  to  place  on  evangelistic  tours,  encouraging  the  different 
churches,  and  later  on  in' life  he  frequently  engaged  himself  in  visiting  neigh¬ 
boring  meetings,  the  sick,  the  aged  and  the  infirm,  and  "others  vrho  vrere  in 
need  of  the  Christian  counsel  and  the  cheer  of  a  Friendo 

’’These  labors  of  Christ-like  love,  vrhich  were  vdiolly  voluntarily  accomplished 
’without  money  and  vrithout  price’  to  anyone  but  himself,  vrere  so  cordially  re¬ 
ceived  and  accepted,  that  in  the  year  1823,  he  vras  placed  upon  record  in  an¬ 
nals  of  Guilford  Monthly  Meeting  of  Friends,  as  a 'minister  of  that  Society, 
an  acknowledgement  that  his  retiring  nature  received  with  some  effort  of  re¬ 
signation,  entertaining  as  he  did  a  humble  opinion  of  his  oiwn  abilities  and 
attainments o 

”As  a  father  and  head  of  a  family,  he  discharged  his  responsibilities  with 
true  and  faithful  affection,  holding  authority  over  his  household;  liberal-  ^ 
ity  and  benevolence  were  prominent  features  of  his  character;  his  contribu¬ 
tions  to  his  church  or  for  relief  of  the  needy  or  public  purposes,  were  among 
the  foremost  in  amount  and  to  the  extent  of  his  ability  to  contribute o  In 
the  politics  of  the  day,  he  took  very  little  part,  not  caring  to  engage  his 
mind  or  to  become  entangled  in  political,  excitement*  He  v^’as  possessed  of  a 
lively  sense  of  the  comical  and  throughout  his  life  his  friends  often  enjoy¬ 
ed  his  dry  remarks*  ^  ,  v  ^ 

’’For  a  long  number  of  years  before  he  reached  middle  age,  although  born  and 

reared  in  a  slave-holding  state,  and  at  a  period  in  the  history  of  the  Society 
vdien  many  of  its  adlierents  still  ovaied  slaves,  Benajah  Hiatt  opened  his  eyes 
to  see  the  evils  the  system  entailed,  and  long  deplored  the  existance  of  sla¬ 
very*  His  vdfe  belonged  to  the  oldest  slave-holding  f^lies  of  the  county* 
But  he  set  about  labouring  as  he  could  for  its  supression,  and 
oration  of  the  condition  of  the  black  people  in  his ^neighborhood,  though  the^

The  village  of  Milton  was  just  then  founded  and  one  log  house  had  been  erect- 
edo  Here  he  purchased  and  settled  on  eighty  acres  of  land,  on  ’.vhich  a  small 
clearing  had  been  madco  Besides  his  faming  operations  the  suceeding  years 
(though  he  never  made  farming  an  object)  he  plied  his  trade  as  a  saddler  gen¬ 
erally  having  a  number  of  apprentices  and  Tjorkmanc  In  Indiana,  as  in  his  na¬ 
tive  state,  he  devoted  himself  with  great  fidelity  to  his  religious  v.-ork,  giv¬ 
ing  decided  and  liberal  support  to  educational  interests,  and  laboring  for 
the  cause  of  the  slave,  traveling  as  companion  and  pilot  through  the  unset¬ 
tled  valderness  districts  vath  Min^'sters,  visiting  isolated  settlers  and  the 
aged  and  afflictedo  Becoming  impressed  7ath  the  evils  of  intemperence  and 
believing  that  the  prevalent  use  of  all  liquors  and  intoxicants  were  not  only 
unsafe,  but  unnecessary,  he  took  grounds  against  them,  even  in  that  ecU’ly  day 
vdaen  custom  sanctioned  their  use  in  the  social  world,  as  T/-ell  as  in  the  home- 
circle,  and  both  by  his  example  and  precept,  he  used  his  influence  for  the 
promotion  of  abstinence o 

**The  last  time  that  he  attended  public  worship  v/as  September  iSliTo  He  T^ras  at 
the  time  feeling  unvrell,  yet  he  arose  and  in  a  brief  address  encouraged  his 
hearers  to  'have  faith  and  faint  not',  citing  the  passage,  'If  ye  then  being 
evil,  know  hovf  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how  much  more  shall  your 
Heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to  them  that  ask  Himo' 

"An  intermitting  fever  seized  him  ’.vhich  in  its  early  stages  progressed  but 
slowly,  not  v^olly  confining  him  to  his  bed,  but  increasing  it  became  app£ir- 
ent  to  his  family  and  friends  that  his  days  were  numbered o  He  retained  his 
faculties  clear  to  the  last  and  quietly  avra-ited  with  resignation  his  approach¬ 
ing  exito 

"He  gave  charge  concerning  his  burial  that  it  should  be  becoming  and  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  simplicity  of  life  he  had  chosen  to  liveo  He  passed  away 
Octo  lU,  I8I1.7  in  his  7ij-th  yearo  The  funeral  services  and  interment  took  place 
the  l6tho  He  was  laid  in  the  Friends'  Cenetary  at  Milford,  near  Milton,  W&yne 
Coo,  Indo  (Copied  Octo  1950  by  Willard  C,,  lieiss)  (II8I)

The  data  in  the  two  letters  copied  above  prove  to  my  satisfaction  that  these 
Hiatts  of  Madison  Coo,  Kentucky,  are  a  branch  of  the  Quaker  Hiatts  and  des¬ 
cend  from  John  Hiett,  England  to  Pennsylvania  1699  editor* 


Jolm  Hiatt,  son  of  William  and  Alico  (Loviden)  Hiatt,  and  grandson  of  John' 
Hiett,  immigrant,  was  born  cl7l4-9  in  Frederick  Co.,  Va*  (now  Jefferson  Co., 
"vK  Va.).  He  removed  cl772  to  North  Carolina  and  settled  in  Rovran  County.

FRED  HIATT  -  “A  successful  and  enterprising  agriculturist  of  Fremont  county, 
loTfa,  located  near  the  prosperous  tovm-  of  Sidney,  is  Fred  Hiatt,  who  was  bom 
in  Fremont  county,  in  1872,  a  son  of  Reuben  and  Martha  Ann  (Kauble)  Hiatt,' 
the  former  of  whom  was  born  in  Illinois  and  died  in  Fremont  county  in  1897. 
The  father  was  a  very  prominent  man,  being  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  the 
county,  coming  here  in  l85l»  Mrs.  Hiatt  was  bom  in  Indiana, 'in  1830,  of 
German  descent,  a  daugh&er  of  Da’^d.d  and  Mary  (Kratzer)  Kauble,  and  married 
Mr.  Hiatt  in  Missouri,  She  still  survives.  The  paternal  ancestry  of  our 
sub.iect  can  be  clearly  traced  to  Page  Proctor  Hiatt,  the  frreat-grandfather  ' 
(he  was^the  maternal ^great-grandfather,  and  his  name  war  Little  Page  Proctor, 
not  Hiatt  —  editor.),  Tjho  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  war.

Emporia,  Kas.  ^  ^  Stars  The  late  Andreev  Plinshaw  and  Sarah' Ann  Hiatt 
Hinshavr,  his  mfe^  the  first  couple  married  in  Eraporia  tovaiship,  Lyon  County, 
Kansas  only  then  It  was  Breckinridge  County,  Kansas  Territory  —  January 
7^  1857,  ate  and  relished  dried  apple  pies  in  the  early  days,  as  did  other 
pioneers,  for  the  reason  that  pie  timber  was  scarce  and  hard  to  get  —  and, 
anyway,  they  liked  dried  apple  pies.  Dried  apples  were  sent  to  the  settlers 
by  kin  and  friends  in  the  home  states.

"»Tell  you  what,  Sarah  Ann,*  said  Uncle  Andrew,  'I*m  tired  of  fresh  apple  pie 
and  fresh  apple  sauce.  I  am  hungry  for  good  old  dried  apple  pie.  Remember 
hovr  good  it  used  to  taste?  Can*t  you  bake  one  tomorrow?  You  could  use  some 
of  the  apples  you  dried  for  the  Short  Grass  folks,  couldn*t  you?* 

"Uncle  Andrew  henceforth  ate  dried  apple  pie  till  the  day  of  his  passing, 
and  declared  nothing  ever  tasted  so  good.

There  were  about  30  persons  in  the  company  John  Green  and  family,  Acephus 
Chew  and  wife,  John  Chew  and  wife,  Robert  Green  and  family,  Jacob  Hunt  and 
family,  and  Caleb  Jackson  drove  one  of  Jacob  Hunt’s  teams o  Abner  Hunt  had 
removed  to  Ohio  in  1813» 

•’They  passed  through  Popular  Camp  Furnace  (the  meeting  is  called  Mto  Pleasant), 
and  is  situated  about  three  fourth  mil^s  from  where  Jacob  Hunt  lived  at  the 
intersection  of  Dugspur  and  V/ards  Gapo  Wards  —  now  Hillsville,  Carroll  Co,,, 
ii3  miles  Dugspur  and  eleven  miles  from  Wards.  Gap  and  nine  miles  Poplar  Camp 
Furnace  and  eleven  miles  from  Evens  Ferry  on  New  Rivero  Big  Reed  Island  was 
four  miles  east  on  Dugspur  road  — ■  now  called  Jennings  Fordo  And  little 
Reed  Island  was  six  miles  from  Big  Reed  Islando  They  came  through  Yifitsville 
then  to  Arlington o  Washington  and  crossed  the  Holston  at  Seven  mile  and  the 
Clinch  lit  So  at  Cumberland  Gap,  on  the  line  of  Vao,  Kyo  and  Tenno  vdiere  by 
three  different  steps  you  mil  be  in  the  tliree  different  states  named «  Then 
traveled  through  the  v.dlderness  country  of  Ky®,  nortluvest  to  Crab  Orchard, 

90  miles  from  Cumberland  Gap,  then  through  Nicalos^  Vao,  Winchester,  Lexing¬ 
ton  on  the  Dry  Ridge  road  by  way  of  Georgetoivn  to  Cincinnati  o”  (The  above 
does  not  appear  too  coherent  in  places,  probably  due  to  having  passed  through 
too  many  hands  that  have  copied  and  recopied  it  —  editoro) 

Since  hundreds  and  possibly  even  thousands  of  Hiatts  and  Hiatt  descendants 
are  related  to  the  Hodgsons  both  by  marriage  and  by  blood,  the  following

That  you  may  know  something  of  George  Hodgson  I  will  quote  a  few  lines 
from  a  small  book  published  about  20  years  ago  and  entitled  ’George  Hodgson 
and  His  Descendants o ’  ’There  is  a  tradition  that,  during  the  last  decade  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  a  family  by  the  name  of  Hodgson,  whose  Christian 
names  have  not  been  ascertained,  emigrated  from  England  to  some  part  of  Ire¬ 
land  where  they  remained  ten  or  twelve  years,  and  then  embarked  on  a  ship 
bound  for  America o 

••’During  the  passage  the  whole  family  died  from  some  prevailing  pesti¬ 
lence  except  one*  son,  nine  years  old,  named  George  vJio  landed  at  Philadelphia 
about  the  year  1710.  Nothing  farther  is  known  of  him  except  that  he  was  mar¬ 
ried  and  lived  in  Pennsylvania  until  1750,  ivhen,  mth  a  family  of  six  child¬ 
ren,  some  of  Tjhom  were  then  gro-vm,  he  moved  and  settled  near  Guilford  Court- 
House,  North  Carolina o’ 

••This  •tradition*  seems  to  have  been  received  by  the  author  when  a  small 
boy  from  his  grand-father  wiio  in  turn  had  been  told  the  story  by  his  grand¬ 
father  (George  Hodgson). 

••There  vrere  Hodgsons  in  America  earlier  than  1700  but  I  knovf  of  no  rea¬ 
son  to  suppose  that  our  ancestor  ivas  descended  from  any  of  them. 

•‘In  regard  to  the  proper  way  of  spelling  the  name  the  only  proof  that 
I  have  found  is  in  a  will  signed  by  George  Hodgson  in  I76U0 

’•I  can’t  say  how  Geoigs’s  sons  spelled  the  name  but  some  of  his  grand¬ 
sons  used  the  ’g’  and  I  think  it  more  probable  that  some  of  them  shortened 
the  name  r^'ther  than  that  others  added  a  letter  that  is  so  hard  to  get  any 
one  to  pronounce.  Some  of  the  descendants  of  at  least  three  of  the  four  sons 
of  George  Hodgson  spell  their  name  Hodgin.  I  have  heard  from  two  sources 
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that  doivn  in  Nor^bh  Carolina  they  call  all  of  them  Ilodgino 

*’The  Abijahj  son  of  John'Hodgin  and  Ruth  Jenkins,  ytio  married  Hannah  Hi¬ 
att  in  1339,  was  a  second  cousin  to  your  father.  His  grand-father  was  Joseph 
(son  of  George  Hodgson). 

’•If  you  wish  to  know  any  thing  further  regarding  the  Hodgson’’ s  which  I 
can  tell  I  ^.vill  be  glad  to  do  so.  The  book  I  mentioned  states  that  the  Hiatts 
who  married  daughters  of  George  Hodgson  were  brothers  but  from  yo’or  letter  it 
is  evident  that  they  were  not,

"OUR  CALENBAR” 

(Third  edition.  Printed  l-17-19l;5) 

”We  are  so  accustomed  to  accepting  things  as  they  are  that  we 'seldom  stop  to 
think  of  their  origin  or  how  v/e  should  get  along  without  them.  The  keeping 
of  exact  dates  is  a  very  important  matter  in  all  civilized  countries,  but  a 
date  suggests  a  starting  point  from  vd^ich  to  coimt  time.  In  this,  as  in  all 
Christian  countries,  vre  are  supposed  to  begin  vdth  the  birth  of  Christ,  though 
this  method  of  computing  time  was  not  adopted  until  long  after  that  event  and 
the  exact  date  is  unknown.  As  the  Christians  came  into  power  and  influence 
under  the  Roman  government  they  made  use  of  the  Roman  calendar  simp^ly  chang¬ 
ing  the  starting  point  from  the  building  of  the  city  of  Rome  to  the  birth  of 
Christ,  in  stating  the  number  of  the  year.  The  calendar  of  the  Romans  had, 
however,  been  subject  to  the  caprice  of  the  rulers,  who  added  or  subtracted 
days  and,  months  at  vri.ll  until  the  time  of  Julius  Caesar,  ivho,  with  the  aid 
of  a  famous  Egyptian  mathematician,  revised  the  calendar,  ■which  was  thereaf¬ 
ter  kno-wn  as  the  Julian  calendar,  and  continued  in  use  for  over  1600  years, 

”It  was  then  computed  that  the  solar  year,  or  the  time  of  the  revolution  of 
the  earth  around  the  sun,  was  365  days,  6  hours,  but  this  ivas  a  little  more 
than  eleven  minutes  too  much,  or  about  one  day  in  131  years.  The  odd  hours 
had  been  disposed  of  by  adding  a  day  in  every  fourth  or  leap  yearj  but  this 
was  too  much,  and  in  1532  it  was  found  that  the  vernal  equinox  fell  on  the 
11th,  instead  of  the  2l3t  of  March,  as  it  had  done  in  the  year  325,  when  the 
Nicene  Creed  v^as  adopted,  fixing  the  days  on  ^i^iich  Easter  and  other  movable 
feasts  should  be  celebrated. 

”i hereupon  Pope  Gregory  XIII,  vrith  the  aid  of  a  learned  astronomer  and 
physician  of  Naples,  gave  us  v^hat  is  Icnown  as  the  Gregorian  Calendar,  dropping 
ten  days  from  October  in  the  year  1582,  and  making  the  5th  the  l5th  of  the 
month.  Only  one-fourth  of  the  years  ending  centuries  are  now  leap  years, 
notwithstanding  the  rule  that  any  year  divisible  by  four  should  be  a  leap 
year.  Thus,  the  years  1700,  1300  and  1900  are  not  leap  years,  but  2000  will 
be.  This  calendar,  originating  with  the  Roman  Church,  v^as  not  at' once  accep¬ 
ted  by  Protestants,  and  in  England,  which  then  ruled  this  country,  the  change 
was  not  made  until  1752,  by  which  time  the  error  had  amounted  to  eleven  days. 

Having  now  our  calendar  so  closely  in  accord  'with  the  solar  year  that  it 

more  than  3000  years  to  make  a  difference  of  one  day,  the  next 
question  is  at  what  point  in  the  revolution  of  the  earth  around  the  sun  shall 
the  year  be  said  to  begin.  For  the  northern  hemisphere  the  most  natural  point 
of  beginning  would  be  the  winter  solstice,  when  the  sun,  having  reached  its 
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most  southern  point,  begin  its  return  march  to  bring  reneiTal  of  life  and  ac¬ 
tivity  in  the  northern  zoneso  This  vrould  be  about  ten  days  before  the 
accepted  commencement  of  the  year.  According  to  the  Julian  calendar  (Ii5  DC), 
this  was  December  25th,  and  the  selection  of  that  day  in  after  years  as  the 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Christ,  is  believed  by  some  to  have  had  its  ori¬ 
gin  in  a  very  remote  antiquity,  and  ainong  worshippers  of  the  sun.  HoTTever, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  from  the  Hh  to  the  12th  century,  in  England,  the  year 
began  on  the  25th  of  December;  but  in  the  latter  century  the  Anglican  Church 
decreed  that  the  year  should  begin  on  the  25th  of  Llarch,  Annunciation,  or 
Lady  Day  (the  Vernal  Equinox — another  important  point  with  reference  to  the 
Gun),  i/hich  rule  vras  adhered  to  until  1752, 

’’The  year  thus  beginning  on  the  25th  of  IJarch  was  loioTm  as  the  Ecclesiasti¬ 
cal,  Legal,  or  Civil  year,  the  1st  of  tJanuai-^^,  hovrever,  had  been  considered 
as  the  beginning  of  the  historical  year  from  the  time  of  the  Norman  conquest, 
AoDo  1066,  and  perhaps  in  recognition  of  this  fact  it  was  customary  to  use  a 
double  form  of  dating  between  the  1st  of  January  and  the  25th  of  llarch,  giv¬ 
ing  both  years  thus;  February  l6th,  17U2-3,  or,  among  Friends,  12th  month 
l6th,  17l|2-3,  This  -was  not  always  done,  however,  and  one  may  find  journals 
v/hich  give  only  the  number  of  the  old  year  up  to  the  2li.th  of  March,  and  the 
next  day  add  one  to  the  number  of  the  year.  It  would  seem  a  little  strange 
to  call  March  the  first  month  when  the  greater  part  of  it  was  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  In  remote  times,  before  the  advent  of  Quakerism,  the  months  ivere 
known  bj"  numbers,  and  some  of  them  v;i:iich  bear  Latin  numerals,  as  September, 
October,  November  and  December,  are  simply  survivals  of  the  old  forms, 
though  now  incorrect  since  the  change  of  the  beginning  of  the  year  from.  March 
to  January,  Julius  Caesar  apportioned  the  days  among  the  months  rather  bet¬ 
ter  than  they  now  are,  but  July  being  named  in  his  honor,  and  having  thirty- 
one  days,  his  successor  Augustus,  determined  to  be  equally  honored,  and 
taking  one  day  from  February,  added  it  to  the  sixth  month,  since  Imown  as 
August , 

’’The  Friends,  or  Quakers,  arose  (about  l650)  in  an  age  of  much  superstition 
and  corruption  in  church  and  state,  and  in  their  reaction  from  these  they 
felt  it  necessary  to  dravr  the  line  at  ever^.dihing  that  savored  of  paganism. 
Accordingly  they  declined  to  use  those  names  of  months  and  days,  I'jhich  had 
been  bestor/ed  in  honor  of  pagans  or  their  idols.  Here,  in  Pennsylvania,  a 
colony  founded  by  T/illiam  Penn,  in  1632,  viiere  the  society  controlled  the 
legislation  for  many  years,  the  numerical .  form  of  dating  v^as  not  only  largely 
used,  but  sanctioned  by  lavf.  In  ’The  great  law  or  the  body  of  laws  of  the 
Province  of  Pennsylvania  and  territories  thereunto  belonging,  past  at  an 
assembly  held  at  Chester  (alias  Upland),  the  7th  day  of  ye  10th  month,  called 
December,  1682,’  we  find  the  following  section; 

”’35,  And  3e  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid  that  the  days  of 
the  liVeek  and  ye  months  of  the  year  shall  be  called  as  in  Scripture,  &  not 
by  Heathen  names  (as  are  vulgarly  used)  as  the  first  second  and  third  days 
of  ye  Week  and  first  second  and  third  months  of  ye  year,  and  beginning  with 
ye  Day  called  Sunday  and  the  Month  called  March,’ 

•’This  ^vas  somewhat  crude,  though  well  meaning,  legislation,  and  after  a  fe?f 
years  became  obsolete.  It  was  only  expected  to  be  effective  so  far  as  pub¬ 
lic  records  were  concerned.  As  a  quaint  and  rather  extreme  exam.ple  of  ad¬ 
herence  to  this  enactment  I  quote  from  our  Court  records;  ’Att  a  Court  held 
att  Chester  for  ye  County  of  Chester  ye  3rd  day  of  ye  1st  ViTeek  of  ye  8th 
moneth  1638.’  The  voluminous  records  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  as  v/ell  as 
their  private  family  records,  are,  of  course,  in  the  numerical  style. 
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Their  descendants  of  other  denominations,  and  genealogists,  now,  in  copying 
the  old  dates,  change  the  numbers  to  names^  and  for  those  prior  to  1732, 
almost  universally  make  errors.  Others  find,  for  example,  that  some  per¬ 
son's  vri-ll  was  made  in  August  and  probated  in  January  of  the  same  year,  and 
at  once  conclude  the  record  is  erroneous.  Again  in  arranging  a  number  of 
documents  bearing  on  a  certain  subject,  those  dated  in  January  and  February 
Tall  be  supposed  to  precede  those  of  +he  other  months  in  the  same  year. 

In  the  'Memorials  of  Bartram  and  Marshall,’  edited  by  Dr.  'William  Darlington, 
the  dates  prior  to  17^2,  when  changed  from  the  style  of  Friends,  are  all 
varong,  and  in  some  cases  the  error  amounts  to  ten' months.  Some  historians 
are  aware  that  March  T^as  formerly  the  first  month,  but  forget  that  March 
23th  was  Nev7  le'-r’s  Day, 

"An  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  in  1731?  prescribing  the  adoption  of  the 
Gregorian  Calendar  throughout  Great  Britain  and  her  colonies;  making  the 
succeeding  year  begin  with  the  first  of  January  and  dropping  eleven  nominal 
days  (3-13)  from  the  month  of  September,  1732,  so  that  what  would  have  been 
the  3rd  of  the  month  was  called  the  liith.  The  yearly  meeting  of  Friends 
in  London  folloT,Ted  by  that  of  Philadelphia,  directed  its  members  to  recog¬ 
nize  the  change  of  style,  and  that  thereafter  the  months  should  be  numbered, 
beginning  with  January,  'all  other  methods  of  computing  or  calling  the  months 
unavoidably  leading  into  contradiction.’ 

"Seeing  that  the  various  records  of  our  country,  prior  to  1732,  are  in  'old 
style',  and  that  it  will  always  be  important  that  this  be  borne  in  mind  by 
those  Yjho  have  occasion  to  consult  them,  it  vrould  be  well  for  the  author¬ 
ities  in  our  older  counties  to  place  in  their  Court  Houses,  or  other  con¬ 
spicuous  positions,  marble  tablets  upon  which  shall  be  engraved,  side  by 
side,  the  old  and  the  new  calendars,  thus:
